The  proper  desifpii  of  a  publication  of  this  kind,  is  to  furnish  a  compre- 
hensire  and  detailed  account  of  the  actual  condition  of  the  State,  embraeiay 
its  ciTil  divisions,  population,  productions,  trade,  and  resources ;  its  public 
works^  its  means  of  general  intercourse,  and  its  prhwsipal  local  improTt- 
ments;  its  wealth,  revenue,  and  expenditures^  the  organization  of  itsgOTeni- 
ment,  with  a  record  of  the  persons  to  whom  ttaft  administration  of  that  go- 
vernment tlfronghout  its  various  departments  is  committed ;  the  general 
scope  and  character  of  its  legislation,  as  exemplified  and  ilhistrated  by  its 
variouft  institutions  and  methods  for  the  promotion  of  education,  morals, 
and  reUgiqn^-for  the  protection  and  relief  of  the  destitute,  infirm,  and 
helpless — ^for  the  repression  and  punishment  of  disorder  and  crime— -and 
for  the  encouragement  of  enterprise,  industry,  science,  and  the  arts ;  in 
short,  a  picture  of  the  living,  acting,  growing  commonwealth,  with  the  mani^ 
fold  means  and  agencies  by  which  its  affairs  ar^  conducted,  its  resources 
unfolded,  the  business  of  its  people  transacted,  and  the  good  order,  com- 
fort, improvementi  prosperity,*  and  happiness  of  the  community  secured 
and  advanced. 

The  multiplied  relations  and  connections  that  exist  between  the  &itt€ttnt 
j>ortions  of  the  state,  and  their  continually  increasing  importance  to  each 
othir  as  their  intercourse  extends,  all  combine  to  render  such  a  puMieation 
not  merely  interesting  to  the  general  or  occasional  inquirer,  but  eminetttly 
eonvenient  and  practically  useful,  especially  to  those  Vhojire  engaged  in 
the  professional  employments  of  the  community,  in  the  various  branches 
of  active  business,  w  are  in  any  way  connected  with  the  administration  of 
the  laws,  or  with  the  management  of  the  more  important  public  and  local

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PREFACE 

TO  THE  SECOND  EDITION. 


Tbb  foicgoing  preface  to  the  first  edition  of  this  Register,  is  repablish- 
ed  because  it  presents  a  correct  and  fair  view  of  the  plan  and  proper  scope 
ai  the  work,  and  the  principal  elements  of  its  value  together  with  the 
chief  grounds  on  which  it  is  offered  to  general  patronage.  A  few  r»> 
marks  in  reference  to  what  has  been  since  done  in  this  matter,  will  saf- 
fiee. 

Although  the  larger  portion  of  materials  indispensable  in  a  work  of  this 
kind,  coatinue  unaltered  daring  the  biennial  period  of  our  State  govern- 
BEienl,  yet  many  such  facts  are  also  furnished  every  year.  To  meet  the  ex- 
igencies of  the  case,  therefore,  at  the  close  of  the  first  year  from  the  pub- 
lication of  the  first  volume  of  this  Register,  a  Supplement  was  issued,  con- 
taining such  new  facts  as  the  year  had  furnished,  and  bringing  the  Register 
forward  in  equal  pace  with  the  movements  of  government  and  progress  of 
public  affairs.  The  full  biennial  period,  however,  has  now  come  round, 
bringing  with  it  the  necessity  for  readjusting  the  entire  work ;  and  although 
considerable  portions  of  the  materials  are  of  a  permanent  nature,  required 
eqaaUy  in  every  successive  edition  in  order  to  give  it  that  eompltteness 
without  which  it  must  inevitably  fail  to  satisfy  patrons  and  fulfil  its  design, 
yet  a  large  portion  even  of  such  permanent  matter,  has  been  re- written,  cad 
the  whole  carefully  revised — a  large  mass  of  new  matter  compiled,  with 
much  labor,  directly  from  official  documents  and  other  authentic  sourees, 
and  the  entire  body  reprinted.  Indeed,  this  second  edition  of  the  Register, 
in  the  labor  and  expense  bestowed  upon  it,  has  come  fully  up  with  the  first 
edition,  and  exceeds  it  in  the  extent,  variety  and  value  of  its  contents. 

After  having  labored  thus  faithfully  to  promote  the  convenience  of  pro- 
fessional and  business  men,  and  to  meet  the  wants  and  wishes  of  all  who 
hare  occasion  to  inquire  into  the  condition  of  the  commonwealth  and  its 
various  institutions,  or  to  note  the  progress  of  public  affairs,  if  the  pub- 
lisher and  editor  shall  find  their  labors  fairly  appreciated,  and  the  patron- 
age of  their  work  equal  to  their  efforts  to  deserve  it,  they  will  not  only  be 
satisfied  with  present  results,  but  stimulated  to  new  efforts  to  continue  the 
publication,  and  to  avail  themselves  of  every  suggestion  furnished  by  in- 
creasing experience,  to  improve  both  its  form  and  substance,  till  nothing 
ihrther  in  that  respect  shall  be  left  to  desire.

ECLIPSES  FOR  THE  YEAR  1845. 

There  will  be  two  eclipses  of  the  Snn,  and  two  of  the  Moon,  also  a 
Transit  of  the  planet  Mercury  across  the  Sun's  disc,  during  this  year. 

1.  The  Sun  will  be  partially  eclipsed  on  the  6th  May,  visible  at  this 
place  when  it  rises^  and  will  end  at  5fa.  18m. 

2.  The  planet  Mercury  wilt  pass  between  the  Earth  and  the  San  at 
noondary  on  the  8th  May,  visible  throughout  this  country  with  a  good 

I  glass.  By  referring  to  the  table  given  on  another  page  of  the  relative 
I  sizes  of  the  planets,  it  will  be  seen  that  Mercury,  although  3000  miles  in 
||  diameter,  is  but  a  speck  by  the  side  of  the  Son,  and  all  who  would  see 
it  will  have  to  look  sharp. 

3.  The  Moon  will  be  eclipsed  on  the  21st  May,  invisible  to  ui, 

4.  The  Sun  will  be  totally  eclipsed .  in  the  extreme  southern  hemi- 
sphert.^  on  the  SOth  October,  but  invisible  here.  The  New  Zealanders 
and  Australians  will  have  the  spectacle  wholly  to  themselves. 

4.  The  Moon  will  be  eclipsed  on  the  evening  of  November  13th,  from 
half  past  6  to  half  past  9,  visible  here  if  the  sky  is  clear.  A  conside- 
raMe  number  of  acres  of  the  dominions  of  the  Afan  in  the  Moon  will 
be  thrown  in  !'?;«  shade  for  more  than  three  hours,  by  this  dirty  planet

40m.  evening;  from 
which  subtract  Ih.  39m.  taken  from  the  Tide  Table,  and  we  have  9h.  Im. 
evening  for  the  time  required.

Thb  United^Statks  or  AafERicA,  with  its  Territories,  extends  from 
the  Atlantic,  west  to  the  Pacific  Ocean,  being  bounded  on  the  north  by  the 
British  and  Russian  Possessions,  on  the  south  by  Mexico  and  the  Gulf. 
Its  extreme  length  from  Passamaqnoddy  Bay  to  the  mouth  of  the  Columbia 
river,  is  about  throe  thousand  miles,  and  its  greatest  width,  north  and 
south,  is  about  one  thousand  seven  hundred  miles;  estimated  to  contain 
2,000,000  square  miles  of  territory,  i>eing  about  one-third  of  the  entire 
surface  of  North  America.  It  was  first  discovered  to  the  inhabitants  of  (he 
old  world  by  John  Cabot,  A.  D.  1497,  being  five  yeai-s  after  the  landing 
of  Columbus  at  St.  Salvador.  |

Oa  tiie 
diird  •fMardi,  1818,  the  ice  moved  hi  a  bodj  downwards  for  tome  dis> 
tance.  and  there  remained  stationary.    The  river  was  not  clear  until 

1800-21.  The  river  doted  on  the  13th,  opened  on  the  20th,  and  finallj 
closed  December  1.  This  was  one  of  the  fonr  winters  daring  a  centorj. 
in  which  the  Hudson  between  Powles'  Hook  and  New-Tork  was  crossed 
on  the  ice.    The  other  three  being  1740-41,  J764-66,  and  1779-80. 

Jan.  11,  1824.  The  river  was  clear  of  ice,  and  remained  so  for  several 
days. 

1827-28.  The^ver  opened  and  closed  repeatedly  during  this  winter. 
December  21  it  closed  a  second  time. 

1830-91.  Opened  in  consequence  of  heavy  rains,  and  doset  again  om 
the  10th  <^  Jannary,  1831. 

As  the  river  throughout  to  New-Tork  has  not  always  been  dear  of  ice, 
on  the  dav  stated  above,  the  time  at  which  the  first  steamboat  passed  from 
New-Tork  to  Albany,  or  vice  versa  ;  is  also  added  for  a  few  years.

Ths  State  it  divided  into  59  counties,  \vhich  are  subdivided  into  841  towns, 
ao'd  9  cities  containing  64  war«ls.  These  are  the  municipal  diTisioni,  and 
they  are  civil  corporations,  with,  powers  more  or  less  extensive  according  to 
their  charters  as  granted  and  moclifled  from  time  to  time  by  the  Legislature. 

There  are  other  divisions  more  properly  termed  polUical,  These  are  the 
Sight  Senate  Districts;  the  counties  considered  in  relation  to  their  repre- 
sentation  in  the  2d  branch  of  the  Legislature;  and  the  Congressional  Districts. 

The  SenaU  IH»trict$  are  arranged,  every  (en  yean,  by  the  Legislature, 
acting  under  a  provision  for  that  purpose  in  the  State  Constitution,  on  the 
basis  of  a  census  taken  under  the  same  authority ;  and  at  the  same  time 
and  under  the  same  authority,  the  Members  of  the  Assembly  are  apportioned 
among^  the  counties. 

The  counties  respectively  comprised  in  the  several  Senate  Districts  are  as 
follow,  in  the  numerical  order  of  the  Districts.

These  Senate  Districts,  each  represented  by  four  Senators,  one  6f  whom  is 
elected  every  year,  are  intended  by  the  Constitution  to  be  as  nearly  equal  in 
the  number  of  souls  as  may  be,  without  dividing  counties,  in  order  that  the 
people  may  be  represented  as  equally  as  possible  in  the  State  Senate;  and  for 
the  same  reason  the « apportionment  of  Members  of  Assembly  among  the 
eonnties  is  made  on  a  uniform  ratio  of  the  number  of  souls  to  each  Member. 
The  number  of  Members  of  Assembly  to  which  each  counQr  is  entitled  un- 
der the  existing  apportionment,  is  as  follows :

The  Senate  Dittrictg,  moreover,  respectively  eouttitute  the  regular  bouDila 
of  the  several  jurisdiotions  of  the  Circuit  Judges,  as  do  (he  counties  the  ju- 
risdictions  ofthe  Courts  of  Common  Pleas  and  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace. 

The  Congreiskmal  Dittriett,  by  which  the  representatives  of  the  State  in 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States  are  elected  every  two  years,  are  arranged 
every  ten  years,  according  to  the  apportionments  of  the  national  representatives 
among  the  states,  made  by  Congress  on  the  basis  of  the  national  censns. 
The  state  is  now  divided  into  thirty-four  districts,  each  electing  one  member  of - 
Congress  accordini^to  the  apportionment  of  the  census  of  1840,  being  in  a 
ratio  of  one  representative  for  every  70,680  persons  in  each  state,  computed 
according  to  the  rule  prescribed  by  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States.

Extract  inrom  a  Law  retpectiac  ElactioBt. 

Pasied  AprU  6, 1842. 
TITLE  I Cf  <ft#  9iMil{/leaM(M»f,  6I^MWi;u  aHdpriviUau  qtEUdorg. 

§  1.  Ererjr  male  citizen  of  the  afe  of  twenty-one  yetrt,  who  iball  haTa 
been  an  inhabitant  of  thii  atate  one  year  next  precedini^  any  election^  and 
for  the  last  six  months  a  resident  of  the  eonnty  where  he  may  olfer  his  vote, 
ii  entitled  to  Tote  in  the  town  or  ward  where  he  actually  resides,  and  not 
elsewhere^  for  all  oiBoers  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be,  eleetiTe  by  the 
people. 

§  2.  No  man  of  color  shall  rote  at  any  soch  election,  anlea  he  shall  have 
been  for  three  years  a  citizen  of  this  state ;  and  for  one  year  next  preceding^ 
the  election  at  which  he  shall  oflfer  his  vote,  shall  have  been  seized  and  been 
possessed  of  a  freehold  estate  of  the  value  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
over  all  debts  and  encombrances  charged  thereon;  and  shall  have  been  ao- 
tnally  rated  and  paid  a  tax  thereon. 

§  3.  No  person  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  an  infunons  crime,  deem* 
ed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  a  felony,  at  any  time  previous  to  ^an  election, 
shall  be  permitted  to  vote  thereat;  unless  he  shall  have  been  pardoned  be- 
fore or  after  his  term  of  imprisonment  has  expired,  and  restored  by  pardon 
to  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen. 

§  4.  Whenever  an  election  shall  be  held  in  any  city  or  town,  pursuant  to 
this  chapter,  no  declaration  by  which  a  suit  shall  be  commenced,  or  any  civil 
process,  or  proceeding  in  the  nature  of  civil  process,  shall  be  served  on  any 
elector  entitled  to  vote  in  such  city  or  town,  on  the  day  on  which-snch  elec- 
tion shall  be  held. 

§  6.  No  court  shall  be  opened,  or  transact  any  business,  in  any  city  or 
town  on  the  day  such  election  shall  be  held  therein,  unless  it  be  for  the  pur- 
pose of  receiving  a  verdict  or  discharging  a  Jtuy,  or  the  naturalisation  of 
Ibreigners. 

TITLE  n. — Of  gentral  and  Bpedal  eUetion»}  the  time  and  purpom  ti  hAdimg 
1h$m;  and  the  parmma  by  whom  hdd. 

§  1.  General  elections  are  such  as  are  held  at  the  same  time  in  every  eoun- 
1y,  for  die  election  of  all,  or  some  of  the  following  officers,  namely,  Oo- 
Temor,  Lieutenant-Governor,  senators,  members  of  assembly,  sherifb,  clerks 
of  counties,  coronors,  representatives  ia  congress,  and  electors  of  preaident 
and  vice-president. 

§  2.  The  register  and  clerk  of  the  city  and  county  of  New-Toi^,  shall  al- 
so be  chosen  at  a  general  election. 

$  3.  Special  elections  are  such  as  are  held  only  in  a  particular  district  or 
county,  at  a  time  when  no  general  election  is  beld,  for  the  choice  of  one  or 
more  of  the  officers  proper  to  be  chosen  at  a  general  election. 

§  4.  General  elections  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  succeeding  the  first 
Monday  of  November  in  every  year;  special  elections  at  the  times  and  places 
of  which  legal  notice shidl  have  been  given;  but  no  special  election  shall  be 
held  within  forty  days  previously  to  a  general  election. 

§  5.  General  and  special  elections  shall  be  held  for  one  day  only. 

I  6.  Special  elections  shall  be  held  in  the  following  cases: 

1.  When  an  ofllocr  other  than  a  Governor,  Lieutenant-Governor  and  elec- 
tor of  president  and  vice-president,  proper  to  be  ehosto  at  a  general  election, 
shall  not  have  been  chosen  by  reason  of  two  or  more  candi&tes  having  re- 
vived an  equal  numbf  r  of  votes  for  the  same  office. 

*.  When  the  right  of  ofliee  of  a  person  eleeteci  to  the  office  of  a  represen- 
tative in  cong^ress,  senator,  member  of  the  assembl)^,  sheriff  or  clerk  of  any 
county,  or  sherifl^  clerk,  or  register  of  the  city  and  county  of  New-Tori^ 
shall  cease  before  commencement  of  the  term  of  service  for  which  such 
oAser  shall  have  been  elected. 

*.  When  a  Vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  any  member  of  assembly  after 
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th«  last  ^y  of  December  in  any  year,  and  before  the  ilrtt  day  of  April  follow* 
fngj  if  such  Taeancy  shall  deprive  a  eoimty  of  its  entire  representation. 

<  When  in  ease  of  an  extra  session  of  the  leg^islature,  any  ooanty  shall  by 
a  Taeancy  in  the  ofllee  of  member  of  assembly,  ooemrin;  between  tbm  first 
day  of  April,  and  ten  days  before  the  time  appointed  for  snob  extra  lassion^ 
be  deprived  of  its  entire  r^preeentation. 

§  7.  When  a  special  eleetkm  shaU  not  have  taken  plaeeaatefnired  by  law, 
the  vaoaney  which  oof  ht  to  have  been  snpi^led  by  snch  eUetion  shall  be 
supplied  at  the  next  general  election. 

§  8.  All  yaeancies  in  the  ofllee  of  representatiTe  in  eonyreei,  senator, 
sheriff  and  clerk  of  any  county,  or  sherifl;  clerk  or  register  of  the  eity  and 
county  of  New-Tork,  shall  be  supplied  at  the  general  election  next  suceeed- 
ing  the  happening  thereof;  but  when  the  term  of  service  of  any  soeh  offleer 
wul  expire  at  the  end  of  the  year  during  wliich  the  vacancy  in  his  oOce 
shall  occur,  no  person  shall  be  chosen  to  supply  such  vacancy;  bat  the  nsoal 
election  shall  be  held  for  a  new  olftear  to  hold  during  the  oonstitotiottal  tarm. 

§  9.  If  a  vacancy  proper  to  b«  supplied  at  a  general  elaetion,  shall  not 
have  been  snpplied  at  the  general  election  next  succeading  the  happening 
thereof,  a  speeial  election  to  supply  such  vacancy  shaU  then  be  held. 

§  10.  Special  elections  in  the  first  case  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of 
this  Title^  shall  be  ordered  by  the  board  of  canvassers  having  the  power  to 
determhie  on  the  election  of  the  oflleer  omitted  to  be  ohoeen;  and  in  all  oth- 
«r  cases,  such  elections  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Governor,  who  shall  issae  his 
proclamation  ttierefor. 

§  11.  Such  proclamation  shaU  specify  the  county  or  district  in  which  snch 
special  election  is  to  be  held;  the  cause  of  such  election;  the  name  of  the 
oflleer  in  whose  olBce  tlie  vacancy  has  occurred;  the  time  when  his  term  of 
o^e  will  expire;  and  the  day  on  which  such  election  is  to  be  held,  which 
•hall  not  be  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty  days  ftom  the  date  of  the 
proclamation. 

§  12.  The  elections  in  the  several  cities  and  towns  shall  be  by  election 
districts.

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STATE  CANALS. 

The  C  Als  conitnicted,  or  in  coarse  of  coBttmetioii  by  the  State,  and 
belon^ng  to  it  as  public  property,  are  nine  in  number ;  and  in  the  follow- 
ing general  account  of  them,  tht  ttatutory  deiignationi  of  them  ar« 
adopted. 

ERIE  CANAL. 

Thif  Canal  as  first  built,  was  commenced  with  public  ceremonies,  July 
4,  1817;  and  it  was  fi Dished,  ready  for  navigation  in  its  whole  extent, 
from  Lake  Erie  at  Buffalo,-  to  the  Hudson  Kiver  at  Albany,  in  October, 
1825,  at  the  total  cost,  including  interest  and  loans,  and  all  other  disburse- 
ments, of  $10,731,595.  Its  mam  trunk,  40  ft.  wide  at  top,  23  A.  at  bot- 
tom, and  7  A.  in  depth,  with  4  ft.  depth  of  water,  is  363  miles  ]oAg«  exdn- 
tive  of  feeders  and  side-cuts.  It  had  only  84  lift  locks,  both  ascending  and 
descending,  giving  a  rise  and  fall  of  only  692  ft.;  and  but  3  summit  levels, 
viz  :  the  Rome  level,  69  miles  long,  extending  from  Frankfort,  9  miles  east 
of  Utica,  nearly  to  Syracuse  ;  the  short  Jordan  level,  between  the  valley 
of  the  Onondaga  Creek  at  S^cuse,  and  that  of  the  Seneca  River  at 
Montezuma  :  and  the  Lake  Erie  level,  extending  from  Buffalo  to  Lock- 
port.  The  Oak  Orchard  level,  also,  though  not  a  summit,  is  60  miles  long, 
extending  from  Rochester,  to  the  foot  of  the  Mountain  Ridge,  at  Lockport. 
The  lowest  level  on  the  line,  from  which  the  canal  ascends,  each  way,  is 
at  the  Montezuma  Marshes'.  The  heights  of  the  more  important  levels 
above  the  Hudson,  nt  Albany,  are  as  follows  : 

The  Rome  level,425  ft.;  the  Oak  Orchard  level  506  ft.;  and  the  Lake  Erie 
level,  561  ft.  The  principal  Aqueducts  on  the  original  work  were  as  fol- 
low  :  Two  consisting  of  wood  en  trunks  supported  by  stone  piers,  across 
the  Mohawk  river,  between  tht  Cohoes  Falls  and  Schenectady  ;  one,  made 
wholly  of  stone,  across  the  Mohawk  at  Little  Falls ;  and  the  other,  con- 
sisting wholly  of  stone,  also,  and  much  the  most  most  massive  and  costly, 
across  the  Genesee  river,  at  Kochester.  The  other  features  of  the  original 
work  most  remarkable,  either  for  difficulty  of  execution,  or  for  their  im- 
posing aspect  when  finished,  were,  the  section  crossing  the  great  marshes 
at  Montezuma,  traversed  by  the  Seneca  and  Clyde  rivers,  and  during  the 
excavation  of  which,  it  was  necessary  to  keep  pumps  driven  by  horse  pow* 
er  at  work  night  and  day,  for  a  distance  of  several  miles  ;  the  i?reat  em- 
bankment, 72  ft.  in  perpendicular  height,  with  a  base  of  about  250  ft.  in 
width,  across  the  ravine  of  the  Irondequoit  Creek,  a  few  miles  east  of 
Rochester ;  the  rock  excavation,  through  the  Mountain  Ridge,  at  Lock- 
port  ;  and  the  pier  and  dam  at  Black  Rock,  in  the  Niagara  river. 

On  the  11th  of  May.  1835,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  for  the  enlarge- 
ment of  this  canal.  By  that  act,  the  size  of  the  enlargement  and  the  gen- 
eral outlines  of  the  work  were  submitted  to  the  determination  of  the  Canal 
Board,  a  body  composed  of  the  Board  of  Canal  Commissioners,  and  the 
Commissioners'  of  the  Canal  Fund.  After  such  investigation  as  was 
deemed  sufficient,  the  Canal  Board  in  1836,  decided  that  the.dimensions  of 
the  enlarged  canal  should  be  as  follows :  Width  at  top,  70  feet.,  at  bo^ 
.  tom,  42ft.;  perpendicular  depth,  10  ft.,  with  T  feet  depth  of  water;  the 
locks  to  be  in  pfirs,  each  lock  having  itt  chamber,  110  ft.  long,  by  18  ft. 
wide. 

The  enlargement  .having  been  determined  on.  operations  were  cpmmenie* 
ed  in  1S36,  and  a  great  amount  of  work  has  oeen  done.  The  Commis- 
sioners have  wisely  ayailed  themselves  of  the  oceasion,  to  improve  the  lo- 
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CslioB  of  the  euml  ia  mnmj  places  ;  straif hteniiif  th^  enrrn  wierersr 
medesble,  t liorteiiiiif  the  distance,  and  diiflinishing  the  total  qnantitj  of 
loeluiffe.  In  thiswaj,  the  whole  length  of  the  enlarged  canal  will,  when 
done,  be  abont  360  miles,  instead  of  363:  and  taking  each  pair  of  lodes  as 
one  rise,  or  fall,  the  nnmber  of  locks  will  bo  71,  instead  of  84.  This  sar* 
ing  of  loocage,  b  effested  assong  the  short  lersls,  the  long  cttes  remalnhif 
essentiallf  as  before. 

The  nnmber  of  other  stmetnres  of  ransonrj  will  be  increased.  There 
win  be  37  ntnedncts,  aad  5  weiglblosks. 

Tkt  cost  of  the  enlargement  is  estimated  at  nbovt  $23,000,000.  The 
boaits  ehloAj  employed  for  tmnsportation  on  tiie  original  canal,  atemge 
nbont  96  to  60  tons.  The  enlarged  canal  will  accommodate  boats  of  the 
eapaeity  of  150  to  200  tons ;  and  as  the  oost  of  towinr  will  be  increased  is  n 
Mndk  smaller  ratio  than  that  of  the  tonnage,  the  pnce  of  freights  will  be 
Tory  SMierially  diminished.    This  diminntion  is  estimated  at  abont  50  per 


The  following  statements,  gntfiered  from  the  Annna]  Report  of  the  Canal 
Comsittssioners,  dated  January  20,  1845,  glTe  a  general  idea  of  the  wctk 
done  on  the  Erie  Canal  Enlargement,  at  the  elos^  of  1844. 

The  work  eompletnd  and  in  nse,  indnding  228  stmetnres  and  35  3*4  mifes 
•f  oanni,  nmonnted  to  $6,742.846 .  72.  Other  work,  embracing  311-2  miles 
and  abont  60  stmetnres,  and  in  nse,  thongh  on  contmcts  not  entirely  in* 
ished,  nmoontnd  to  abont  $1,230.638.70  making  the  total  amonat  of  work 
in  nse  $7,973, 485.42. 

On  contmets  commeneed  bnt  not  completed,  embradng  72  1-4  miles,  and 
177  stmetnres,  worit  had  been  done  to  the  amonnt  ci  $3,181,900. 17,  all  of 
wMdi,  except  $10,702.42  had  been  paid. 

The  asMmnt  of  eontmcts  adjudicated  by  the  Canal  Board  was  $3,310,« 
084 .  39  ;  on  which  the  work  done  amonnted  to  $2,327,228 .  49.  Of  contracts 
lufi  adjndicated,  the  whole  amonnt  was  $2,388,878 .33,  on  which  the  work 
done  amonnted  to  $1,697,671.44. 

The  total  aaMmal  of  contracts,  iaished  and  nnHnished,  whidi  had  bet» 
eommeneed,  embrndng  110.60  milesand  441  stmetnres,  wlis  $12,441,549.88 1 
on  which  the  work  done  nnd  paid  fbr,  amonnted  to  $10,742.994.51 ;  lear* 
lag  work  done,  bnt  not  paid  for,  to  the  amonnt  of  $29,280.08. 

The  total  extent  of  Enlarged  Canal  not  yet  pnt  nnder  contract  embraces 
260.45  Bsiles  aad  546  stmetnres. 

A  law  wns'passed.  May  6, 1844,  dfarecting  the  Cnnal  Comissioners  to  6nisk 
thenqnednetorer  Schoharie  creek,  together  with  sneh  other  new  work, 
indnding  abont  6  miles  of  enlarged  canal,  as  shonld  be  necessary  to  bring 
that  aqnednct  into  nse ;  aad  to  eomplete  the  Enlarged  Canal  thronghont 
the  Joninn  lerd.  Both  these  rery  important  portions  of  Oie  Enlarged  Canal 
were  accordingly  pnt  nnder  contract,  and  were  to  be  rendy  for  nse  in  the 
Spring  of  1845.  The  aqnednct  takes  the  canal  out  of  two  very  Tartable  anS 
nnmnnageable  streams,  6ie  Schoharie  and  the  Anries  creeks,  nnd  gives  a 
snib  and  eonrenient  naTigation,  besides  cutting  off  henry  annual  expenses 
for  repairs,  dredging,  8tc.  The  new  Jordan  level  will  save  a  mile  in  dis* 
tance,  and  the  passage  of  2  lodes  each  of  II  ft.  lift,  besides  securing  a 
large  additional  supply  of  water  from  the  Nine- Mile  Creek  feeder,  aad  re. 
moving  much  hasard  to  narigstion  as  well  as  much  annual  expense. 

The  amonnt  of  business  done  on  the  Erie  Canal,  and  the  annilal  revenue 
If  has  yiddtd,  are  exhibited  in  the  tables  that  follow  those  general  remarks. 
CHAMPLAIN  CANAJ«. 

Thb  eannl  eennsets  wiA  the  Lake  Champlain,  at  Whitdwlt,  a«d  iHth 
.tho  Hndspn  river,  al  WaSsrfovd.  It  was  eommeneed  inOelobor,  ]tl7,attd 
somptotoTin  November,  1819,  at  a  east  of  $1,179,872.  It  is  64  oOtos  long ;

of  the  same  dimensioiit  in  other  respects  as  the  original  Erie  Canal,  with  a 
total  qnanUty  of  188  it,  of  lockage,  and  21  locks^  of  which  54  ft.  dUtribated 
in  7  locks,  include  the  rise  from  the  lake  to  the  summit  level,  eztendiag 
from  Fort  Ann  to  Fort  Edward,  and  134  ft.  distributed  in  14  locks,  inelod^ 
the  deseent  to  the  Hudson  at  Waterford. 

On  its  summit  level  this  canal  receives  a  navigable  feeder  13  miles  long, 
drawing  its  supply  from  the  Hudson  at  a  point  about  2  miles  above  Glea'i 
Falls,  and  called  the  Glen's  Fails  Feeder. 

At  Waterford,  where  the  canal  unites  with  the  Hudson,  the  river  is  eon. 
verted  into  a  spacious  basin  3  miles  long,  by  means  of  a  dam  situated  at 
.the  northern  limit  of  Troy,  and  at  the  easterly  end  of  which  is  a  sloop- lock, 
by  which  the  navigation  of  the  Hudson,  is  preserved  to  Waterford.  From 
Waterford,  also  a  canal  called  the  Jtunetion  canal,  3  miles  long,  and  cross- 
ing the  Mohawk  a  little  below  the  Coboes  Falls,  connects  with  the  Erie 
canal  at  Cohoes  village ;  thus  completing  the  links  that  unite  the  northern 
and  western  trade  with  each  other,  and  with  that  of  the  Hudson. 

The  condition  of  this  canal  was  materially  improved  aAer  the  cloae  of 
navigation  in  1843,  by  various  necessary  and  important  repairs  of  locks 
and  other  structures,  and  by  extensive  facing  of  the  sides  of  the  canal  with 
stone.  It  is  also  deemed  necessary  to  give  greater  permanent  height  to 
the  dam  in  the  Hudson,  on  which  depends  the  supply  of  water  in  theOlen's 
Fall's  Feeder  for  its  own  navigation,  which  is  increasing  materially^  and 
for  the  summit  level  of  the  Champlain  Caaal. 

OSWEGO  CANAL. 

This  canal,  eonaecting  with  the  Erie  canal  at  Svracuse,  and  with  Lake 
Ontario  at  Oswego,  was  commenced  in  1826,  and  completed  in  1828,  at 
'a  cost  of  $525, 115.  It  is  38  miles  long  ;  about  half  its  length  however, 
being  in  the  Osvrego  river,  converted  into  canal  or  slack* water,  by  means 
•f  8  dams  and  a  tow-path  on  the  river  bank .  The  total  quanti^  of  lockage 
is  123  A.  distributed  among  18  liA-locks,  all  descending  from  Syracuse  to 
Oswego.  So  far  as  the  canal  is  wholly  an  excavated  work,  the  dimeasions 
of  its  erosa-seetioa  are  the  samie  as  those  of  the  Erie  canal. 

There  is,  also,  a  towing  path  made  by  the  State  along  the  bank  of  tke 
Seneca  river,  from  its  junction  with  this  canal  to  Baldwinsville,  by  whieh 
the  navigable  waters  of  that  stream  are  made  available ;  and  a  similar 
work  has  been  recently  done  on  the  OneiJa  river,  to  connect  the  navigable 
waters  of  that  stream  and  the  Oneida  Lake  with  the  Oswtgo  canal; 

Kore  business  was  done  and  more  tolls  received  on  this  canal  in  1844, 
than  in  any  former  season .  Considerable  expense  was  iif  cupred  also,  in  mak- 
ing several  important  structures  anew,  and  in  other  essential  repairs.  The 
navigation  of  this  canal  above  the  combined  locks  at  Oswego  was  iomewhat 
encumbered,  in  1844,  by  drawing  water  through  that  level  for  mills  and 
othermachinery,  in  consequence  of  the  lowness  of  the  river.  A  plan  has 
been  reported  by  the  Engineer  for  remedying  this  evil.  It  appears  that 
water  enoush  to  drive  44  run  of  stone  U  liable  to  be  drawn  through  thin 
level  for  a  distance  of  3-4  of  a  mile.  Such  a  quantity  seriously  affiKti  tha 
eurrenti  and  the  supply  in  the  canal 

CAYIXGA  AND  SENECA  CANAL. 
This  work  be^ns  in  the  village  of  Geneva,  at  the  outlet  of  the  Seneen 
lake,  and  following  the  valley  of  the  Seneca  river,  is  fed  by  its  waters,  tiQ 
after  sending  off  a  side  cut  of  two  miles  to  the  Cayuffa  lake,  at  East  Cny* 
uga,  it  enters  the  bed  of  the  rivefi  and  so  continues  to  Moiitezuma,  where 
it  joint  the  Erie  eanal  on  the  marsh  level.  The  whole  distance  from  Ga^ 
nara  to  Montosuna  in  21  milet,  about  half  of  wbkh  eonaitts  af  canal  pre 
per,  aM  the  other  half  %£  alack*  water  navigation  in  the  rivar.    The  wheM 
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deietat  from  Genera  to  MoBtexuma  if  74  A.  dirided  amef  IS  to^.    Tho 

caokl  was  eommenced  in  18^  and  finished  in  1829,  at  the  co8l«»r$2]4,000. 
Tkis  work,  be  it  remembered  is  the  common  thoroughfare  for  the  trade  of 
the  Ca/uga,  Seneca,  and  Crooked  lakes,  the  Chemnog  canal,  the  Owe- 
go  and  the  Blossbnrg  railroads,  and  the  whole  basin  of  the  Upper  Sosoue- 
hannah,  and  its  wide-reaching  tribaUries  ;  and  it  is  obviously  destined  to 
become  at  no  distant  day^  ^^rj  prod:ictive,  from  the  carriage  of  coal,  gyp- 
sum, and  salt,  and  the  ineviuble  expansion  of  a  trade,  springing  from 
tnch  resources. 

Under  a  law  of  1844,  contracts  were  made  in  September  of  that  year,  for 
deepening  the  Seneca  Lake  level,  enlarging  the  channel  of  the  outlet,  aad 
constructing  a  regalating  waste- weir  in  the  sute  dam  at  Waterloo,-^ll  to 
be  completed  in  time  for  t  he  openmg  of  the  navigation  in  the  spring  of 
1845.  Other  improvements  are  recommended  for  the  purpose  of  remedying 
the  injories  to  navigation  from  the  use  of  the  waters  at  Waterloo,  and  at 
Seneea  FaUs,  for  milling  and  other  maehinery. 

CROOKED  LAKE  CANAX. 


This  eaaal,  eommaseed  in  1830,  and  finished  in  1833,  eomneets  Crooked 
Lake,  near  Penn-Yan,  with  the  Seneca  lake  at  Dresden  ;  it  8  miles  long, 
has  a  descent  of  269  A.,  distributed  among  28  liA>locks,  and  cost  $137,000. 

In  1844,  the  navigation  on  the  two  levels  of  this  canal,  connerting  it 
with  the  Seneca  and  Giooked  lakes,  was  somewhat  encumbered  bv  the 
unusually  low  water  in  theae  lakes,  which  rendered  a  good  deal  of  dredg* 
ing  necessary.  The  loeks.  which  are  made  of  wood,  are  so  much  decayed 
as  soon  to  require  rebuilding;  and  the  Chief  Engineer  recommends  that 
they  be  constructed  of  timber  and  stone,  on  the  composite  plan.  The 
Commiseioners^provethe  plan,  and  say  that  the  cost  it  estioMited  at 
$6,000  each. 

OHEBftmO  CANAL. 

Thit  canal,  commtnood  in  1830  and  inithed  in  1833,  eoaaeett  the  Seaoea 
Uke  at  its  head,  with  the  Chemang  river,  n  branch  of  the  Sntquehnnanh  al 
Elmira,  is  23  miles  long,  besides  a  navigable  feeder  16  miles  kmn,  extend^ 
M9  frcm  the  Summit  level  at  Fairpert,  formerly  called  Horae-Ueads,  to 
Comiaa,  situate  also  on  the  Chemung,  westerly  from  EhoBim,  and  thorf 
cmiaeeung  with  the  laikoad  whieh  runt  to  Bloatbnrg,  in  Pennsylvania. 
Xh«  aneendS^  and'  deteeading  loekage  on  both  the  canal  and  feeder, 
whieb  together  are  39  milet  long,  it  &16  leet,  divided  nmong  52  loekt. 
Both  works  cost  $344,000.  At  Blottbnrg  it  an  iaexhanttibla  mine  of  btta* 
laiaowi  teal,  of  ezcellont  qnnlity,  nad  the  coal  trade  which  hat  commenced 
Torr  favorably,  promises  to  become  a  source  of  much  rcTenue  to  this  cana^. 
Th«  free  movement  of  the  boats  on  thit  canal  wat  toastwhat  im* 
padad  in  the  tammer  of  1844,  an  the  Seaaca  Lake  level,  by  the  remarica* 
bly  low  water  in  that  lake  far  a  part  af  the  teaton,  whieh  randared  a  good 
deal  of  dredgiag  accessary  towards  the  close  Of  nuTigntion.  The  lodn,  aad 
•Ihar  alraetaret  oa  thiteaaal  aadefweat  eJttentive  lapaira  hi  1844,  at  did, 
alto,  t^  liMdfr  dam  acratt  the  Chemtusg  Hvar,  Ibr  tapplyiag  the  i 
larel. 

CHENANGO  CANAt. 

Thia  aaaal  aziiadt  from  the  Erie  eaaal  at  Utiea,  hv  way  mi  th 
af  diatom,  ea  tha  OcitlMmy  ecaak  i  Iheaea  ap  the  Tallaf  of  timt 
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ttltt  CABTAti. 

fh#  Mttmlt  tertl ;  tti«ttee  to  tlit  rMej  of  tU  Ch&tAmfo  rirtr,  whith  ft 
follows  to  the  Tittrnfe  of  Bimrkamtoii,  on  the  Sofopehiioiiah.  It  18  97  mtlee 
long ;  WM  commeiiced  ia  1833  aad  finished  in  1837,  at  a  cost  of  $1,737 ,703. 
The  loekafe  firom  Utica  to  thesommit  is  706  A.,  aad  thence  to  Biagham- 
ton,  303  ft.,  the  whole  dirlded  amoof  116  lifMocks,  2  of  which  are  built 
of  stone,  and  the  other  114  of  w<K>d  and  stone,  called  eosiposite.  This  ca- 
nai  is  furnished  with  7  resenroirs,  eoaslstinf  <rf*  natural  ponds,  ha?inf 
their  original  capacity  increased  hj  embankments  and  dams  famished  with 
flames  and  gates  lo  regulate  the  discharge. 

The  Canal  ComnUssloners  in  their  An.  Rep.  of  Jan.  20,  1845,  state 
that  the  locks  aad  most  or  the  other  structures  on  this  canal  will  soon  Heed 
fery  extensile  repairs:  and  that  although,  in  their  preceding  An.  Rep., 
When  speaking  of  the  destraetion  of  the  Kingsley  brook  resenroir,  they  bad 
n pressed  the  opinion  that  the  c^inal  could  be  supplied  without  it,  yet  the 
experience  of  the  very  next  summer,  (1844),  convinced  them  they  were 
wrong,  and  that  the  resenroir  mentioned  should'not  only  be  thoroughly  refit- 
ted ,bat  that  the  utmost  practicable  eapacitY  should  be  given  to  it.  Though 
the  reserroirs  on  this  canal  were  all  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity,  during 
thedeoQght  of  HMsammer  of  1844,  yet,  fee  nsbort  period^  the  i—miiiTiiiiI 
eoiild  AOt  be  navigalad  for  want  of  water. 

OENESEE  VALLEY  CANAL. 

The  act  fbr  building  this  canal  was  passed  Ifay  6,  1096,  and  in  the  toe- 
eeeding  summer  the  worft  was  commenced.  The  whole  Hne,  fhMA  Roch* 
ester,  where  it  connects  with  the  Erie  csaal,  la  Olean,  on  the  naTigabIa 
waters  of  the  Attegaay  river,  is  109  1-2  miles  loog.  At  a  point  4  1-2  miles 
•outh  of  Mt.  Morris,  a  branch  caOal  extends  to  baasvltle,  11  mfles.  In 
Beptember,  1840^,  the  IHriston  fVom  Rochester  to  S^ualrie  Hill,  36  milei« 
was  opened  for  navication ;  and  in  September,  1841,  the  DansviHe  branch 
together  with  about  5  ssiles  more  of  the  main  trunk,  was  fiaished.  making 
the  whole  distance  now  in  use,  from  RoehCKf  toDansrille.  02  miles.  On 
this  distance  there  are  19  lif^- locks,  besides  a  great  aasount  of  other  ma* 
nonry,  and  th^  whole  eost  of  ooastractieQ,  exehisi?»  of  aN  otiMr  ehargeSy 
is  stated  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Coauniesloners,  of  Jnnasry  1843,  at 
$1,390,291^0. 

The  same  report  sUtes  that  anotlMr  portion  of  the  line,  M  1-t  mitet 


loftg,  with  92  locks  thereon,  has  been  pat  under  cottrael  at  an  ontffv  esti- 
mated cost  of  $2,772,304. 17,  on  wMeh  the  work  doM  Is  stated  al  $1,717,* 
890.82,  of  which  all  bat  $49,150.02  has  been  paid,  leaving  work  yet  to  ba 
done  to  the  ostissatod  amouat  of  $1,  064,458.80.  Besides  the  two  portions 
meattoned,  one  mile  has  been  eomp'eted  at  a  cost  of  $68,1(M  81,  bat  is  net 
in  use.  Qf  the  entire  line  only  7  siiles  h«ve  not  yet  been  pat  nnder  eon* 
tmet. 

The  most  remarkabla  work  on  this  canal  is  the  lawel  in  Portage.  Ita 
length  is  to  be  1,180  ft  by  27  It.  in  widti,  and  20  ft.  it  height;  and  fbr 
SsortaftbodiilaMotkeroofwtllroiaiiatobo  sopporied  by  an  aieh  of 
amsoory. 

The  cost  of  this  eanal,  exdadlmr  the  7  miles  Ml  yet  vnder  eentraet,  it 
eotissated  at  $4,224 ,1f$0^  ;  and  inaiadiat  the  7  ailos,  tlw  loial  esot  will 
probubly  not  fall  much  short  of  $5,000,000. 

'^Thenavieatioaofthe  completed  and  available  porttoa  of  this  canal 
was  bat  littte  eeibarrassed  dariae  1844,  except  on  the  branch  to  Dansville, 
which  was  coasiderably  impeded  by  aa  inadequate  supply  of  water,  ia  the 
skort  lev«is  near  Baasvilie,  whiah  dvpoad  on  MM  croak  as  their  only 
foedsE*  BMag  1844,  alio,  the  CaMeera««skfMHktaa«ekaa  to  fkmisk 
loss  watsr  than  ia  any  previous  seassn^  aad  masiuntdsosaa-diflloaltiesi 
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Tlie  CftBid  ComaiMiMen  ttete  explicitly  Umt  •  gtatttc  iiwful  ray- 
ply  of  water  U  Mce^Mrjr.  UAfioiehed  works  mmi  neteriaU  eoUected  #« 
thiB  canal,  are  f  afierinf  exteative  injury,  in  spite  of  all  etforl  to  proteet 
and  preserve  them. 

The  work  completed  and  in  ase  on  this  canal  in  1844,  amovated  to 
$1,400,134.73,  essbrasiaff  02  ntilcs  and  221  stnMtores.  Work  completed,

thereon  lo  the  asMMiatot  $868,358.91.  On  eoatraots  bcfan  but  not  finished 
and  not  adjndicated,  work  had  been  done  to  the  amount  of  $77,541.9$, 
learing  to  be  done  on  same  centraets  work  to  the  amount  of  $69,033.91. 

On  all  the  contracts,  finished  and  unfinished,  embracing  111  1-2  miles  in 
Jength,  and  476  stractaires^  work  had  beea  doae.  to  the  amount  of  I3t207,« 
660.02,  and  all  paid  for,  except  only  $506.09.  The  work  remaining 
to  be  done  on  the  snme  eontmcts,  amouatad  to  $922,392^2.  There  were 
7.77  miles  not  yet  put  under  contraets  at  all.

Tho  nseantfrom  thoErieennnl  nt  Roose,  to  the  samaut  in  Boonville,  is 
697  ft.  divided  nsaong  70  loekM ;  nnl  the  desecnt  from  the  summit  to  tho 
Bigh  Falls,  is  387  ft,  divided  aiMog  38  locks*  The  feeder  has  but  one 
level. 

The  Commissioaeis  in  their  aanual  repotior  January  1843,  show  that 
tho  liae  irom  Rome  to  the  ■nmmit,  and  tho  whole  of  the  feeder,  being  the 
portions  of  moat  immediate  importanee,  were  nearly  complete.  They 
ataUlho  whole  leagth  of  completed  ennnl  to  ha  U  miles>  at  a  cost  of 
$il6,841«36.  A  inrthec  extant  of  28  nules  hns  been  commenced,  the  esti. 
mated  cost  of  which  aaonnis  ti»  $1,313,204.78,  on  nrhich  work  to  tho 
nmount  of  $1,228,615.81  hns  been  done,  lenvinf  yet  to  be  done  aa  amount 
of  $34,638.97.  Of  the  canal  proper,  only  3  miles  have  not  yet  been  put 
under  contmct. 

No  portion  of  the  section,  work,,  and  only  4  culverts,  and  4  bridges,  costing 
124,071 .36,  on  this  Canal  and  Feeder,  had  beea  eompleted  aad  put  to  use, 
at  the  close  of  1844.  The  work  on  contract,  however,  which  had  been 
€0mpl$tid,  though  not  yd  put  to  ass,  was  20.4  miles  ia  extent,  embraciag 
2  waste. weirs,  aad  aostiac  in  all,  $454,960.51. 

Of  the  work  commeaccd  but  not  completed,  21.2  mflggin  extent  and  em* 
bracing  124  structures,  the  work  done  amounted  to  $1,1j^7,871.89,  all  of 
which  except  $1 ,198 .  68,  had  been  paid. 

The  amount  dons,  on  contmcundtndicafid  by  the  Canal  Board,  was 
$5,874.2$.    Tho  aaMunt  reauOning  to  be  done  on  sneh  eentmets  was 
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$6,361.53.    Oaeontntets  not  odjadieated,  th«  worlt  dant  amowitod  to 

$1,191,997.61,  and  the  work  remaining  to  be  done,  amoanted  to  $77,983.23. 
The  total  amoant  of  Irork;  fiftitbed  and  aafinithed.  whieh  liad  beeo  com- 
»eaced,  wa»$l,761,007.04,  on  which  $1,676,903.76,  had  been  paid  :  and 
tt  embraced  41.6  miles  in^leni^th  and  135  structures. 

ONEIDA  RIVER  IMPROVEMENT, 
TJiefollowiag  iactt  are  gathered  from  the  An.  Rep.  of  Caaal  Com.  1843. 

On  comtTacts  covering  95.100  tniles  of  this  Improvement,  the  work  lln. 
ished  but  not  yet  pat  to  use,  amounted  to  $41 .247.04.  On  contracts  began 
but  not  finished,  and  covering  different  points  within  the  extent  of  18.07 
miles,  work  had  been  done  to  the  amount  of  $14,574. 91,  and  the  whole  had 
been  paid. 

On  contracts,  amoonting  in  all  to  $18,841 .80  and  on  all  whieh  the  Canal 
Board  had  adjudicated,  work  had  been  done  to  the  amount  of  $7,072.96  : 
on  other  contracts,  amdoating  in  all  to  $8,821 .61,  and  flone  of  which  had 
been  adjudicated,  work  had  been  done  to  the  amount  of  $7,501.95. 

The  total  contracts,  finished  and  unfinished,  which  had  been  began 
within  the  extent  of  19. 02  miles,  amounted  in  all  to  $68,910.45,  on  which, 
work  had  been  done  and  paid  for  to  the  amount  of  $65,821 .96. 

Of  the  whole  work  remainii^  to  be  done,  if  re-let,  the  estimated  cost  it 
$16,056.90, 

f :  e  same  report  states  that  the  Oneida  River  is  nownarigable  for  boats 
drawing  3  (X.  of  water,  from  the  Three- River  Point  Ott  tho  Oawego  Canal,  to 
the  rapids  at  Coughanoj,  14  miles ;  and  for  about  $400,  eqaally  good  nar. 
igation  could  be  famished  at  and  above  thoae  rapids.  4  milHi  ^  <»«  foot  of 
the  rapids  immediately  at  the  outlet  of  Oneida  Lake.  To  complete  the 
navigation  thence  into  the  Lake,  on  the  original  plan,  would  require  the 
farther  turn  of  $7»728.12  ;  and  to  complete  the  entire  Improvement,  ott 
the  same  plan,  the  estimmte is  $16^056.90.  ' 

ONEiDA  LAKE  CANAL  ANb  FEEDER. 

The  Oneida  Lak^aaarextends'from  the  Erie  Canal,  at  HIggimt',  8.75 
miles,  to  Wood  Creek,  and  thence  by  slack- water  in  that  ereek,  2.25  miles, 
to  Oneida  Lake,  making  the  whole  work  6  miles  Umg,  If  was  purchased, 
with  the  Feeder  and  all  other  appurtenances,  of  an  incorporated  compaar 
by  the  Canal  Commissioners,  thereto  empowered  by  an  act  of  the  Legis-' 
lature  passed  Ma'v  11th,  1840.  The  -price  paid  to  the  Company  was 
$50,000— for  which  a  stock  certificate,  bearing  5  per  cent,  interest,  was 
issued  on  behalf  of  the  State,  dated  April  12th,  1841 ;  and  the  same  day 
the  State  took  possession  of  the  work  nnd  its  appurtenances. 

This  work  though  destined  ultimately  to  be  both  nset^l  and  profitable, 
when  the  distj^ct  whieh  it  is  to  accommodate  shall  have  become  densely 
peopled,  has  thus  ihr  drawn  largely  on  the  State  Treasury  for  means  to 
pay  interest  and  repairs— as  the  annexed  ttatemeht  shows.

The  JTesdkr  is  a  work  entirely  distinct  fVoni  the  Canal,  and  iBdependent 
of  it,  mnninf  from  the  Oneida  Creek,  2  miles  4o  the  Erie  Canal,  with 
which^ it  uniles  atjL4)oiat  aiioiu  5  miles  west  ixom  the  j""***^ftp  there^siih 
of  the  Oneida  Lake  Canal.  The  company  made  it  navigable  partly  lor 
the  sake  of  freight  *snd  partly  in  the  expeclatioA  that  il  wo«hi  supply 
the  Erie  Canal  with  water  enongh  to  compeasate  the  latter  ior.the  w«ler 
drawn  IVom  it  into  the  Ondda  T^ke  Canal,  the  Company  being  bonnd  by 
their  charter  to  do  so.  But,  though  the  condition  of  this  Feeder  has  been 
much  improTod  since  it  became  the  property  of  the  State,  for  the  porpose 
mainly  of  replacing  in  the  Erie  Canal  at  least  as  mnch  water  as  the 
Oneida  Lake  Canal  takes  firom  it,  yet  this  design  has  not  been  accomplished. 

INLET  OF  CAYUGA  LAKE. 
By  a  law  ol  1835  the  Canal  Commissioneis  were  required  to  open  a 
ehanael  across  the  Bar  in  the  month  of  the  Inlet,  which  enters  the  Cajrnga 
Lake  at  Ithaca,  so  as  to  admit  vessels  diawing  5  (\,  of  water,  and  to  pro- 
tect such  ehannel.by  smtitble  works ;  anA  the  same  law  provided  also,  that 
alt  prooerty  carried  on  the  Erie  Canal  and  passing  tal4  channel,  should 
pay  toll  as  for  one  additional  mile  on  the  Erie  Canal.  The  channel  was 
■Mideaad  duly  protected  by  piers  of  timber  cribs  iUled  with  stone;  and 
the  tolls  hare  been  regnlarly  eoUeeted  as  prescribed.  That  woric  is  stated 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Canal  Commisskmers  of  January  20,  1845,  to 
require  repairs,  and  legislation  on  the  subject  is  snggested. 

DELAWARE  AND  HUDSON  CANAL. 

This  work  belongs  to  a  private  company,  but  the  State  has  a  pecuniary 
interest  in  it,  to  the  amount  of  $800,000  of  State  stock,  loaned  to  the  com- 
pany, and  it  is  too  important  in  its  connection  with  internal  trade,  not  to 
be  noticed.  The  work  was  eonuneneed  in  1825,  and  finished  in  1829,  ex- 
tending from  the  Hudson  river  up  the  valley  of  the  Readout  creek,  in  Ul- 
ster ;  then  aeross  parti  of  Orange  and  Snlltran  counties,  to  the  Delaware 
river ;  then  along  its  bank,  in  all  84  miles,  when  it  crosses  io  the  Talley  of 
the  Lacka waxen  Creek,  in  PenasylTania,  up  which  it  runs  25  miles  to 
Honesdale,  where  it  meets  a  railroad,  running  16  1-2  miles  to  the  mining 
▼fllftge  of  Carbondale,  making  the  entire  route  124  1-2  miles.  The  work 
was  eoMtxneted  by  the  Delaware  and  Hudson  Canal  Company ;  and  the 
loan  of  stock,  of  this  State,  bearing  an  interest  of  4  1.2  and  5  per  cent  was 
granted  to  the  eoospaay  and  secured  by  a  lien  on  the  entire  work,  the  cost 
of  whfeh  is  $2,8 15,985.  The  capital  of  this  company,  as  originally  incor. 
porated,  was  $1,500,000,  with  the  right  to  increase  its  amount  from  time  io 
time,  as  business  might  require  and  with  the  privilege  of  employing  onh- 
thlftl  thereof  for  banking  purposes,  till  1844,  when  this  pririlege  expired.

The  whole  amount  of  expenditures  for  new  work,  dnrtne  the  fiscal  year 
endingr  September  30,  1844,  on  all  the  State  Canals,  was  $720,449.93  ;  of 
which  $418,692.06  were  expended  on  the  Erie  Enlargement. 

The  whole  expenditures,  for  ihe^aroe  period,  for  repairs  on  all  the 
State  Canals,  amonnted  to  $464,334.49.  For  the  previous  year,  ending 
September  30,  1843,  the  amount  for  this  purpose  was  $383,079.58,  inclut 
ding,  in  both  cases,  pay  of  Superintendents,  Lock- Tenders  &e. 

By  a  statement  from  the  collector's  office  at  West  Troy,  it  appears  that 
the  average  weight  of  the  down  cargoes  of  twelve  of  the  heaviest  laden 

boats  of  the  Buffalo  lines,  was,  in  1841, 54  9-12  tons. 

-Andin  1842 -. 656-12    ** 

The  weight  of  only  four  of  the  up  cargoes  of  these  boats  is  given  for 

1841,  showing  an  average  of j 53  3-4  tons. 

For  1842,  the  average  weight  of  twelve  up  tegoes  of  these 

boaU  was, 69  8-12    " 

Boats  have  carried  as  heavy  cargoes,  (says  the  Annual  Report  of  1845,) 
as  heretofore,  but  the  great  increase  of  business  has  materially  increased 
the  number  of  lockages  ;  and  if  that  increase  shall  continue,  it  will  soon 
be  indispensable  to  have  the  double  locks  brought  into^  use  at  all  places 
from  Albany  to  Syracuse.  Though  the  number  of  lockages  on  any  day 
the  past  season^  may  not  have  been  so  great  as  to  tax  the  single  locks  to 
their  utmost  capacity,  if  boats  had  arrived  regularly  both  ways,  so  that  no 
time  should  be  lost,  yet  the  actual  and  inevitable  irregularity  of  arrivals, 
in  fact,  has  caused  much  inconvenient  delay  at  all  the  single  locJcs  east  af 
Syracnse.

The  RiDEAU  Canal,  130  miles  lon^,  extends  from  Kingston,  at  the 
foc>t  of  Lake  Ontario,  to  Bytown,  on  the  Ottawa  River,  and  has  53  lock*, 
each  134  feet  long  by  33  feet  wide  in  the  chamber.  From  Bytown 
to  Montreal,  120  miles,  the  Ottawa  is  made  narif^able  by  a  sacce»s« 
ion  of  locks  and  stack- water,  which,  in  connection  with  the  improvementf 
on  the  St.  Lawrence,  when  completed,  will  present  two  lines  of  coramnni- 
cation  by  navigable  water  between  Montreal,  at  the  head  of  ship  naviga* 
lion  on  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  Kingston,  at  the  foot  of  Lake  Ontario.

Note. — It  should  be  observed  that  the  column  showing  the  nettincame 
of  road,  does  not  in  all  cases  express  the  legitimate  earnings  of  the  road. 
The  receipts  for  the  year  past  include  sales  of  surplus  materials,  and  other 
extraneous  items. 

The  first  saven  roads  in  the  table  form  \be  continuous  line  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  placed,  from  the  Hndson  to  Lake  Erie.  The  average 
cost  per  mile  of  the  whole  number  of  roads,  is  $30,700. 

By  reference  to  the  cost  of  construction  given  in  the  table,  and  deduct* 
in^  the  cost  of  the  Schenectady  and  Troy,  and  the  Albany  and  West  Stock, 
bridge  roads,  from  which  no  revenue  is  derived,  the  total  cost  of  the  other 
roads  is  shown  to  be  $17,197,251,  from  which  are  derived  the  aggregate 
income  of  $1,100,016.  From  this  statement  results  $17,197,251:  1,100,. 
016:  1:  ,64  or  6  4-10  per  cent  on  the  capital  invested. 

This  is  an  increase  of  nearly  one  per  cent  over  the  results  for  the  year 
1843. 

The  railroads  of  Massachusetts  ranged  about  the  same  for  that  year; 

The  rate  per  cent  of  income  on  some  2000  miles  of  railroads  in  the  Uni- 
ted States,  as  ascertained  by  Chev.  De  Gerstner  in  1839,  was  very  nearly 
the  same. 

The  whole  number  of  miles  run  on  all  the  roads  is  1,257,629;  the  cost 
for  running  and  repairs  is  $799,762.  which  gives  the  average  cost  per  mile 
64  cents. 

The  West  Stockbridge  road  is  run  in  connection  with  the  Western  Rail- 
road,  forming  a  continuous  line  between  Greenbush  and  Worcester.  No 
separate  account  has  been  kepi  of  through  and  way  passengers. 
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Albany  and  Goshen  Railroad. 
Incorporated  April  12,  1842,  with  a  capital  of  $1,500,000. 

The  proposed  line  commences  at  the  village  of  Goshen,  Orange  county, 
and  passes  through  the  counties  of  Ulster  and  Greene,  to  the  city  of  Alba- 
ny; it  will  accommodate  most  of  the  principal  towns  and  villages  upon 
the  west  side  of  the  Hudson  river  in  the  above  counties,  and  would  be 
found  of  much  value  to  many  of  the  towns  and  villages  upon  the'east  side 
of  the  river. 

The  entire  length  of  the  line  of  the  road,  from  the  point  where  it  inter- 
se<As  the  New- York  and  Erie  Railroad  at  Goshen,  to  the  city  of  Albany, 
is  ninety-four  miles.     Estimated  cost  $1 ,528,215. 

Hudson  and  Delaware  R.  R.  Company. 
Incorporated  in  1830,  with  a  capital  of  $500,000. 
The  route  of  this  road,  which  is  located  and  partly  graded,  commences 
in  the  villairc  of  Newburgh,  and  runs  through  the  county  of  Orange  into 
the  state  of  New- Jersey,  terminating  at  a  point  on  the  east  side  of  Dela- 
ware river.  It  is  intended  to  extend  the  line  so  as  to  tap  the  coal  beds  of 
Pennsylvania,  intersecting  the  New- York  and  Eri^  Railroad  at  or  near 
Goshen* 

Ogdensbugh  and  Lake  Ghamplain  R.  R. 

This  is  a  projected  work  of  great  importance.  In  1833  an  act  was  pass- 
ed authorising  a  survey  of  the  line  of  the  road,  which  survey  embraced 
two  routes,  the  northern  and  the  southern  or  Jiu  SabU  route.  The  north- 
ern routcfcommencing  at  the  village  of  Plattsburgh,  on  Lake  Ghamplain, 
and  running  westerly  through  the  towns  of  Malone,  Moira,  &c.,  to  Og- 
densburgh,  in  the  county  of  St.  Lawrence.  The  length  of  this  route  via 
Norfolk,  is  about  120  miles;  estimated  cost  of  constructing  the  same,  in- 
cluding engines.  &e.,  is  about  two  millions  of  dollars.  The  southern  route, 
although  somewhat  longer,  extends  up  the  valley  of  the  Au  Sable,  through, 
the  northwest  angle  of  Essex  county  and  across  Franklin  and  St.  Law- 
rence counties,  terminating  at  the  village  of  Ogdensburgh. 

A  still  more  southern  termination  has  been  proposed,  and  its  merits 
urged  in  reference  to  its  grrater  utility  and  safety  in  a  military  point  of 
view,  and  as  passing  through  the  great  mineral  region  of  the  north;  to 
terminate  at  the  village  of  Sackett's  Harbor,  situated  near  the  foot  of  Lake 
Ontario,  where  is  a  good  and  secure  harbor,  and  a  military  position  of 
considerable  importance- 

Oswego  and  Syracttse  R.  R.  Company. 
Incorporated  in  1839,  with  a  capital  of  $500,000. 
This  it  a  contemplated  railroad,  to  extend,  when  finished,  from  the  vil- 
lage  of  Syracuse  to  the  village  of  Oswego^  a  distance  of  36  miles.  The 
route  has  been  surveyed  and  found  to  be  highly  favorable  to  the  construc- 
tion of  a  road  at  a  comparatively  small  expense.  The  wants  of  the  tra- 
velling community  require  the  early  completion  of  this  road,  as  it  will  con- 
nect with  the  great  line  of  railroads  at  Syracuse,  and  extend  to  Lake  On- 
Urio  on  the  north.    When  finished  it  will  form  the  most  expeditions  nsd 
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direct  roate  to  the  northern  part  of  the  state,  bordering  on  the  river  St. 
Lawrence  and  Canada. 

Saratoga  and  Washington  R.  R.  Co. 
Incorporated  in  1834.     CapiUl  $600,000.    Shares  100  dollars  each. 

The  line  of  this  road  extends  from  the  villige  of  Saratoga  Springs  to 
Whitehall;  on  which  there  has  been  about  sixty  thousand  dollars  expended 
in  the  purchase  of  lands  and  grading  of  the  some.  The  work  is  at  present 
suspended,  although  the  interest  of  the  State  and  public  convenience  re- 
quire its  early  completion. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  there  are  other  railroad  "companies  incorpora- 
ted,—many  of  which  will,  no  doubti  in  process  of  timci  proceed  withthtir 
contemplated  improvements.

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  assets  to  meet  debt,  the  Commissioners  of  the 
Sinking  Fund  hold  securities  in  bonds  and  mortgages  and  property  foreclose<l 
on,  amounting  to  299,200,  which  are  specially  pledged  for  the  redemption  of 
the  Fire  Loan  Stock. 

WATER  DEBT. 

The  principal  portion  of  the  City  Debt,  as  the  above  exhibit  shows^  con- 
sists of  the  moneys  borrowed,  on  the  credit  of  the  City  Corporation,  for  the 
construction  of  the  Croton  Aqueduct  and  its  appenilages,  and  it  is  denominated 
.the  <<  Water  Debt."  This  debt,  as  thus  far  incurred,  amounts  to  $12,636,- 
896.00,  as  shown  by  the  items  of  "  Water  Loan  Stock"  in  the  foregoing 
statement,  and  the  Corporation  bonds  for  which,  are  payable  at  various  pen- 
cils, fVom  before  1847  up  to  1880. 

The  "  Water  Commissioners"  estimate  the  sum  yet  required  to  complete  the 
**  High  Bridge"  over  Harlem  river  and  to  settle  all  outstanding  accounts,  at 
$689,750.  Of  the  whole  amount  of  Water  Stock  which  the  Corporation  has 
alreaity  been  authorized  by  various  laws  to  create,  stock  to  the  amount  of 
-  jomewhat  more  than  $100,000  remains  yet  uncreated.  It  is  estimated,  there- 
fore, that  a  further  amount  of  $500,0002of  new  stock  will  be  sufficient  to  cover 
all  remaining  cost  and  charges  on  account  of  the  great  work  in  qiUMtion. 

TEMPORARY  DEBT. 
Besides  the  whole  permanent  or  funded  debt,  above  stated,  and  including  the 
>*^ater  Debt,  there  is  another  city  debt,  denominated  Temporary  Debt,  which 
«iaouiite«l  on  the  first  of  January,  1845,  to  $1,147,914.80,  and  the  means  to  meet 
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it  amomtfed U  $k,4ai,7WMi  tbowUiir «  balanc*  In  fkrcr  of  niMnt,  of  $323»- 
801.88. 

BECEIPTS  AND  EXPENDITURES  FOR  SUPPORT  OP  THE  CITY 
GOVERNMENT  DURING  1844. 
The  toUl  ExpenMUtru  of  the  eity  ffOTeroment,  darinf^  1844,  were  $2,336,. 
484.55;  and  the  total  Receipt  were  $^048,776.43:  leaTinr  a  J^iea  of  rtMlpto 
amounting  to  $287,71S.12,  which  was  met  by  issaing  city  bonds  to  be  paid  out 
of  the  city  tax  of  1844,  remaining  nncoUeeted  at  the  close  of  that  year. 

SINKING  FUND. 

This  fund  consists  of  eertaih  stocks,  bonds  and  mortgages,  and  other  secnri- 
ties  yielding  income,  of  various  items  of  the  annual  city  revenues,  and  of  the 
real  estate  belonging  to  the  city  as  a  corporation,  the  Commissioners  of  the 
fund  being  empowered  to  sell  the  whole  of  such  estate,  and  to  use  the  ^ro- 
eeetls  in  redeeming  the  city  debt.  The  means  of  this  fund  are  divided  into 
two  classes;  those  of  one^class  being  applicable  to  the  payment  of  iiUtrtit  as 
it  accrues,  and  those  of  the  other  class  to  the  extinguishment  of  the  principal 
of  the  debt. 

The  receipto  of  the  latter  class,  during  1844.  amounted  to  $495,094.39,  of 
which  the  largest  item  consisted  of  $32C095.83  paid  on  account  of  real  estate 
■old.  in  AprU,  1844,  to  the  amount  of  $362,380.  The  balance  of  $4,258.70  on 
hand  at  the  end  of  1843.  increased  the  means  of  1844  to  $499,3d3.(»:  and  the 
amoont  of  principal  redeemed  during  the  year  was  $485>78o.25(  leaving  a  ba- 
lance of  $3,567.^  on  hand  at  the  close  of  1844. 

The  receipts  of  this  fhnd,  applicable  to  the  payment  of  intmreit  on  the  eitr 
debt;  and  derived  from  items  of  revenue  set  apart  for  the  purpoae,  amooBtea, 
in  1S14,  to  $268,006.06,  of  which  the  two  chief  items  were  $108,242.02  from 
Croton  Water  rents,  and  $100,201 .88  firom  rents  of  real  estate.  These  receipts, 
however,  being  i^isufBcicsit  to  meet  the  accmtng  interest,  the  sum  of  $302,517. 
15  was  stmpHed  by  the  City  Treasury  from  the  proceeds  of  taxes.  By  these 
oombined  means,  amounting  to  $570,025.23,  the  Interest,  amonnting,  up  to 
November  1, 1844,  to  $529,151.43,  was  paid,  leavmg  a  balance  of  $41,373.80  to 
be  applied  to  the  payment  of  interest  coming  due  on  the  1st  of  January,  1845.

Though  the  total  ''permanent  debt"  is  stated  in  the  preceding  table  at  nearly 
141  millions,  yet  bv  the  operations  of  the  Sinking  Fund,  the  salea  of -real  es- 
tate in  April,  and  the  further  sales  to  the  amount  of  $320,855  in  January,  1845, 
just  prior  to  the  date  of  the  City  Comptroller's  report,  the  actual  total  amount 
of  the  cfty  debVinclnding  the  estimated  half  million  Ibr  the  completion  of  the 
OotOB  water  works,  Is  represented  In  that  report,  p.  16,  af  standing,  Jan.  1, 
1845,  at  $12,'618,898. 16,  redeemable  at  diffinrent  periods  as  &r  onward  as  1880.

Aims-Houses ;  rooms  for  lost  chiWen;  the  Watch  Department,  &c. 

ALMS-HOUSE— AT  BELLEVUE. 

Pleasantly  situated  on  the  East  river,  2i  miles  from  the  City  Hail.  A  spa- 
cious edifice  of  stone,  with  several  buildings  attached,  the  whole  surrounded 
by  a  brick  wall,  inclosing  several  acres  of  latid. 

There  were  in  the  Alms-House,  July,  1844, 874  men,  873  women,  512  boyL 
and  266  glrU.  Totals  2,525.  Of  the  above  number,  1,313  were  foreigners,  aiml 
1,222  natives.

These  children  arc  kept  in  this  place  until  they 
reach  an  age  to  be  apprenticed  to  applicants  properly  recommended  as  suita* 
ble  persons  (o  take  charge  of  them  till  they  come  to  full  as^e. 

LUNATIC  ASYLUM--BLACKWELL»S  ISLAND. 
A  fine  stone  edifice,  on  the  north  end  of  Blackwell*s  Island,  near  Hell  Gate 
ferry.

The  number  of  undergraduates  at  the  present  time,  (January,  1845.)  is  one 
hundred  and  thirteen.

The  University  has  been  in  existence  but  ten  years.  In  that  time  it  has  rais- 
ed from  citizens  of  New-Tork  about  $225,000  for  its  establidiment  and  support; 
and  $113,000  of  that  som  was  raised  in  the  four  years  ending  with  1842,  for 
the  payment  of  debts,  and  $35,000  of  it  within  the  last  named  year.  The  plan 
and  arrangements  of  the  University  are  laid  in  the  true  principles  of  civil  and 
religious  liberty.  It  was  originally  intendett  to  be  a  place  open  to  meritoriont 
youth  of  humble  condition  and  small  means.  Such  it  has  been  and  is— about 
one-half  of  all  its  under-^duates  having  been  of  this  class;  and  they  have  been 
encouraged  without  distmction  of  sect  or  party. 

We  understand  that  the  present  income  covers  all  expenses,  and  provides  for 
interest  on  the  remaining  debt,  and  keeps  the  property  in  repair,— while  it 
gives  its  professors  abont  $1,500  a  year;  and  their  hope  of  increasing  thie 
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amomit  in  made  to  depend  on  (heir  own  ability  and  enf  erprlae.  The  eeteblltb  - 
ment  of  the  New -York  HUtorical  Societj  within  the  Uni^enitv  Boildlnf^Sy 
gives  the  societj  elegant  accommodation  at  a  verj  low  price,  and  to  the  Uni- 
versitjraccess  to  a  library,  which  with  its  own,  makes  up  some  18,000  yolumes.

There  were  378  students  in  the  Medical  Department  for  the  year  1845.  Gra- 
duates at  the  last  commencement  97.  Whole  number  of  students  in  all  depart- 
menis,  726. 

The  examinations  for  degreea  commence  on  the  first  of  March,  and  are 
continued  daily.

Ist.  The  caniUdate  must  be  21  years  of  age. 

2d.  He  must  have  attended  two  courses  of  Meillcal  Lectures;  one  of  which 
must  have  been  delivered  in  the  Medical  Department  of  the  University. 

3d.  The  candidate  must  have  studied  medicine  for  three  years,  (the  terms  of 
attending  lectures  being  included  in  these,)  under  the  direction  of  a  respectable 
Medica]  Practitioher. 

4th.  He  must  write  a  Medical  Thesis,  either  in  the  Enf^iah,  Latin,  or  French 
langn^^.

Private  rooms  are  provided,  at  a  small  expense,  for  physieians  who  may 
wish  to  dissect. 

GXADUATTOlf.       ^ 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  must  have  attended  two  full 
courses  of  lectures,  Oie  lastln  this  college  z  they  must  also  have  studied  Medi- 
cine for  three  yeuv,  under  the  direction  or  a  regular  physician,  and  have  at- 
taUied  the  are  of  twenty -one.l.CerCificates  of  time  and  age  must  be  flimished. 
Each  canditttte  is  required  to  write  a  Thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with 
the  science  of  Medicine,|and  to  hand  it  in  previous  to  hisjexaminatlon. 

The  examination  of  candidates  takes  place  semi-annually;  that  for  gradua- 
ting in  the  spring,  commences  on  the  first  of  March,  and  that  for  graduation  In 
the  fiUl,  on  the  second  Tnesdav  in  September. 

Students  have  access  to  the  New- York  Hospital  for  a  fee  of  $6,  which  also 
entitles  them  to  the  use  of  the  library,  and  they  have  free  aceev  to  tfaepraetSoe 
of  Ibe  New-Tork  Eye  Infirmary. 
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ALBAlnr  MEDICAL  OOLLXOfi. 

The  Albany  Medical  College  wai  chartered  February  I69  1839.  The  char- 
ter empowers  the  tmsteei  to  confer  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine^  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  tkeulty  and  of  three  of  the  euraton.' 

The  ezpenae  of  fitting  np  the  college  edifice^  (w^ch  with  the  groonda,  Is 
Talued  at  |50,000y)  and  providing  the  necessary  apparatos,  was  defrayed  by  the 
TOlontary  contribations  of  the  citizens  of  Albany.  The  apppepriations  made 
by  the  lesislatnre  have  been  liberally  applied  to  the  improvement  of  the  mn« 
seam  and  the  library,  and  the  college  nowlpossesses  &cillties  for  demonstra- 
tions and  for  study,  at  least  equal  to  those  of  any  other  medical  school  in  this 
country. 

PRThe  Museum  oootains  a  great  number  of  specimens  of  healthy  and  morbid 
Human  Anatomy,  of  Comparative  Anatomy,  of  Zoology,  and  of  Mineralogy. 
It^contains  also  a  IVill  set^of  Dr.^Thibert's  beautiAil  models  of  Pathological 
Anatomy,  and  Dr.  Auzoux*s  mannilcins  and  models  of  healthy  anatonoiy*  It  is 
at  all  times  open  to  the  students,  for  the  purposes  of  study.  The  value  of  the  mu- 
seum is  stated  at  |S0,260. 

Besides  the  library  for  reference,  a  collection  of  all  the  standard  elementary 
works  is  set  apart  for  the  nse  of  the  students  during  their  attendance  upon  lec- 
tures, without  any  charge.  The  library  contahis  1,343  vols,  valued  at  $3,700. 
The  chemical  apparatus,  which  is  excellent,  is  valued  at  $2,200;  and  the  col- 
lection inMateiiaMedica,  at  $210. 

Ample  opportunities  are  afforded  for  the  study  of  Practical  Anatomy.  Bator- 
days  are  devoted  to  clinical  instruction,  apd  stndetits  ^ave  an  opportunity  of 
seeing  a  great  number  of  eases  of  disease,  and  of  witnessing  surgical  opera- 
tions. 

The  annuafcourse  of  ^lectures  commences  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  October, 
and  continues  sixteen  weelcs.  Six  lectures  fute  delivered  daily,  during  the 
course. 

The  fees  for  the  ftill  course  of  lectures,  are  $70.  The  matriculation  fee  is  $5. 
The  graduation  fee  is  $20. 

The  requirements  for  graduation^are  the  same  as  other  incorporated  medical 
schools  in  this  state.  CT^C

NEW-YORK  HOSPITAL. 

This  institution  with  its  spacious  stone  edifice  and  convenient  grounds, 
stAnds  on  the  west  side  of  Broadway  on  a  fine  swell  of  ground^  fronting  the  en- 
trance of  Peai'l-street  It  was  first  chartered  in  1771,  m  colonial  davs.  It  has 
had  its  charter  amended  by  the  state  legislature.  It  is  the  oldest  and  one  of  the 
most  useful  of  the  kind  in  tlie  country.  The  general  control  of  its  aflkirs  is 
vested  in  a  boanl>  style<l  the  <*  Governors  of  the  New-York  Hospital,*'  which 
appoints  its  own  ofRcers,  fills  its  own  racancies,  makes  its  own  by-laws,  and 
through  a  committee  of  iu  own  members,  exercises  tbegeneral  powers  of  su- 
pervision over  the  Bloomingdale  Lunatic  Asylum.  This  board,  on  the  4th 
Feb.  1845,  wa«  consUtnied  as  follows :

The  Avenge  proportion  of  patients  cured,  is  stated  in  the  report  at  69  per 
centum,  omitting  a  small  fraction;  the  proportion  of  the  relieved,  6  per  cent; 
discharged  by  request,  9  per  cent;  discharged  as  disorderly,  or  eloped,  5  per 
cent;  as  improper  subjects,  2  per  cent;  deaths,  7  per  cent.  The  deaths  Inclu- 
ded 25  casualties  and  other  causes  of  sudden  death  requiring  notice  from  the  co- 
roner, and,  in  many  cases,  ending  fktaliy  in  a  few  hoors  after  admission  into 
the  Hospital.

plassing  the  whole  number  of  patients  in  1844,  according  to  nativity,  It  ap- 
pears that  of  the  whole  2,419,  there  were  bom  in  the  United  States  854 :  in  Bri- 
tish America  39;  in  the  West  Indies  35;  in  England  159;  in  Scotland  69;  in 
Wales  12^  in  Ireland  953;  in  Germany  110;  hi  Denmark  23;  in  Fkunce  21;  in 
Italy  20;  in  Portugal  16,  and  in  various  other  countries  other  smaller  numbers 
in  each. 

Baring  the  15  years  ending  Dec.  31,  1844,  and  including  the  number  of  191 
patients  remaining  in  the  hospital  on  the  31st  of  Dec.  1829,  the  whole  number 
admitted  into  this  establishment  was  28,144,  of  whom  20,712  were  dischargetT 
cured.    The  whole  number  received,  from  Its  first  opening  up  to  the  end  of 
1844,  was  70,384.

The  HospiUI  Debt  amounted  on  the  1st  January,  184'),  to  $47,508.16.  Ta 
meet  the  chief  item  of  this  debt,  say  $45,000— there  was  at  the  end  of  1944,  ia 
flie  Hospital  Sinking  Fund,  the  sum  of  $16^319.72,  arising  from  the  anrplua  of 
hwome  over  ordinary  expenses. 

BLOOMINGDALE  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 
(Connected  with  the  New-Tork  Hospital.) 

The  Bloominrdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane  is  ple.tsantly  situated  near  the 
banks  of  the  Hudson  River,  distant  seven  miles  from  the  city  of  New-York,  and 
baa  attached  to  it  forty  acres  of  land,  laiil  out  in  gardens,  pleasure  grounds, 
gravel  walks  and  (arm  lots,  well  adapted  to  the  unfortunste  inmates. 

The  bnildinr  is  erected  on  one  of  the  most  elevated  and  healthy  ikes  on  ttie

examining  the  condition  of  the  patients,  and  enquiring  minutely  into  the  mode 
of  treatment  pursued  therein. 

The  ordinary  a^itv  of  the  house  are  mana^red  by  a  warden  and  matron,  and 
a  sufficient  number  of  kind  and  careful  nurses  are  always  ready  to  attend  to  the 
wants  and  comtbrts  of  the  patients. 

The  whole  establishment  is  under  the  general  direction  of  a  cOmmitfceta*

Cases  are  termed  recent  when  less  than  a  year  old,  and  chronic  when  of  longer 
standing. 

The  fa>ove  table  shows  that  the  total  admissions  and  discharges,  for  the  whole 
year,  were  nearly  eqnal :  the  average  number  in  the  asylum  during  the  12 
months  being  about  104  of  both  sexes;  the  average  of  males,  56.6,  and  of  fe* 
males,  47.6. 

Though  the  customary  distinction  between  recent  and  ehrcnic  lunacy,  is  ad- 
bered  to,  in  the  report,  yet  the  Physician  avows  little  faith  in  its  valldi^,  or 
valuer  on  account  of  the  extreme  difficulty  of  ascertaining,  with  any  rebaUe 

S precision,  the  time  when  disease  actually  commences.  He,  however,  conai- 
ers  the  estimate  as  fully  warranted  by  experience,  that  in  eases  of  really  recent 
insanity,  80  in  every  100  are  cured  by  the  present  enlightened  modes  of  treatment 
but  that  after  the  first  three  months  the  probability  of  cure  rapidly  diminishe«^ 
The  average  age  of  the  patients  in  the  asylum  at  the  commencement  of  1844, 
is  greater  than  that  of  the  patients  received  during  that  year.  Of  the  former 
there  were  27  between  30  and  40  years,  and  of  the  latter  Z3  between  20  and  30 
years.  A  much  larger  proportion,  also,  of  the  former,  than  of  the  latter,  were 
sever  married.  Of  the  whole  206  patients,  of  both  classes,  in  the  asylum  during 
1844,  the  males  never  married  were  64,  the  females  43;  the  married,  males  3^ 
females  41 ;  the  widowed,  males  9,  females  12. 

The  lai^grcst  number  of  patients  were,  by  occupation,  formers,  but  compared 
with  the  whole  terming  population,  their  numericahproportion  Is  believed  tlia 
mallest.

The  Theological  department  embraces  two  distinct  courses  of  study,  one 
designated  the  "  Shorter  Course,"  adapted  to  students  somewhat  advanced 
in  life  as  well  as  attainments;  and  the  other  a  verj  full  circle  of  studies; 
eompreheading  every  braaeh  of  learning  deemed  essential  to  make  an  ac> 
complished  teacher  of  the  Christian  doctrine  and  practice,  church  disci- 
pline and  pastoral  duty. 

Though  this  institution  is  placed  under  the  particular  patronage  and 
control  of  the  Baptists,  yet  it  is  open,  like  most  other  seats  of  learning 
amon^  us,  to  students  haviag  the  Christian  ministry  in  view,  of  all  deno- 
minations. 

One  of  the  peculiarities  of  this  institution,  and  a  very  eomiaendable  one, 
is  a  regular  andsystematic  instruction  in  sacred  music. 

The  annual  commencement  is  held  on  the  3d  Wednesday  in  August. 

The  total  annual  expense,  including  all  charges  necessary  to  be  paid  to

H."B.  No  report  for  1844  has  been  received  from  this  institutionj  but 
its  gencnd  condition  and  character  are  b^eved  to  have  been  sustained. 

RUTGERS  FEMALE  INSTITUTE. 

Incorporated  in  1838.  The  buildings  are  on  Madison-street,  near  Clin- 
ton.  The  number  of  pupils  in  January,  1845,  was  four  hundred  and  six- 
ty-two.

This  is  a  well  ordered  and  flourishing  seminary  of  learning,  numbering 
on  an  average  180  pupils,  in  the  different  departments. 
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NEW  BRIGHTON  COLLEGIATE  SCHOOL. 

Thii  school  is  situated  six  adles  fir#m  the  city  of  New- York,  on  the 
heights  of  New- Brighton,  overloolciiu;  the  Tillage  of  that  name,  on  Staten 
Island,  with  a  eommandinic  view  pfthe  New- York  Baj  and  city.  The 
school  edifice  Is  larf  e  and  commodtons,  the  play-groonds  ample,  well  pro- 
vided with  gymnastic  apparatus,  and  connected  with  facilities  for  sea-ba- 
thing. 

The  Princijpal  has  fonr  assistant  Teachers  residing  in  his  family  and  de- 
Toting  their  time  wholly  to  their  pupils.  The  courses  of  instruction  em- 
brace the  various  branches  of  a  thorough  English  education,  the  Latin  and 
Greek  classics,  and  the  French  and  Spanish  languages;  and  they  are  di- 
rected to  the  prepttntiea  of  youth  either  §et  college  and  the  vniverfity,  or 
for  the  ordinary  pursuits  of  active  life.

Redhook,  Sulliyan  County,  and  White  Plains  academies, 
and  the  Poughkeepsie  Classical  School,  in  the  2d  district;  Clermont,  Cox- 
sackie.  and  Schenectady  academies,  and  the  Schenectady  Tonng  Ladies' 
Seminary,  in  the  3rd  District;  Little  Falls,  Essex  county,  and  Fort  Co- 
vington academies,  in  the  4th  District;  Bridgewater,-  and  Steuben  acade- 
mies, De  Lancey  Institute,.  De  Rafter  Institute,  and  Oneida  Institute,  in 
the  5th  District;  Palmyra  High  School,  Yates  County  Academy,  and  Fe- 
male Seminary,  in  the  7th  District;  Alexander  Classical  School,  Batavia 
Female  Academv,  Gaines  Academy,  and  Seward  Female  Seminary  in  the 
8th  District;  ana  the  Jefferson  Academy,  which  sent  in  a  defectiye  report. 

Since  March  1,  1844^  three  academies  have  been  incorporated  by  the 
Regents,  viz:  one  at  Little  Falls,  one  at  Nunda,and  one,  incorporated  by 
the  legislature,  at  Macedon  Centre,  in  Wayne  county,  has  placed  itself 
under  the  visitation  of  the  Regents,  fo  entitle  itself  to  share  in  the  Litera- 
ture Fund. 

The  sum  annually  distributed  from  the  Literature  Fund  among  the  aca- 
demies, is  $40,000,  or  $5,000  to  each  of  the  eight  districts.  ^ 

The  following  abstract  shows  the  whole  numtier  of  students  for  the  last 
three  years,  in  all  the  reporting  academies,  during  the  year  ending  with 
the  term  nearest  to  the  1st  of  January;  the  whole  number  attending  for 
that  term;  the  whole  number  claimed  as  classical  students,  or  as  purtu- 
ing  the  higher  branches  in  English,  and  the  whole  number  allowed  at 
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suck.  The  first  statement,  Tiz.  the  whole  number  daring  the  yemr, 
is  now  for  the  first  time  reported,  under  a  recent  requisition  of  the  Re- 
fents:

Of  the  apporlionment  of  $5 ,000  to  the  academies  of  each  district,  thera* 
tio,  calculated  according  to  the  number  of  students  respectively,  for  the 
last  year,  was  as  follows : 

Ist  district,  $6.63;  2d  district,  $4.23:  3d  district,  $3.04:  4th  district, 
$2.62;  5th  district,  $3.03;  6th  district,  $3.10;  7th  district,  $3.08;  8th  dis- 
trict, $2.67.  If  the  apportionment  had  been  made  for  all  the  academies 
without  reference  to  districts,  the  ratio  per  student  would  hare  been $3.26 
nearly.

$1,918. 13  in  all,  a  tpeedj  tetUement  of  mott  of  which  was  expected  hy 
the  Regents. 

'  The  whole  aanher  of  teachers  in  the  146  reporting  academies  was  569, 
of  whom  379  intended  to  make  teaching  their  profession.  The  whole 
Bomber  of  student^  graXnitouslj  instraeted,  was  221,  The  nvmherofTol- 
vmesinalf  the  academy  libraries  reported,  show  an  average  of  378  toI- 
umes. 

The  list  of  stadies  presented  in  the  report  of  tiie  Regents,  as  collected 
from  the  annual  academic  reports,  shows  a  rtrj  ample  range  of  snbjeets. 
In  addition  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  knowledge  required  in  the  commoa 
schools,  the  list  embraces  the  higher  departments  of  mathematics  and  na- 
tural philosophy,  with  the  applications  of  both  to  their  practical  uses;  the 
dead  languages,  including  in  several  cases  the  Hebrew  and  Biblical  anti- 
quities; modem  languages,  physical  science,  moral  and  intellectual  phi* 
loeophy,  history  of  various  hinds^  natnral  tiieology,  political  economy,  to* 
eal  and  instrumental  music,  drawing,  and  various  accomplishments.  These 
studies  are  not  all  pursued  in  every  academy,  but  the  more  important 
among  them  are  very  generally  tau^t,  and  the  rarer  ones  are  introduead 
in  a  considerable  number. 


COMMON  SCHOOLS 


The  Common  School  System  of  this  Sute,  considering  the  whole  circle 
of  its  relations  to  our  political  instittttions,  our  civil  condition,  and  the 
structure  of  society  among  ns,  may  well  be  deemed  the  mostr important  in- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  general  organization  of  the  system  may  be  compendiously  described 
as  follows: 

The  head  and  centre  of  the  system  is  the  Secretary  of'  State,  who  is,  by 
virtue  of  that  office,  Superintendent  of  Common  Schools, 

The  other  permanent  administrative  agents  of  the  sysfetai,  as  constituted 
by  law,  are  the  Clerks  and  Treasurers  of  counties;  the  Supervisors,  School 
Commissioners,  Inspectors,  Clerks  and  Collectors  of  towns;  and  the 
Trustees,  Clerks  and  Collectors  of  school  "districts ;  All  of  whom  are 
elected  by  the  people,  except  the  Treasurers  of  counties,  who  are  ap- 
pointed by  the  county  Boards  of  Supervisors.  The  Comp(rolli*r  and  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Stale  are  associated  with  the  financial  action  of  the  sys? 
tem. 

In  the  year  next  following  each  census  of  the  State,  whether  taken  ufi. 
der  the  authority  of  the  State,  or  of  the  United  Stales,  that  is,  once  in 
every  five  jears,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Slate  Superintendent  toappcrtion  the 
moneys  arising  from  the  Common  School  Fund  amons  the  counties,  and 
the  quota  of  each  county  among  the  towns  and  cities  therein,  according  to 
the  ratio  of  the  population  in  each,  compared  with  th&t  of  the  whole  State. 
He  then  certifies  such  apportionident  to  the  Comptroller,  and  sends  notice 
thereof  to  each  County  Clerk,  stating  the  day  on  which  the  moneys  will 
be  payable.  That  day  is  the  1st  of  February  in  each  year,  and  the  moneys 
are  paid  by  the  Stale  Treasurer,  on  the  warrants  of  the  Comptroller,  to 
the  several  County  Treasurers,  who  pay  over  the  town  quotas  to  the 
School  Commissioners  of  the  respective  towns,  to  be  distributed  among 
the  school  districts. 
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fiftcli  Coanty  Clerk,  on  receiving  from  the  State  SaperiBteBdent  notice 
vf  the  appointment  mnst  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Clerk  of  the  8aper- 
▼isors,  to  be  laid  before  their  Board  at  their  next  meeting,  and  thej  matt 
thereupon  asscM  an  equal  ainonnt  upon  the  towns,  to  be  collected  by  the 
town  collectors,  with  legal  fees,  as  they  collect  their  other  town  taxes. 
The  levy  of  this  tax  is  the  statutory  condition  on  which  the  School  Fond 
money  is  distributed  to  the  districts. 

These  School  Commissioners  are  three  in  number,  elected  annually  im 
each  town,  and  they  are  constituted  by  statute  a  corporaton  so  far  as  to 
enable  them  to  hold  propertjr  for  the  use  of  the  schools  in  the  town,  and 
to  sue  and  be  sued  in  their  official  ctapacity.  They  also  set  off,  arrange  and 
modify  the  school  districts:  and  it  is  their  duty  anouallyf  in  July,  to  report 
in  writing  to  the  Coanty  Clerk,  the  number  of  districts  in  their  town;  the 
time  dnrmg  which  the  schools  have  been  kept  therein  by  qualified  teach- 
ers; the  amount  of  School  Fund  money  received,  as  well  as  the  amount 
received  from  the  Town  Collector;  the  whole  number  of  pupils  actually 
nttendinc  school^  distinguishing  the  number  over  five  and  nnder  sixteen 
years  of  age;  and,  in  short,  to  report  everjr  thing  relating  to  their  duties, 
nnd  the  general  legal  and  edacational  condition  of  the  schools. 

The  three  Inspectors  in  each  town,  together  with  the  Commissioners,  con- 
stitute a  Board  for  ascertaining,  by  examination,  the  qualifications  of 
teachers.  Any  two  of  the  Board  make  a  quorum,  and  their  certificate  of 
qualification  is  necessary  to  entitle  a  district  to  the  actual  receipt  of  its 
quota  of  the  School  Fund  money. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Districts  are  also  a  corporation  so  far  as  to  enable 
them  to  hold  property  for  the  use  of  the  District.  They  take  charge  of 
the  school' houses,  their  erection  and  repair ;  they  make  the  contracts  with 
the  teachers,  provide  fuel  for  the  sehools  ;  call  meetings  of  the  taxable  in- 
habitants  of  the  district,  for  levying  whatever  assessment  may  be  necessary 
for  district  purposes,  and  apportion  the  assessments  :  direct  the  manner  in 
which  the  rate-bills  for  teacher's  wagcfs  shall  be  made  up,  with  authority 
to  say  who  shall  be  exempted  for  poverty  ;  in  short,  they  have  charge  of 
all  the  pecuniary  concerns  of  the  districti  and  they  must  make  a  report 
nnnualhr  to  the  School  Commissioners,  who,  as  alreadry  stated,  report 
to  the  Connty  Clerk,  and  he  to  the  State  Superintendent,  thus  maldng  the 
ehafi  of  accountability  completie. 

In  1838  and  1839  the  District  School  LinnAnns  were  established  by 
acts  of  the  Legislature  empowering  each  school  district  to  raise  by  tax 
$20  the  first  year,  and  $10  in  every  subsequent  year,  for  the  foundation 
and  annaal  enlargement  of  a  library  for  the  special  use  and  benefit  of  the 
district  school ;  and  provision  was  made  for  the  proper  custody  and  circa* 
Ution  of  the  books.  The  property  in  the  library  was  vested  like  other  dis- 
trict property,  in  the  district  trustees, — and  in  aid  of  these  libraries  it  was 
also  enacted  that  $55,000  from  the  annual  income  of  the  IT.  S.  Deposit 
Fand  should  be  distributed  every  jrear  among  the  school  districts,  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  school  moneys,  with  the  proviso  that  at  the  end  of 
five  years  the  respective  quotas  of  the  districts  might  be  thenceforward  ap- 
plied either  to  the  further  enlargement  of  the  libraries,  or  to  the  payment 
of  teachers'  wages,  at  the  option  of  the  several  districts. 

In  1841  some  important  changes  were  made  in  the  aoministratiye  agen- 
cies of  the  system.  One  of  those  changes  was  the  Creation  of  a  Djbpittt 
Superintendent  General,  with  the  authority  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  State  Superintendent  in  case  of  the  abssnce  or  temporary  disability  of  the 
latter,  or  the  vacation  of  his  office. 

Another  important  modification  introduced  in  1841  was  made  by  the  en- 
actment directing  the  board  of  Supervisors  in  each  connty  to  appoint  t 
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Conntj  Soperiateadenty  and  ia  ease  of  200  or  more  telioo]  dittriets  Uk  a  eovaty, 
two  Mch  Soperiatendeatt,  to  hold  office  for  two  ^ears,  bat  renoTablt  for 
caase  sbowa ;  aad  it  was  made  their  daty  to  yisit  all  schooli  withia  thair 
respective  jozisdictioBs,  to  ezamlae  iato  all  matters  toachiag  tha  eonditioa 
aad  character  of  the  schools,  as  well  as  the  practical  worldag  of  the  eatiie 
system  in  all  its  parts,  aad  to  make  fall  report  thereon  ererr  year,  to  the 
State  Snperiatendent.  For  every  day  of  actaal  service  ia  discharging  the 
duties  or  his  office  such  Saperiateadeat  is  eatitled  to  receive  $2,  bat  witk 
the  pratUo  that  the  whole  pay  shoald  aot  exceed,  ia  any  one  year,  $600 
to  any  oae  Saperiateadeat. 

Ia  1843  some  further  modifications  were  made  in  the  orgaaism  of  tl^a 
system.  The  number  of  school  districts  in  a  county  prescribed  as  the  con- 
dition for  appointing  two  Couaty  Superintendents,  was  reduced  from  20O 
to  150 ;  the  offices  of  School  Commissioners  and  Inspectors  in  the  towns, 
were  abolished,  and  ia  their  stead  Town  SupKaiNTKiiDBNTs  were  created, 
to  be  elected  at  the  anaual  town-meetings,  with  the  other  town  officers ; 
and  in  some  Author  provisions  relative  to  the  election  in  each  school  dis- 
trict, of  three  trustees,  a  clerk,  a  collector,  and  a  librarian  for  the  district, 
it  was  enacted  that  the  trustees  should  hold  office  three  years,  but  dassea 
so  that  one  should  go  out  aad  one  be  elected  every  year. 

Though  these  chaages  were  made  in  relatioa  to  the  functioaaries  of  the 
system,  yet  the  fuactioas  themselves,  being  abundaatly  ample  and  well  de- 
fined, were  left,  under  the  act  of  1843,  very  much  the  same  as  they  were 
before ;  it  being  the  chiat  object  of  the  act  to  secure  greater  activity,  Tigi- 
lance,  and  energy,  in  the  txtreue  of  those  functions,  and  in  the  genentl 
adminUtration  of  the  system,  bv  makin^^  a  mora  judicious  arraagemeat  aad 
application  of  the  proper  agencies,  and  by  a  more  effieieat  coaceatratioa  of 
responsibilities.  The  wisdom  or  these  modifications  has  already  been 
evinced  by  the  improvement  in  the  actual  working  of  the  system  and  the 
rising  condition  of^the  schools. 

As  the  powers  aad  duties  of  the  Town  Superintendents,  in  their  maia 
scope  and  spirit,  aad  evea  ia  their  more  importaat  particulars,  are  essen- 
tially vtrj  much  the  same,  under  the  act  of  1843.  as  were  those  of  the 
Commissioners  and  laspectors  under  the  previous  laws,  the  general  outlioe 
thereof,  already  presented,  is  sufficiently  full  aad  precise  for  the  parposes 
of  this  sketch  ;  all  that  is  further  required  for  a  correct  idea  of  this 
portioa  of  the  system,  as  it  now  stands,  being  simply  to  substitute 
the  words  "  Town  Superintendents"  for  "  Commissioners^  aad  "laspec- 
tors,'' whenever  they  occur  in  any  of  the  previous  paragraphs. 

So  in  reference  to  the  district  trustees,  the  nu)st  important  provision  of 
the  act  of  1843  is  the  extension  of  their  term  to  three  years,  but  so  classing 
them  that  one  shall  go  out,  and  ote  be  elected,  every  year.  Their  powers 
and  duties,  however,  continue  so  essentially  the  same,  that  ao  IVirther 
specificatioa  than  has  already  been  given,  is  damanded  for  the  purposes  of 
this  general  sketch. 

The  duties  of  the  clerks,  collectors,  aad  librarians  of  the  school  districts, 
are  sufficieatly  indicated  by  their  official  designations. 

All  the  moneys  from  every  Boutfie  intended  for  the  benefit  of  the  district 
schools,  being  brought  togeUier  in  the  hands  of  the  Town  Superintendent, 
it  is  his  duty,  as  early  as  the  1st  Tuesday  of  April  ia  each  year  to  appor-

and  other  ftpparatns,  by  a  vote  of  the  district.  The  other  three  fifths  of 
the  money  to  be  distributed  most  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  teadiert* 
wages. 

To  entitle  a  districtto  reeefye  its  quotaof  "  teachers'  money,"  it  must  haTO 
had  a  school  tanght  by  a  legal  teacher  for  at  least  4  monUis  daring  the 
(receding  year,  and  all  snch  money  received  daring  that  year,  mast  have 
been  actaaUy  applied  to  the  payment  of  a  teacher ;  nor  can  soch  quota  be 
received  by  any  district  in  whidi  a  school  in  all  respects  legal  has  not  been 
tanght  for  more  than  one  month. 

In  addition  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Coonty  Soperintendents  rela« 
tlve  to  4he  examination  of  teachers,  the  granting  and  revoking  of  tiieir 
certificates,  the  inspection  of  the  schools,  and  the  sapenrision  of  the  entire 
system  in  all  its  departments  and  details,  within  their  respective  jorisdic 
tions,  the  act  of  1843  futher  aathorizes  them  to  hear  and  determine  ap- 
peals fh)m  the  Town  Superintendents,  or  the  district  authorities,  on  all 
questions  arising  under  the  school  acts,  instead  of  being  required  as  formerly 
to  make^such  appeals  directly  to  the  State  Superintendent,  to  whom  how- 
ever, cases  may  still  be  taken  fn  the  last  resort,  if  notice  thereof  be  served  in 
fiAeendays;  otherwise  the  decision  of  the  County  Superintendent  is  final. 
This  appellate  aathority  in  the  County  Superintendent  saves  a  great  deal 
of  trouble,  expense,  and  delay  tb  the  districts,  and  to  individuals,  gives 
increased  energy  to  the  administration  of  the  school  system,  and  works 
well  in  all  respects. 

Such  is  a  general  sketch  of  ihefranu  work  of  the  Common  School  Sys- 
tem of  this  State,  as  modified  by  the  act  of  1843,  and  regarded  as  a  distinct 
whole.  In  preparing  tiiis  sketch  the  main  outlines  of  the  system  as  former- 
ly organized,  have  been  retained,  in  the  belief  that  the  modifications  woaM 
thus  be  better  understood  and  the  account  be  renderedmore  instructive  and 
useful. 

But,  though  the  sketch  of  this  important  establishment,  considered  as  a 
distinct  and  independent  organization,  is  completed,  yet  another  institu- 
tion, separate  from  it,  but  designed  for  its  benefit  by  imparting  a  stiDmora 
enlightened  spirit  to  its  various  administrators,  and  still  higher  competen- 
.cy  to  the  teachers  employed  under  it,  has  been  organized  under  the  titie  of 
the  8tat$  Normal  School, 

NOEMAL  SCHOOL. 

This  school  was  first  opoied  in  the  dty  of  Albany,  on  the  18th  of  Dee., 
1844,  in  pursuanee  of  an  act  of  the  State  Legislatnra  passed  at  the  next 
preceding  session,  and  as  organized  by  a  board  called  "  Thb  ExxcvrrvB 
CoMMiTTSB  or  THx  Statx  NonicAL  School,  consisting  of  the  Secretary  of 
State  as  Soperintendent  General  of  Common  Schools,  made  by  the  act 
member  and  chairman  of  the  committee  by  virtue  of  his  office,  and  four 
other  persons  appointed  by  the  Regents  of  the  University,  with  a  Secretary 
appointed  by  the  Committee.  This  committee,  thns  eomtituted  is  eom- 
posed  of  the  following  person*.

The  more  important  permanent  regulations  of  this  school  are  -the  fol- 
lowing : 

There  are  to  be  two  terms  in  each  itwa,  one  to  commence  on  the  i^ji 
Wednesday  in  April  and  to  continue  20gweek8,  with  tiro  sessions  Mil  each 
secular  day  except  Saturday ;  the  other  terin  to  Commence  6b  the  third 
Wednesday  in  October  and  to  continue  21  weeks,  With  one  regular  dailjr 
session,  and  occasional  extra  sessions  at  the  discretion  of  the  Principal 
and  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  branches  of  knowledge  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  the  District 
Schools,  viz :  orthography,  reading,  writing,*  arithmetic,  geography,  and 
English  grammar,  are  to  be  taught  with  special  care  and  thoroughness  ill 
the  Normal  School ;  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  following,  yiz  :  physiology, 
history  of  the  United  States,  natural  philosophy ,  algebra,  geometry,  sur* 
veyug,  application  of  science  to  the  arts,  use  of  globes,  mtellectual  and 
moral  philosophy,  with  such  other  branches  as  the  Executive  Committee 
may,  from  time  to  time  direct.  .  Meantime,  exercises  in  vocal  music,  draw* 
ing,  and  English  composition  are  to  be  performed  bV  all  the  pupils  through- 
out the  entire  course  of  their  studies  at  the  Nortial  School. 

In  the  dietrici'ichool  portion  of  .the  aforesaid  stAdies,  instmctioa,  for 
ihe  present,  so  far  as  toe  nattire  of  those  studies  will  allow,  is  to  be  given 
by  topic t,  the  pupils  using  such  text- books  as  they  may  find  most  conven- 
iei^i.  That  is,  the  teacher  is  to  exercise  his  put>ils  ih  these  studio,  with- 
out using  any  text-book  himself,  during  the  ekerdses,  btit  by  taking  up 
the  respective  topics  which  they  embrace  and  conducting  his  pupils  through 
ihem,  by  a  series  of  oral  exercises  and  examinations,  the  pupils  preparing 
4hemselve8  for  the  purpose,  by  the  use  of  such  books  and  other  apparatus 
as  they  may  possess,  or  prefer. 

The  State  puj^Us,  (who  are  to  be  selected  by  ihh  Bbatds  bf  Supervisory 
in  the  several  counties,  or  in  their  failure  to  act,  by  the  Couhty  and  Tovm 
Superintendents  in  joint  meeting,  and  in  the  same  ratio  as  Members  of  As- 
sembly,)  are  to  be  admitted  into  the  Normal  School  at  the  cpnimencement 
of  a  term ,  ^n  presenting  certificates  from  the  proper  cou ntj  authorities .  T ol- 
vnteer  pupils,  in  order  to  be  admitted,  muJst  declare  their  intention  to  become 
teachers  ot  district  schools,  must  pret«it  satisfactory  testimonials  of  good 
moral  character,  from  a  County  or  Town  Superintendent,  and  must  be 
able  to  sustain  a  full  and  thorough  examination  by  the  Principal  of  tho 
Normal  School,  in  at  least  all  district-school  studies; 

The  pupil's  title  to  a  certificate  as  a  Irell  qualified  t^char,  on  leaving 
the  Normal  School  is  to  depend,  not  on  the  length  of  time  he  may  have 
spent  there,  but  on  his  attainments  and  his  moral  character,  except  that 
no  pupil  shall  be  entitled  to  such  a  certificate^  who  shall  not  have  remained 
in  the  School  at  least  one  full  term  ;  ahd  no  certificate,  except  one  of  full 
qualifications,  shall  be  given  at  all. 

The  internal  and  disciplinary  regulationi  of  the  school  are  placed  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Principal,  as  circumstances  may  suggest  them,  subject, 
however,  to  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  before  they  can  take 
eflfect. 

Since  the  close  of  the  first  term,  which  vras  chiefly  tentative  and  experi- 
mental, the  regulations  provide  that  an  equal  number  of  volunteer  and 
state  pupils  may  be  received  from  each  county ;  and  if  any  county  fail  to 
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fteftd  its  quota  of  pQpik,  the  EzccnliTe  Conimittee  mty,  at  their  ditcretioii. 
reeeive  volnnteers  from  other  coontiet,  till  the  "whole  numher  in  the  school 
shall  reach  256. 

,  The  Executive  Committee  allowed  the  State  pupils  doriiif;  the  first  term, 
if  females,  $1,2^,  and  if  males  ^1  per  week  for  board.  Volunteer  pupils 
have  their  tuition  and  text- books  grktU ;  but  thej  must  pay  for  their  own. 
h^ard  and  other  expenses. 

The  school  opened  with  29  pupils,  and  at  the  end  of  five  weeks,  (when 
the  first  and  onlj  report  y^t  made  waj  prepare,  dated  Jan.  29, 1S45,)  the 
Mumber  had  increased  to  93,  of  whom  67  wer^  state  pupils^  and  26  volun- 
teers. 

The  same  report  states  that  the  branch  of  the  Normal  School,  to  be  call- 
ed **  the  Experimental  School,'^  in  which  thh  pupils  of  the  Normal  School 
are  to  test  their  skill  as  teachers,  by  practising  the  art  of  teaching,  was  to 
be  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  fbrst  regular  term  to  commence  on  the  2nd 
Wednesdav  of  April  then  nexL 

A  donauott  to  the  Normal  School  to  found  an  "  Educa^onal  Library,'' 
nas  been  made  by  the  executors  of  the  late  James  ^adsworth  of  Geneseo, 
irom  the  proceeds  of  certain  funds  Uft  by  that  eminent  IHend  of  popular 
adueitipn,  to  be  disbursed  in  such  manner,  as  should  be  deemed  best  cal<* 
culated  to  promote  the  well-beilkg  and  efiic:ency  of  the  schools  of  the  peo- 
ple. 

The  Normal  School  act  provides  that  the  State  pupils  shall  be  selected, 
in  the  several  counttet  hf  the  Boaitl  of  Supervisors^  from  persons 
of  both  sexes,  n  t  less  than  18  years  oM,  if  males,  nor  less  than  10 
years  old  if  females,  nominated  by  the  County  Siporintendents;  the 
fist  of  nominees  to  contain  all  the  candidates  for  selection  the  counties 
can  furnish,  of  whose  fitness  the  Superintendents  csn  obtain  reasonable  cer- 
•dainty.  The  test  of  such  fitness  must  be  such  attainments  in  knowledge 
and  such  moral  standing  as  would  entitle  the  candidate  to  the  legal  certifi- 
cate of  competency  as  a  district  school  teacher  ;  for  it  is  not  the  purpose 
of  the  JS^rmml School  to  impart  elementary  instruction,  in  the  district-school 
studies ;  bat  ti  take  persons  already  possessing  those  primary  qualifica« 
tions.  and  prepare  them  to  become  accomplished  and  efficient  teach^rit  not 
merely  of  those  elementary  branches,  but  of  other  and  higher  departments  of 
sound  leamina,  and  abo'  e  all,  to  discipline  their  minds  in  the  knowledge^ 
and  form  their  habits  to  the  practice,  of  the  most  enlightened  methods  of 
intellectual  cu'ture  and  moral  training,  «

The  State  is  divided  into  10,990  school  districts,  averaging  a  little  over 
foursquare  miles  each.  This  supposing  the  school-houses  to  be,  as  they 
generally  are,  centrally  situated,  brings  the  remotest  children  of  each  div 
trict  within  nbout  a  mile  of  the  school. 

The  whole  amount  of  moneys  applicable  to  the  support  of  the  Common 
Schools  and  district  libraries  of  the  State,  for  the  year  ending  Dec.  31st, 
1844,  was  as  follows :

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Of  this  sum,  f*  or  ftflht,  as  already  stated,  go  to  the  payment  of  teachers' 
wages,  and  the  other  one  fifth  to  the  inereate  of  the  distnct  libraries,  or  to 
the  snfply  of  these  schools  with  maps,  globes,  and  other  apparatus. 

The  nomber  of  districU  making  reports  according  to  law,  for  th«  year 
anding  December  dlst,  1843,  was  10,857,  and  in  Uiem.  schools  were  main- 
tained for  an  average  period  of  eight  months  daring  the  same  year. 

The  whole  nnml^  of  Common  Schoolchildren,  that  is,  children  betweea 
the  aces  of  5  and  16  years,  retiding  in  the  State,  ezelnding  the  city  of 
NewoTork,  was  611,548  ;  and  the  whol6  number  attendinf  tehool,  dmrinf 
portions  of  the  same  year,  again  ezelnding  the  city  of  New* York,  wan 
660,199.    The  nnmher  as  reported  attending  the  public  schools  in  the  dlj 
of  New-Tork,  daring  said  year,  was  58,957,  which  gives  709.156  as  the 
whole  number  of  ehildren  which  attended  school  more  or  less  auiing  said' 
year,  in  the  entire  State.    This  is  rising  50,000  over  the  preceding  year. 
Ofthe  whole  number  nearly  20 ,00O.attended  the  whole  year j  30,000  for 
at  least  ten  months ;  65,000  for  at  least  eight  months  ;  160,000  for  at  least 
six  months;  284,000  for  at  least  four  months;  and  474.000  Ibr  at  least 
two  moaths  ;  leaving  still  about  235,000  who  attended  for  less  than  two 
months.    The  statement  also  shows  that  of  the  number  attending  school 
during  said  year,  excluding  the  city  of  New^Tork,  38,66  were  not  within 
the  ages  of  6  ana  16  years. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  engaged  in  the  study  and  practice  of  vocal 
music,  increased  during  the  year,  from  10,220  in  the  winter  term,  to 
47,618  ;  and  in  the  summer  term  from  17,632  to  43,243.  "  The  introduce 
tion  of  this  exercise  has  been  attended  by  the  happiest  effects  on  the  minds 
and  morals  of  the  pupils." 

During  said  year  there  has  also  been  a  gradual  but  obvious  improve- 
ment in  the  school-houses,  grounds,  and  appurtenances.  Of  the  9,038 
schools  vititid  during  said  year,  8.340  school  houses  were  of  framed  wood  ; 
666  of  brick  ;  623  of^tone  ;  and  526  of  logs  ;  showing  an  increase  in  the 
muaber  of  biick  houses,  of  120  ,*  of  framed  wood,  660  ;  and  a  diminutioa 
of  lo^-built  houses  of  146,  since  the  preceding  annual  repoA.  There  still 
remain,  however,  about  8000  districts  with  schooKhoutes  unfit  for  ^eir 
proper  purposes,  and  more  than  double  that  number  lamentably  deficient 
in  proper  appurtenances.  •    ^ 

The  whole  amount  of  public  money  actually  applied  to  the  payment  of 
the  wages  of  teachers  legally  qualified,  was  $644,656.06  ;  and  to  the  par. 
chase  of  bookr for  the  district  libraries,  $94,950.54.  The  amount  raised 
by  rafs-6tZ/f  for  teachers' wages,  was  $447,566.97,  which  added  to  the 
public  money  applied  to  the  same  purpose,  makes  $092,222.03,  as  the 


aggresnte  amount  of  teachers'  wages  paid  during  the  vear.    The  avcnjte 
monthly  wages  of  the  male  teachers  varies  but  little  from  $14,00;  ^ 
Of  the  female  teachers  the  average  is  about  $7.00  exelusite  of  board. 


The  whole  amount  of  public  monej^received  and  apportioned  by  the 
Town  Superintendents  amone  all  the  districts,  making  the  reports  required 
by  law,  was  $732,659 .61-K>f  which  $539,069.32  were  applicable  to  teach- 
ers* wages,  and  $94,647.10  to  the  increase  ofthe  libraries. 

Innhe  city  of  New-Tork  $90,697.05,  and  in  Kings €a  (Brooklyn,)  near. 
It  $3,000  were  applied,  vwder  special  enactments,  to  the  purchase  of  sites, 
the  building  of  school- houses,  &c. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  in  all  the  district  libraries,  k  1,038,896 ; 
and  the  Superintendent  stotes  that  he  had  taken  measures  to  aseertain  the 
extent  of  circulation  of  these  vohmies,  as  well  as  the  general  scope  of  their 
contents.  Among  the  collateral  aids  ofthe  Common  School  system,  the 
Superintendent  refers,  in  terms  of  commendation,  to  Oducational  publica- 
lions,  lectures,  organized  associations,  occasional  conventions  of  Bnperin.

NEW-YORK  SOCIETY  LIBRARY. 

This  is  the  oldest  ejusting  liteimry  association  in  the  city  of  New* York, 
having  been  founded  in  1754.  It  is  goreraed  by  a  board  ol  fifteen  trustees, 
who  are  annually  elected  by  the  members.  The  library  is  one  of  the 
laricest  in-the  United  States,  containing  upwards  of  forty  thousand  yo- 
Inmes,  and  oecapies  a  new  and  beautiful  edifice,  situated  in  Broadway, 
comer  of  Leonard-street^  Connected  with  it  is  a  large  and  excellent  read- 
ini^-room.  The  rights  of  membership  cost  $25;  the  annual  payment  it 
$6:  free  rights,  (perpetual,)  $100.

NEW. YORK  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY. 

This  institution  was  founded  in  1804,  and  has  enrolled  among  its  ofilcert 
and  members,  at  different  periods,  the  most  distinguished  citizens  of  the 
State.  It  has  a  library  of  about  twelve  thousand  volumes,  and  a  cabinet 
of  antiquities  and  works  of  art,  induding  busts  and  portraits  of  eminent 
persons,  a  large  and  valuable  collection  of  coins,  numerous  original  manu- 
scripts, &c.  The  rooms  of  the  society  are  situated  in  the  University 
Building,  on  Washington  square,  and  are  open  to  members  and  visiters 
every  day,  except  Sunday,  under  the  care  of  the  Assistant  Librarian.  The 

{ittblications  of  vbe  society  consist  of  six  volumes  of  TransaciionSj  or  Col- 
ections,  embracing  inquiries  and  materials  relative  to  the  early  hir tory  of 
the  Sute  and  country.  Its  last  volume,  (published  1841,)  edited  by  Geo. 
Folsom,  presents  the  only  full  account  of  the  Dutch  colony  that  originally 
settled  New- York,  hitherto  published.

Every 
member  is  authorized  to  introduce  strangers  from  other  places  at  the  meet- 
ings, wldeh  ara  thus  rendered  attractive  lo  persons  of  literary  tastes. 
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THE  LYCEUM  OF  NATtTEAt  HISTORT. 

This  inttitalioD  w«t  establithed  in  1818,  for  the  purpose^  of  caUivatuiy 
attd  eaeoaragiDg  the  study  of  natonil  acienee.  No  oUier  similar  assoew- 
tioo  in  the  United  States  has  labored  more  successfully  in  this  department 
of  knowledge.  It  possesses  a  Taluable  library,  and  an  extensive  maseooa 
of  specimens  in  natural  history,  collected  fVom  all  parts  of  the  world,  ena- 
toicing  the  departments  of  Mineralogy,  Oeology,  Botany,  Zoology,  &c.

The  Teacher's  report,  dated  January  8.  1845,  states  the  number  then  ia 
the  boy's  school  at  v4l,  and  they  had  made  good  progress  in  the  usual  cIop 
meotary  studies.  When  they  entered  most  of  tbem  qould  neither  read,  nor 
write,  nor  cypher.  The  school  library  has  60Q  volumes,  and  ia  very 
iMeful. 

The  girls  are  well  instructed  in  household  affairs,  and  xaceive  tuition 
daily  ia  the  aereral  breaches  of  common  education. 

Sunday  schools  and  the  various  services  of  the  Chaplain  are  among  tha 
^oat  efficient  means  of  discipline  and  improvement.  A  copious  supply  ^ 
water  is  received  from  the  Crotoa  Aqueduct ;  strict  attention  if  paid  to 
jp/rsooal  cleanliness ;  and  the  health  of  the  inmates  is  usually  goiod. 

The  iUtfetpU,  for  1844,  amounted  to  $22,797.99,  qf  which  $7,030.84 
were  proceeds  of  the  labor  of  the  inmates^  $8,000  were  firom  the  State  ap« 
vrofrialfoaj  $3,194,  from  licenses  ol  theatres  and  circusses;  $4,000  froia 
p,  Y.  ftty  amses ;.  and  $573,15  from  the  collecliona  of  the  Finance  Cqib^ 
mittee.

This  Society  was  organized  at  an  Agricaltural  State  Convention,  In 
Albany,  in  Jebruary,  1832,  and  the  same  year  waj  incorporatnl.  Until 
1840,  Its  proceedings,  embracing  many  valuable  pa:>ers  on  American  bus* 
bandry,  were  publisned  in  "  The  Cultivator."  a  paper  eetabUaed  by  the 
Society,  and  placed  in  charge  of  the  late  Judge  Buel.  as  conductor.  At 
its  annual  meeting,  in  1S41,  the  society  determined  to  make  a  more  vigo- 
roue  ofiort  to  prosoeate  its  objoets^  and  appointed  a  committoe  Co  apply  to 
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•TJttt  AsntccviviuL  tftcisft.

STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 


STATE  LUNATIC  ASYLUM. 
[Situated  one  mile  west  of  the  city  of  Utlca.] 

This  institution  was  founded  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  Hareh 
30,  1836.  The  work  was  commenced  in  the  spring  of  1838,  when  the 
foundations  were  laid  according  to  a  plan  contemplatmg  the  erection  of  four 
buildings,  each*of  five  hundred  and  fiAy  feet  front,  placed  at  right  angles 
to  each  other,  facing  outwards.  They  were  to  be  connected  at  the  angles 
by  verandahs  of  open  lattice  work,  and  each  building  was  to  be  three 
stories  hi^J^  exclusive  of  a  basement  and  attic.  The  surface  enclosed  by 
the  foundations  measured  thirteen  and  a  half  acres,  of  which  the  build- 
ings were  to  cover  two  and  a  half  acres.  The  whole  grounds  include  a  pro- 
ductive farm  of  about  130  acres. 

One  of  the  above  buildings  was  finished  according  to  the  above  plan  in 
1842.  It  is  of  the  Grecian  Doric  order  of  architecture,  and  is  constructed 
of  a  dark  grey  limestone,  quarried  at  Trenton  about  eleven  miles  distant 
from  Utica.  This  edifice  was  ready  for  the  reception  of  patients  in  Junia- 
ry,  1843,  and  wns  opened  on  the  16th  of  that  month.  It  will 
date  about  300  of  them. 
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Tbe  ettabliibment  is  supplied  with  water  from  a  large  well,  dag  for  the 
.  purpose  on  the  premlseS)  and  fitted  with  a  force-pamp,  worked  by  horse- 
power,  which  raises  the  water  to  a  spacious  reserroir  in  the  attic  of  tbe 
centre  segment  of  the  edifice,  from  which  it  is  distributed  by  pipes  wbitber- 
soerer  it  is  required.  The  pump  can  be  worked  also  by  hanid.  The  well 
Is  34  feet  deep,  by  16  feet  in  diameter,  for  the  first  28  feet,  and  8  feet  from 
that  point  to  the  blottom.  The  pomp  tube  is  of  iron,  with  a  two  inch  bore, 
and  carries  the  water  from  the  well  to  the  reservoir,  a  disUnce  of  450  feet. 

The  bniiding  is  warmed  by  furnaces  in  the  basement,  and  the  heat  is 
transmitted  by  flues.  The  cooking,  washing,  and  kitchen  work  Is  all  per- 
fbrmed  by  what  is  called  a  cooking  range  and  boilers  connected  with  it. 

The  salary  of  the  Superiatendent  is  $2,000 ;  and  the  institution  is  fortu- 
nate in  having  been  able  ta  secure  for  that  post  a  man  so  eminently  qoali- 
fied  for  its  dimcult,  delicate,  and  responsible  functions  as  Br.  Brigham. 
The  salary  of  the  Assistant,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Steward  is  $500  to 
each,  and  of  the  Matron  $200. 

The  use  to  which  the  Asylum  farm  will  be  put,  beyond  the  keeping  of 
such  swine  as  may  be  fed  by  the  ofial  of  the  eetablifrhmrnt,  and  the  few 
horses  and  oxen  needed  for  service,  will  be  chiefiy  the  sraiing  oYcows,  to 
supply  milk,  which  will  constitute  a  principal  article  of  diet,  and  a  large 
supply  of  which,  will,  therefore  be  required.  An  extensive  garden  for 
esculent  vegetables;  fruit,  &c.,  will  also  be  cultivated;  and  the  care  of 
this,  and  of  the  farm,  will  furnish  ample  opportunity  for  that  moderate  and 
cheerful  labor,  which  forms  so  important  a  portion  of  the  curative  treat- 
ment at  such  institutions.  Mechanical  employments  will  also  constitute  a 
part  of  the  system. 

According  to  the  United  States  census  of  1840,  the  whole  number  of  lu- 
natics and  idiots  in  this.State  was  2,340,  of  whom  739  were  at  public  charge. 
This  would  give,  on  the  whole  population  of  2,428,921,  one  lunatic  or 
idiot  to  every  1,038  persons.  But  the  Secretary  of  State,  in  1841,  reported 
803  lunatics  at  the  public  charge.  The  highest  number  of  both  lunatics 
and  idiots,  above  stated,  however,  is  undoubtedly  much  below  the  truth. 
From  fuller  data,  derived  from  other  sources,  the  whole  namber  of  luna- 
tics in  the  State  cannot  probably  be  less  than  1,250,  and  of  idiots  about 
1.500. 

The  legal  quota  of  patients  receivable  from  the  respective  counties  is 
proportioned  to  tbe  whole  number  of  the  insane  therein  ;  and  to  determine 
these  points,  the  law  directs  the  town  and  ward  assessors  to  ascertain  such 
number,  $v€ry  year,  and  send  lists  thereof  to  the  County  Clerks  to  be 
transmitted  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Asylum.  But  this  important  duty  has 
been  so  neglected  that  the  Managers  have  not  yet  been  enabled  to  fix  the 
county  guotat. 

Patients  are  sent  to  the  Asylum  by  several  authorities.  The  Overseers 
and  Superintendents  of  the  poor  send  insane  paupers  and  such  as  would  be 
dangerous  if  led  9LtltLrgt  J  on  their  being  apprehended  under  a  Justice's 
warrant;  the  First  Judge  of  a  county  sends  such  as  tire  indigent  hoi  not 
paupers;  and  those  who  are  in  confinement  for  crime  or  have  been  acquit- 
ted on  the  ground  of  insanity,  are  sent  by  the  Courts.  In  tbe  three  for- 
mer cases,  however,  formal  examinations,  embracing  the  testimony  of  at 
least  two  respectable  physicians,  as  to  the  fact  of  insanity,  with  other 
suitable  evidence  of  the  fact  of  indigence*  are  required,  and  the  whole  pro- 
ceedings must  be  reduced  to  writing,  filed  in  the  County  Clerk's  Office, 
and  dudy  certified  under  the  county  seal.

The  Annual  Report  brings  the  affairs  of  the  institution  down  to  Nov. 
30y  1844,  the  dose  oLthe  last  Mylnm  year.  To  that  day,  from  the  open- 
ing  of  the  Asylum  on  the  16th  of  January.  1843^1  year  10^  months- 
SSI  patients  bad  been  admitted,  329  being  from  64  of  the  59  counties  of 
this  State,  at  county  or  town  charge,  and  222  at  private  charge.  The 
latter  were  mostly  of  this  State,  thoagh  a  very  few  peculiar  cases  from 
other  States  were  received  when  there  was  room. 

During  the  above  period  291  were  discharged;  186  of  them  as  being 
recovered,  61  as  improved,  22  unimproved,  and  23  dead;  leaving  260  in 
.  Asylum  at  the  close  of  the  period. 

The  number  of  patients  and  the  results  of  treatment  for  the  year  ending 
November  30,  1844,  (the  first  entire  year,)  are  shown  in  the  annexed 
table.

The  Annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  furnishes  many  interesting 
facts  among  which  are  the  following  : 

Of  the  whole  551  patients  of  both  sexes,  120  became  insane  from  20  to 
25  years  of  age  ;  95  from  25  to  30  years  ;  58  from  30  to  35  years  :  and  77 
from  35  to  40  years.    The  whole  number  under  20  years  was  82. 

Of  the  males,  280  in  all,  116  were  farmers,  40  laborers,  20  merchants, 
16  students,  13  clerks,  11  shoemakers,  10  joiners,  6attomies,  6  physicians, 
5  teachers,  3  clergymen,  and  of  other  callings^  one  and  two  each. 

Of  the  ^1  females,  225  were  employed  m  housework;  21  were  tai- 
loresses,  or  milliners  ;  17  school  girls  ;  7  teachers  ;  and  1  factory  girl. 

Of  the  whole  651,  the  married  were  270  ;  the  single  255  ;  widows  17 ; 
widowers  9. 

A  table  of  "  supposed  causes,"  of  insanity  in  the  whole  551  cases,  is 
given,  not  as  being  rigidly  accurate,  but  as  the  nearest  apj^roximationprac- 
tieable,  from  the  information  obtained.  Some  of  the  leading  causes  are  as 
follow :

The  report  contains  full  and  precise  information  relative  to  the  manner 
of  applying  for  the  admission  of  patients,  the  conditions  of  admission,  thn 
preparation  of  them,  the  general  treatment,  and  other  matters  interesting 
to  all  parties  concerned.  For  most  of  these  things,  'which  are  far  too  ex* 
tensive  to  be  copied  here,  resort  must  be  had  to  the  report,  or  the  superin- 
tendent. Th^  general  management  of  the  patients  embraces  the  moat  in- 
vigorating and  healing  physical  and  moral  remedies  for  diseased  and  eo* 
feebled  minds  and  bodies,  and  including  moderate  labor  in-doors,  in  the  gar- 
den, on  the  farm,  or  in  the  work-shops  of  the  Asylum,  amusements  of  an 
innocent  or  cheerful  character,  scrupulous  cleanliness  of  person,  and  habits 
of  neatness  and  order  in  all  respects^  music,  reading,  writing,  social  inter- 
course within  the  institution,  and  religious  exercises.  Among  the  means 
employed,  during  the  last  season  was  a  Fair,  in  the  preparations  for 
which  the  females  engaged  with  great  alacritv.  It  was  held  in  Januarr, 
on  the  anniversary  of  the  opening  of  the  Assylum,  and  the  proceeds  of  sale 
were  applied  to  the  enlargement  of  the  library,  the  purchase  of  musical 
instruments,  and  the  erection  of  a  green- house,  which  already  contains  400 
flourishing  plants  and  is  a  most  agreeable  resort  in  the  winter.  Great  ben- 
efit resulted  from  these  occupations,  especially  from  the  agreeable  employ- 
ment of  the  mind  in  devising  and  making  articles  for  the  Fair,  to  which 
the  report  does  not  hesitate  to  refer  as  the  means  of  restoration  in  several 
cases.  Another  Fair  is  in  course  of  preparation.  The  schools  in  the 
Asylum  have  been,  also,  eminently  useful.  Many  patients  who  have  re- 
covered,  regard  their  attendance  in  them  as  a  great  privilege,  and  their 
instrumentality  will  doubtless  be  employed  on  a  still  broader  scale.  The 
Sabbath  is  devoutly  observed,  as  a  day  of  rest  and  religious  exercises, 
on  which  the  patients,  if  able,  attend  in  their  best  attire,  and  usually  con- 
stitute a  majority  of  the  singers.  The  wholesome  influence  of  these  exer- 
cises and  observances,  is  strongly  asserted,  and  is  regarded  as  an  essential 
part  of  the  moral  treatment  of  the  insane.

This  Institution  made  its  first  annual  report  to  the  Legislature  in  1819. 
It  is  situated  in  the  city  of  New- York,  a  little  out  from  its  more  compact 
part.

'  At  the  close  of  the  year  1843,  there  were  resident  in  the  institution  176 
deaf  mutes,  of  whom  160  were  under  instruction.  Of  these,  29  left  during 
the  year  1844,  and  32  new  pupils  were  admitted,  besides  8  former  pupils 
re-admitted.  The  catalogue  for  1844  exhibiu  the  names  of  185  deaf 
mutes,  of  whom  168  are  actual  pupils,  (making  the  largest  number  for  any 
one  year  since  the  formation  of  the  institution,)  and  of  the  other  17  edu- 
cated here,  3  have  been  employed  as  assistant  teachers,  7  in  the  meehanical 
department,  and  7  in  household  duties.

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The  total  receipts,  daring  1844,  were  $31,400.48,  indiiding  the  balance 
of  $6,174.30,  oa  haad  at  the  beginniDg  of  the  year.  Of  this  amoant  the 
principal  items  were  as  follow :  From  the  Comptroller,  on  account  of  the 
State  papUs,  $12,480.00  ;  donation  under  the  act  of  April  3,  1834,  $5,000  ; 
from  the  Regents  of  the  University,  $1,010,10;  from  New- York  city,

from  sales  of  clothing  and  cash  advanced  to  pupils,  1,030.49;  sales 
of  articles  from  tailor^  shop,  $186.77;  for  work  done  in  book-bindery, 
$1,928.50  ;  for  work  done  in  shoe  shop,  $114.19  ;  sales  of  butter,  $228.31; 
interest,  $245.05  ;  legacy  from  Mrs.  Eleanor  Coffee,  $150.00. 

XXPENDITURSS. 

The  total  expenditures  during  1844,  were  $29,467.78  ;  leaving  a  balanee 
in  hand  at  the  end  of  the  year  of  $1,932.70.  The  principal  items  of  ex- 
penditure were  as  follow  :  For  provisions  of  all  kinds,$7,324.49  ;  for  Sala- 
ries, &c.,  $9,800.21  ;  for  building  and  repairs,  $2,126.33  ;  for  fuel  and 
lighu,  $1,447.30;  on  account  of  stable,  $739.00;  for  dry  goods  to 
make  clothes  and  for  cash  advanced  to  pupils,  $1,357,63  ;  for  furnitore, 
beds,  crockery,  &c.,  $852.68  ;  for  books,  stationery,  and  printing,  $440.02  ; 
wages,  &c.,  for' washing;  $700.13  ;  wages,  &c.,  for  garden,  $327.45  ;  for 
wages,  &c.,  for  book-bindery,  $1,519.24  ;  on  account  of  shoe-shop  ,$639. 01; 
on  account  of  cabinet- ware  shop,  $529.98;  on  account  of  tailor's  shop, 
$434.55  ;  tour  through  the  State,  $350.00. 

The  census  of  1840  put  the  whole  number  of  deaf  mutes  in  the  State  at 
1,107.  The  directorsof  this  institution  deem  that  number  too  low.  At  any 
rate,  from  the  increase  of  population  since  1840,  the  whole  number  mnst 
now  exceed  1,200.  Of  these,  they  say,  one  in  thirty  will  annually  reach 
the  age  for  entering  this  institution  ;  thus  raising  the  whole  number  of 
new  candidates  for  admission,  to  at  least  40  per  annum,  of  whom  35  would 
be  dependent  on  the  State  support.  The  number  which  the  existing  State 
bounty  is  competent  to  support  is  hardly  25.  The  inference  presented  by 
these  facts  and  urged  by  the  directors,  is  the  necessfty  of  further  legisla- 
tive  provision  to  meet  the  increasing  demands  of  this  class  of  persons  for 
the  means  of  instruction,  usefulness  and  happiness. 
TsRMS  OF  Admission. 

The  annnal  charge  for  a  pupil  is  $130,  which  includes  board  and  every 
thlni^  except  clothing  and  travelling  expenses.  The  regular  time  of  ad- 
mission is  the  1st  of  September  in  each  year  ;  and  none  are  admitted  under 
12  nor  over  25  years  of  age,  unless  in  very  special  cases  and  at  the  discre- 
tioa  of  the  Board. 

NEW- YORK  INSTITUTION  FOR  THE  BLIND.    ^ 

This  institution  was  incorporated  by  legislative  act,  passed  May  21, 
1831,  under  the  name  of  "  The  New- York  Institution  for  the  Blind."    Its 

Seneral  control  is  vested  in  a  Board  consisting  of  a  President,  Vicc-Presi- 
ent.  Treasurer,  Corresponding  Secretary,  Recording  Secretary,  and  twenty 
managers.  Its  instructioij  and  discipline  are  entrusted  to  a  Superintendent, 
Teachers,  Teacher  of  Music,  vocal  and  instrumental,  Matron,  and  Teacher 
of  basket-making,  and  band-box  making.

The  pupils  generally,  are  arraoged  in  two  divisions,  each  receiving  in- 
struction in  the  above  branches  half  the  day,  and  the  other  half  engaged 
in  music  and  manufactures. 

The  report  of  the  physician  of  this  institution  shows  a  most  gratifying 
condition  of  general  health. 

During  the  vacation,  in  the  month  of  August,  an  excnrsion  is  usually 
made  into  some  part  of  the  State  by  several  of  ihe  pupils,  under  the  care 
of  a  committee  of  the  Managers  and  officers,  for  the  purpose  of  diffusing  a 
fuller  and  more  general  knowledge  of  the  character  of  the  institution,  and 
the  great  benefits  it  is  capable  of  conferring  on  the  blind.  As  the  institu-. 
tion  is  a  public  one,  this  step  is  eminently  proper,  and  its  result^  are 
every  way  favorable. 

The  foUowiag  facts  are  gathered  from  the  annual  report  dated  Janvary 
23,   1845. 

During  1844,  there  were  26  boys  admitted  into  school,  and  42  girls.  The 
whole  number  attcndingscbool,  or  engaged  in  manufactories,  or  in  music, 
exclusively,  was  111.    During  the  year  15  left. 

The  range  of  instruction  in  the  boys'  school  includes  besidef  the  usual 
elements,  algebra,  geometry,  natural  philosophy,  chemistry,  history,  &e. 

The  manufactures  belong  to  the  willow,  the  weaving,  and  the  paper- 
box  departments  ;  and  the  whole  amount  of  sales  for  1844  was  $2,425.38. 

In  teaching  music,  as  in  manufhctures,  the  great  object  is,  to  furnish 
a  aomfortable  means  of  livelihood,  and  the  proficiency  of  the  pupils  is 
generally  very  striking.  In  the  willow  and  weaving  departments  21  new 
learners  were  admitted  during  1844.  and  22  leA ;  leaving  25  under  in- 
struction. 

Ko  death  occurred  daring  the  year.  The  Crotoa  water  is  to  be  supplied 
to  the  institution. 
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STATE  LIBRARY. 

This  library  was  feiiBded  by  the  Legislature  in  1818,  and  is  kept  in  tlie 
Capitol.  It  consists  oftwo  principal  departments  :  one,  styled  the  "  Law 
Library/' embracing  in  its  design  reports  of  adjudged  cases  in  law  and 
equity,  elementary  treatises,  statutes,  state  papers,  and  whatever  apper- 
tains directly  to  jurisprudence  and  legislation  ;  and  the  other,  styled  the 
<*  MiscxLLANSovs  LtBRAHT,"  comprcheAding  in  its  scope  works  in  all  other 
descriptions  of  science  and  literature.  The  books  in  these  two  depart- 
ments are  arranged  in  separate  suites  of  rooms.  Until  1844  the  whole  bad 
been  placed  in  charge  of  a  board  called  the  "  Trustees  of  the  State  Libra- 
ry," composed  of  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  of  the  State,  the 
the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Comptroller,  and  the  Attorney  General.  They 
directed  the  selection  and  purchase  of^ooks,  maps,  and  all  other  contents, 
made  all  such  regulations  as  they  deemed  proper,  for  the  management  of 
the  library,  and  had  the  general  control  of  the  whole  establisbment,  in 
subordination  only  to  certain  permanent  provisions  of  law. 

The  multipliciiy  of  their  own  official  business,  however,  made  it  ex- 
ceedingly difficult  for  the  State  officers  on  that  board  to  give  as  much 
thought,  or  time,  to  the  library,  as  its  true  interests  demanded,  in  respect 
either  to  its  judicious  enlargement,  or  its  actual  condition  and  proper  ma- 
nagement ;  and  aAer  many  books  had  been  lost  and  other  injuries  and 
abuses  manifold  and  grievous  had,  in  the  lapse  of  years,  been  expe- 
perienced,  at  length  the  Legislature,  by  an  act  passed  May  4,  lo44,  abolished 
the  old  board  and  constituted  the  Regents  of  the  State  University  the  Trus- 
tees of  the  State  Librarj^.  This  act  was  eminently  judicious,  and  it  is  only 
matter  of  surprise  that  it  had  not  been  done  many  years  sooner. 
.  The  first  meeting  of  the  new  Trustees  was  held  May  16,  1844  ;  and 
from  their  report,  dated  Jan.  9,  1845,  to  the  Legislature,  pursuant  to  the 
new  law,  the  annexed  statements  are  abstracted. 

As  the  whole  library,  in  both  departments,  taking  the  printed  catalogue 
of  January  1844,  as  a  guide,  was  estimated  to  contain  about  10,000  vol- 
umes, but  was  known  to  have  suffered  many  losses  and  was  in  no  little 
confusion,  they  promptly  determined  to  have  an  ixact  inventory  taken  of 
all  its  contents.  They  also  created  a  permanent  committee  to  take  special 
charge  of  the  library,  to  purchase  books  and  keep  its  accounts ;  the  com- 
mittee to  consist  of  seven  Regents,  subject,  of  course,  to  the  instructions  of 
the  whole  Board.  They  also  determined  to  appoint  a  Librarian  and  As- 
sistant Librarian,  but  deferred  the  actual  appointment  till  their  next  meet- 
ing, on  the  1st  of  June. 

The  taking  of  the  inventory  disclosed  a  list  of  about  325  volumes  as 
missing  ;  105  thereof  as  having  disappeared  prior  to  1842,  and  the  residue 
posterior  thereto.  The  whole  list  was  advertised  in  the  State  paper  and 
procured  the  restoration  of  25  volumes.  Aboiit  300  volumes,  however,  are 
vet  missing,  and  are  probably  forever  lost  to  the  library.  Many  of  them 
belong  to  works  in  several  volumes,  and  some  are  of  high  value. 

The  Law  Library  was  found  by  the  new  Trustees  to  contain  768  vol- 
umes of  American  Law  Reports,  including  those  both  of  the  Federal 
courts  and  of  the  State  courts.  Some  of  the  Reports  of  the  five  States  of 
Kentucky,  Missouri,  North  Carolina,  Tennessee,  and  Virginia,  were  all 
that  were  lacking  ;  and  steps  have  been  promptly  taken  to  supply  tMs 
deficiency.  In  their  annual  report  for  1845,  the  Trustees  expect  to, an- 
nounce that  the  entire  body  of  jimerican  Law  Reports,  both  State  and  Na- 
tional, is  complete. 

The  whole  body  of  English  Common  Law  Reports,  down  to  the  latest 
published,  have  baen  also  procured  in  their  original  editions,  and  are  now 
in  the  library. 
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Of  Law  books  69  yolamet— of  State  Papers,  statates  of  various  States  of 
the  UnioB,  and  Congressional  Jonmals,  29  Tolumes — of  books  pertaining 
to  the  miscellaneous  department  of  the  Library,  261  volumes — besides  two 
large  and  valuable  maps,  one  bein^  that  of  Murcbison's  Silurian  system  of 
England  and  3Vaies,  the  otber,  Smith's  map  of  the  United  States,  were  all 
found  in  the  library,  but  not  in  any  printed  catalogue. 

From  the  Ist  of  Jane,  1844,  to  January  1845,  the  new  Trustees  added  to 
the  library  346  volumes  of  Law  books,  229  volumes  of  Statutes,  State  Pa- 
pers, &c.,  and  571  volumes  of  miscellaneous  works,  including  various 
maps,  charts,  &c. , — making  a  total  of  1,146  volumes.  Rising  80  volumes, 
including  pamphlets,  were  received,  during  the  same  period,  as  donations. 

For  the  support  and  enlargemeut  of  the  library,  besides  the  original  per- 
manent grant  of  $1,000  yearly,  there  is  now  a  standing  annual  appropria- 
tion of  $1,500  of  the  fees  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  by  the  Clerks  of  the 
Supreme  Court  and  the  Registers  and  Clerks  in  Chancery,  for  the  specific 
benefit  of  the  Xaio  library,  and  of  $300  from  tbe  Chancery  fund,  making 
$2,800  of  permanent  yearly  appropriation  in  aid  of  the  library,  besides  oc- 
casional grants.  In  1844  there  was  paid  from  the  treasury  $3,500  in  aid  of 
the  library,  and  the  Comptroller's  estimate  for  1845  is  $4,700. 


STATE  PRISONS. 

Of  these  there  are  two  principal  ones  of  long  standing ;  one  at  Auburn, 
Cayuga  County.,  and  the  other,  at  Sing-Sing,  in  Westchester  County.  A 
third  was  provided  for,  by  acts  of  the  Legislature,  passed  at  the  session 
of  1844,  the  leading  purpose  of  which  was  the  employment  of  convict  labor 
in  making  iron :  it  is  to  be  situated  in  Clinton  county. 

AUBURN  STATE  PRISON. 
This  prison  originated  in  an  act  of  the  Legislature  in   1816  j  and  after 
several  experiments  and  modifications,  it  was  organized  on  its  present 

Slan  of  discipline  and  management,  in  1823.  Its  general  control  is  vested 
1  a  Board  of  Inspectors  ;  and  the  internal  discipline  and  management  are 
entrusted  to  an  Agent,  with  subordinates.  The  convicts  are  lodged  in 
separate  cells,  at  night ;  and  during  the  working  hours  by  day,  they  work 
in  company,  but  in  absolute  silence,  all  speech,  or  communication  by  signs, 
or  looks,  being  strictly  forbidden.  Many  mechanical  employments  are 
pursued,  and  those  who  enter  without  any,  are  taught  some  trader  Part 
of  the  plan  has  been,  to  let  the  labor  of  the  convicts  to  contractors,  and 
the  avails  of  this  labor,  as  well  as  that  which  is  done  directly  on  public 
account,  go  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  prison. 

The  trades  plied  m  the  prison  may  be  seen  in  the  statements  which  fol- 
low, of  the  earnings  of  the  convicts. 

The  manufacture  of  silk  was  commenced  in  this  prison  in  May, 
1841 ;  but  though  it  seemed,  for  a  time,  to  promise  weU,  as  a  beneficial 
mode  of  emplo^^ing  convict  laboi,  yet,  on  a  thorough  trial  continued  through 
several  successive  years,  it  was  found,  on  the  whole,  owing  to  the  cost  of 
the  raw  material,  the  inevitable  waste  and  difiiculties  of  the  manufacture, 
to  be  unsuitable  to  the  place  and  unprofitable,  not  to  say  wasteful ;  and  in 
May  1844  it  was  wholly  suspended,  never  probably  to  be  resumed. 

The  following  statements  relative  to  the  operations  and  condition  of  this 
prison,  are  abstracted  from  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Inspectors,  dated 
January  2,  1845. 
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The  total  amount  ofreceipU  into  the  prison  treasury  from 
all  sources,  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30, 1844,   $72,913.52 
Total  disbursements  during  same  year, 68,107.40

The  expenses  for  the  general  support  of  the  prison  were  $51,041.04  ; 
^nd  of  the  ordinary  repairs  $2,725.16,  making  $53,766.20;  leaving  a 
balance  in  favor  of  earnincrs,  of  $2.31^.48. 

The  earnings  en  contracts  for  convict  labor,  in  1844,  exceed  those  of 
1843  by  the  sum  of  $3,351.06  ;  and  there  was  a  gradual  ad*  ance,  though 
with  some  fluctuation,  in  the  annual  amount  of  these  e^irnings,  for  a  con* 
siderable  series  of  years;  for  example,  from  $47,148.39,  in  1836,  to 
$52,389.10,  in  1844. 

Among  the  items  of  expenditure  peculiar  to  1844,  was  the  sum  of 
$9,037.40  for  a  new  work-shop  neoetsary  for  the  employment  of  convicts 
in  the  weaving  of  Brussels  carpeting  and  other  business,  and  for  re-build- 
ins  the  old  machine  shop,  with  the  apparatus  for  the  application  of  water- 
power.  The  entire  extent  of  the  work-shop  range  is  now  completed  aceor- 
ding  to  the  original  plan,  and  is  of  the  most  substantial  description,  so  that 
the  eniployments  of  the  convicts  can  now  be  pursued  with  convenience^ 
efficiency,  and  economy. 

The  amount  of  earnings  by  convict  labor  on  contracts,  for  1844,  was 
made  up  as  follows  :  From  Cooper's  shop,  $3,019.  It5  ;  from  Cotton- weave 
shop,  $1,115.85;  Carpet-shops,  $12,140.67;  Hame-shop,  $4,485.85; 
Pump-shop,  $354.07;  Toolshop,  $2,130.10;  Machine-shop,  $3,769.88  ; 
Cabinet-shop  $5,941.94;  Shoeshop.  $5,429.36;  Comb-shop,  $162.64. 
Button-shop,  $3,578.11;  Cutler's  shop,$7, 16 1.64;  Tailor's  shop, $3,099 .83  ; 
making  in  all  $52,389. 10.  as  already  stated. 

Of  the  total  disbursements,  for  1844,  the  items  were  as  follow  :  For  ra- 
tions, $13,878.28  ;  for  c-othing  and  bedding,  $8,497.06;  for  building  and 
ordnary  repairs  $11,762.56  ;  for  fire- wood,  oil  &c.,  $3,736.48  ;  for  silk, 
stock,  &c.,  $2,47549  ;  for  salaries  of  prison  officers,  $15,232.26  ;  for  pay 
of  guard  $7,199.51  ;  for  hospital  stores,  $806.96;  for  hay  and  grain, 
$51.58  J  for  stock,  coal,&c.,  $105.58  ;  for  printing  and  stationery,  $214.67; 
to  convicts  on  being  charged  their  cash  deposits  on  entering,  and  for  trans- 
porting convicts,  $773.76  ;  to  Inspectors  thtlr  per  diem,  $876.00  ;  miscella- 
neous sundries,  $2,277.31  ;  in  all,  $68,107.40  as  above  stated. 

The  whole  number  of  convicts  in  prison,  Deo.  31,  1843,  was  771  ;  re- 
ceived during  1844,261;  total,  1,032.  Discharged  by  expiring  often- 
tence,  during  1844,  J72  ;  by  pardon,  43  ;  transported  to  Sing- Sing  prison, 
30  ;  sent  to  the  New- York  House  of  Refuge,  1 ;  died,  8  ;  total  discharged, 
254,  leaving  in  prison  Dec.  31,  1844,  778. 

Convicts  employed  in  Cooper-shop,  29  on  contract,  2  for  the  State  ;  in 
Tool-shop,  23  contract,  1  State  ;  in  Carpet-shops,  131  contract,  1  State  ;

24  contract,  1  State  ;  in  Weave-shop,  15  contract,  4  State  ;  in  Cutler-shop, 
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134  contract,  2  Stat«  ;  Pump  and  Lamp  making,  8  contract,  1  fitate ;  Ma- 
chine-shop, 40  contract ;  Bntton^shop  41  contract ;  Cabinet-shop,  47  con* 
tract ;  2  State  ^  in  State  joiner's  shop  and  yards,  29  State ;  in  Prison'^ 
kitchen,  27;  in .  Keeper's- honse,  2;  as  barbers,  4;  in  washroom  7: 
stable,  1 ;  soap-honse,  2 ;  Smith's  shop,  2  ;  in  hospital,  13 ;  in  north  and 
south  wings  20.  mostly  unemployed  ;  making  of  all  these,  640  employed  on 
contracts,  138  for  the  State.    ToUl,  778. 

The  increase  of  the  number  of  convicts  at  Auburn,  in  the  winter  of  1843-4 
was  such  that  the  GoTcmor,  on  application  from  the  Inspectors  and  pur- 
suant to  statute,  issued  an  order  to  transfer  30  of  the  convicu  to  the  Sing- 
Sing  prison,  and  another  order  that  certain  counties  from  which  convicts 
had  been  previously  sent,  by  law,  to  the  prison  at  Auburn,  should  thence- 
forth send  their  convicts  to  the  Sing-Sing  prison.  Those  counties  are 
Montgomery,  Fulton,  Saratoga,  Washington,  Warren,  Essex,  Clinton, 
and  Franklin. 

The  number  of  convicts  employed  on  contracts,  in  1844,  was  111  more 
than  in  1843,  and  the  number  of  unproductive  convicts,  was  104  less  in 
1844,  than  in  1843.  These  results  are  ascribed  chiefly  to  the  extension  of 
the  demands  for  men  on  the  contracts  lor  cutlery  and  Brussels  carpet 
weaving. 

The  Keeper's  report  to  the  Inspectors,  in  this  appendix  to  their  report, 
represents  the  discipline  of  the  prison  as  having  decidedly  improved,  in 
1844,  when  compared  with  some  preceding  vears.  The  bolt- bath,  for  dis- 
charging a  column  of  cold  water  on  the  head  and  naked  body  of  a  contu- 
macious convict,  was  discontinued  in  June,  1843,  as  being  both  unusual 
and  tfuel,  and  dangerous  to  the  health.  The  Keeper  relies  on  moral 
means,  with  the  occasional  but  moderate  use  of  whipping,  as  being  the 
least  cruel  and  most  eflicacious  in  producing  obedience,  peace,  and  good 
order  ;  and  he  appeals  to  the  experience  of  the  prison  as  sustaining  his 
views  and  practice  most  conclusively.  The  health  of  the  convicts  during 
1844  was  generally  good,  except  a  week  or  two  in  July,  when  diarrhoea 
and  cholera  morbus  prevailed  to  some  extent;  but  they  occasioned  no  death  < 

The  Chaplain's  report  gives  a  gratifying  view  of  the  general  moral  and 
religions  aspect  of  the  prison.  Short  religious  exercises  are  performed 
each  day,  in  the  dining- ball,  besides  the  services  of  the  Sabbath  and  the 
Sabbath  School.  As  often  as  six  evenings  of  every  week,  the  Chaplain 
visited  the  cells  shortly  aAer  the  prisoners  went  to  them,  spending  from 
two  to  four  hours  in  conversation  under  circumstances  peculiarly  favora- 
ble to  the  free  expression  of  thousht  and  feeling  on  both  sides ;  to  the 
growth  of  confidence  and  the  quickening  of  moral  sensibility  in  the  convict, 
and  to  the  efficacy  of  his  counsels  and  exhoitations  on  the  part  of  the 
Chaplain.  The  prison,  moreover,  is  well  supplied  with  Bibles  and  other 
wholesome  books  of  various  kinds. 

The  Chaplain  also  gives  a  classification  of  the  convicts  uccording  to 
age,  education,  habits,  domestic  relations,  &c.  Of  the  whole  number,  83 
were  under  20  years  of  age  ;  382  from  20  to  30 ;  from  30  to  40  were  180; 
from  40  to  50  were  86  ;  from  60  to  60  were  82;  from  60  to  70  were  12; 
from  70  to  80  were  2 ;  and  1  was  over  80. 

The  number  unable  to  read  when  they  came,  was  164  ;  intemperance 
WMM  alleged  by  353  as  the  cause  of  their  crimes  ;  252  before  the  age  of  15 
had  left  home  ;  331  when  very  young  had  lost  their  parents  ;  131  had  been 
employed  on  canals ;  298  had  families  ;  301  had  been  gamblers  ;  137  sai- 
lors ;  101  only  sons  ;  2  lawyers  ;  4  doctors  ;  6  clergymen  ;  154  had  been 
sentenced  in  Erie  county  ;  589  were  under  their  first  sentence  ;  136  under 
their  second  sentence  ;  35  for  their  third  ;  14  for  their  fourth  ;  and  4  for 
their  fiAh  ;  and  192  professed  to  be  pious. 
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MOUNT-PLEASANT  STATE  PRISON. 

Thif  prison  is  in  Sing-Sing,  on  the  enstmm  shore  of  the  HodsoB  riTer. 
33  miles  above  the  city  of  New- York.  It  was  opened  for  the  reception  of 
convicts  in  1827.  It  is  organized  on  the  plan  of  the  prison  at  Aabom; 
and*  the  general  system  of  discipline  and  management  is  the  same.  The, 
chief  practical  difference  between  thum  is  in  the  far  greater  amount  of 
convict  labor  employed  at  the  Monnr-Pleasant  prison  in  the  very  exten- 
sive marble  quarries  immediately  conttgoons  thereto.  Connected  with 
the  principal  prison,  which  is  for  males,  is  a  distinct  and  well-arranged 
prison  for  female  convicts. 

The  following  particulars  are  abstracted  from  the  Annual  Report  of  th€ 
Inspectors  to  the  Legislature,  dated  Jan.  10,  1845. 

The  ExPEiTDiTTrais  of  the  prison,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  80, 
1844,  were  $64,215.08,  which  was  less  than  for  1843,  by  a  little  over  %2,. 
400.  in  1841  they  were  $78,222.46;  iu  1842,  $72,801 .23,  showing  an  im- 
portant diminution  of  expenditure,  while,  as  will  be  seen,  the  number  of 
convicu  was  increasing,  hi  April,  1843,  the  average  cost  per  convict, 
was  25  cU.  8  mills  per  day;  in  1844,  it  was  18  cto.  4  mills. 

The  Receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Sept.  30, 1844,  were  $64,598.82: 
of  which  the  sum  of  $19,500  was  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury,  and 
$45*098.82  were  received  on  account  of  earnings,  though  the  total  amount 
of  earnings  was  $57,481. 10;  exceeding  the  earnings  of  1843  by  $20,510.73. 
The  average  monthly  expenditure  being  about  $5,400  for  the  last  half  of 
the  year,  was  met  by  cash  received  for  earnings,  and  no  money  was  drawn 
from  the  State  Treasury  after  April,  1844.  The  sums  drawn  from  the 
Treasury  had  been,  for  1841,  $18,500;  for  1842,  $16,000;  and  for  1843, 
$2^,500.  The  eammgs  of  the  prison  would  produce  a  handsome  revenne 
to  the  State  Treasury,  but  for  the  restrictions  imposed  by  law  upon  work-  - 
ing  in  marble:  and  if  those  restrictions  be  not  relaxed,  at  least  focji  time, 
so  as  to  enable  the  prison  to  fulfil  two  subsisting  contracts,  damages  will 
be  claimed  from  the  state,  for  the  breach  of  those  contracts,  made  for  the 
supply  of  marble  to  complete  the  U.  S.  Naval  Hospital  at  Brooklyn,  and 
for  the  erection  of  Grace  Church,  New- York. 

The  other  contracts  for  convict  labor  are  8  in  number,  viz:  for  Uie  labor 
of  150  convicts  at  making  files,  at  32  cU.  per  day;  Air  100,  at  Bmssels' 
carpeU,  at  32  and  40  cts.;  for  50,  at  saddlery  hardware,  at  35  ets.;  for  401 
at  cutting  fur,  at  32  and  35  cts.;  three  contracts  for  so  many  convicts  re- 
spectively as  can  lawfully  work  at  coopering,  at  35  cts.;  at  shoemaking, 
at  4]  ets;  and  at  hat-making,  at  32  cts.;  and  one  other  contract  for  three 
convicts  at  toy- making,  at  35  and  50  cts.  per  day,  for  each  convict  ' 

The  department  of  this  prison  for  female  convicts  seems  destined  to  be 
nnable  to  defray  its  own  expenses,  from  inability  to  find  profitable  worii 
for  these  convicts.  The  whole  number  of  them  in  the  prison,  at  theclosa 
of  1844,  was  72,  disposed  of  as  follows:  trimmin|f  hats  12;  trimming  ruga 
14;  picking  wool  1;  in  kitchen  and  hall  20;  making  and  mending  clothing 
for  convicts  18;  in  hospital  4;  under  punishment  3.  Their  earnings  do 
not  exceed  $1,000;  while  the  expenditures  of  this  department  amount  to 
about  $7,000. 

The  whole  number  in  prison,  Sept.  30,  1843,  was  839,  viz:* 763  malee 
and  76  females.  Received  ensuing  year  340.  viz:  by  commitment  280 
males,  30  females,  and  30  from  Auburn,  transrerred  on  the  Governor's  or- 
der; making  in  all  1179. 

Discharged  during  year  244,  viz.''  at  end  of  sentence  159  males,  20  fe- 
males; by  pardon,  30  males,  12  females;  died,  14 males,  2  females;  byre- 
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^trsal  of  sentenee,  3  males;  on  habea$  eorpuw,  1  male;  transferred  to  Bloom- 
iagdale  Asylum  for  the  Insane,  3  males;  leaving  in  prison  Sept.  30,  1844, 
males  863,  females  72,  in  all  of  both  sexes,  936. 

The  male  convicts  employed  on  son  tracts  were — 149  in  making  files; 
104  on  carpets  and  rngs;  54  on  boots  and  shoes;  47  on  saddlery  hardware; 
33  on  hats;  40  in  fur-catting;  42  in  coopering;  3  in  toy-making. 

Male  convicts  employed  on  state  account  were— ^  in  quarrying;  37  in 
cutting  stone;  2  in  sawing  stone. 

Male  convicts  otherwise  disppsed  of\'were^-63  in  state  shop  for  making 
and  mending  clothes  for  convicts,  and  mostly  invalids;  20  as  waiters  in 
the  different  shops;  17  as  house-servants  in  prison  hall;  17  in  the  kitchen; 
17  sick  in  hospital, — with  4  as  nurses;  2  in  engine-room;  11  as  carpenters, 
and  21  as  smiths,  for  the  state;  19  in  opening  quarries;  29  in  outer  ward; 
4  at  lime-kiln;  6  in  teaming;  6  on  the  dock;  4  in  prison  yard;  and  50  as 
waiters  and  laborers  in  other  modes,  and  mostly  invalids;  making  863  as 
the  whole  number  of  male  convicts,  which,  with  the  72  female  convicts, 
makes  the  total  number  935,  of  both  sexes,  in  prison, 'Sept.  SO,  1844,  and 
shows  their  employments. 

The  snp4^1y  of  water  for  this  prison  is  very  deficient,  and  in  dry  seasons 
very  expensive.  The  Inspectors  recommend,  very  earnestly,  that  the 
Legislature  should  give  them  authoriw  to  make  arrangements  with  the 
Common  Council  of  the  city  of  New- York, /or  a  permanent  and  abundant 
supply  from  the  Croton  aqueduct.  ^ 

According  to  a  statement  prepared  in  November  1844,  of  861  male  con- 
victs then  in  the  prison,  536  could  read  and  write,  210  could  read  only,  and 
115  could  do  neither;  357  had  been  temperate,  504  intemperate,  404  mar- 
ried, 457  single,  620  had  lost  one  or  both  parents.  Another  statement  made 
up  in  August  1844,  shows  that  of  868,  the  then  total  number  of  males,  154 
were  between  17  and  21  years  old;  378  from  21  to  30  years;  188  from  30 
to  40  years;  123  were  40  years  and  upward.  Of  the  crimes,  107  were 
against  the  person;  760  against  property;  10  perjuries;  628  were  native 
born,  240  foreign;  149  assert  their  innocence. 

Of  the  73  females  then  in  the  prison,  22  could  read  and  write;  30  could 
read  only;  21  could  do  neither;  38  had  been  temperate,  35  intemperate; 
39  married,  21  single,  13  widows;  51  native-born,  22  foreian.  Of^the 
erimes  9  were  against  the  person,  «62  against  property,  2  perjuries;  and  of 
the  73  there  were  19  who  asserted  their  innocence. 

During  the  year  1844,  pains  were  taken  to  supply  the  convicts  with  use- 
ful books,  and  the  prison  officers  speak  in  strong  terms  of  the  beneficial 
consequences  of  this  measure,  as  aiding  the  discipline  of  the  prison  vei^ 
materially;  and  very  happy  effects  have  resulted  from  the  greatW  dimi- 
nished use  of  the  whip  for  prison  offences,  and  from  the  more  frequent 
employment  of  moral  means.  In  the  female  prison  the  whip  is  never 
used;  and  in  the  male  prison  npw  only  as  a  last  resort.  While,  in  the 
latter,  the  number  of  lashes,  per  month,  has  diminished  from  1195  to  abou 
200,  the  number  of  offences  against  discipline  has  fallen  from  130  pe 
month,  to  50;  and  the  good  order  of  the  prison  has  been  fully  maintaineu 

Religious  services  in  the  prison  chapel  are  held  every  Sabbath,  and  a» 
all  funerals,  the  males  attending;  and  in  the  female  prison  a  Sunday  schoo  1 
is  added,  with  daily  instruction  by  the  matrons. 
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CLINTON  STATE  PRISON. 

The  establishment  of  a  third  State-Prison,  in  this  state,  was  provided 
for  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  May  l,  1844,  with  the  design  of 
applying  convict  labor  to  the  production  of  iron,  including  the  whole  pro- 
cess, from  mining  the  ore  to  the  manufacture  of  the  metal,  in  Tarione 
forms,  for  market. 

The  following  sketch  of  what  has  been  done,  under  that  act,  is  drawn 
from  the  Agent's  report,  dated  Jan.  20,  1840,  to  the  Legislature. 

The  site  for  this  new  prison  is  in  Clinton  county,  about  14  miles  west 
from  Plattsburgh,  and  the  purchase  made  on  behalf  of  the  state  embraces 
200  acres  of  land  including  the  mines.  The  tract  slopes  to  the  southeast 
and  is  abundantly  supplied  with  pure  water,  which  can  be  easily  convey- 
ed through  the  proposed  prison  yard,  not  only  for  all  the  culinary  and 
other  uses  of  the  prison,  but  for  cleaning  the  ore;  and  being  surrounded 
by  a  wide  extent  of  native  forest,  the  supply  of  charcoal  will  be  plentiful, 
cheap,  and  permanent.  In  front  of  the  mine  is  a  ravine  20  to  30  ft.  deep, 
with  a  rivulet  running  along  the  bottom,  near  to  which  is  the  mouth  of  the 
mine.  The  earth  which  must  be  removed  to  uncover  the  ore,  can  be  used 
to  make  a  dam  across  the  ravine  and  form  a  capacious  reset ▼)ir,*  while, 
at  the  same  time,  a  great  quantity  of  excellent  building  stone  can  be  ob- 
tained by  the  same  operation,  for  the  prison  structures. 

As  the  labor  of  preparation  and  construction  was  to  be  performed  by 
convicts,  the  first  step  was  to  provide  a  place  for  their  safe-keepinf?.  For 
this  purpose,  an  area  of  about  12  acres  was  selected,  to  include,  ultimate- 
ly, the  prison-vard  and  structures,  with  all  appurtenances  required  for  the 
entire  establishment  when  complete.  Meantime,  this  area  was  to  be  en- 
closed with  a  strong  stockade,  made  of  heavy  timber  pickets,  to  ensure, 
with  the  proper  prison  guard,  the  custody  of  the  convicts  while  engaged 
in  the  preliminary  labor  of  uncovering  the  mine,  arranging  the  build mg 
grounds,  quarrying  stone  and- moving  them,  with  the  other  requisite  ma- 
terials ta  the  proper  places.  This  stockade  was  put  under  contract,  at  a 
cost  of  $2,000,  to  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  April,  1845.  The  area 
embraces  55  rods  of  the  front  of  the  mine,  as  well  as  all  the  grounds  need- 
ed  for  buildings.  It  was  estimated  that  about  100  convicts  from  the  other 
prisons,  would  be  enough  for  all  the  labor  which  could  be  economically 
applied  in  the  outset;  and  that  a  new^^ouping  of  the  counties  from  which 
convicts  would  be  afterwards  sent  to  the  several  prisons,  would  supply  all 
the  additional  labor  to  become  necessary. 

By  the  time  the  stockade  should  so  decay  as  to  become  insecure,  not  only 
would  the  mine  be  thoroughly  uncovered,  but  the  best  foundation  line 
would  be  ascertained  for  the  permanent  wall  of  the  yard,  which  could  then 
be  built  in  a  workmanlike  and  substantial  manner,  without  undue  haste, 
just  within  the  stockade,  by  convict  labor,  and  without  any  diminution  of 
security. 

Among  the  provisions  of  the  act  already  cited,  is  one  g^ing  to  the 
Agent  authority  to  test  "  the  practicabilitv  of  manufacturing  iron,  with 
steam-power,  generated  by  the  heat  escaping  from  the  Catalan  forge." 

Under  this  authority,  the  Agent,  in  the  course  of  the  summer  and  au- 
tumn of  1844,  made  the  experiments  for  solving  the  problem  proposed  by 
the  act.  The  description  of  the  apparatus  and  the  details  of  the  experi- 
ment are  given  in  the  report,  in  Aill,  but  there  is  room  here  for  only  the 
result.  Of  this,  the  report  says, — **  The  object  in  trying  this  experiment 
has  been  fully  realized,  by  demonstrating  that  the  manufacture  of  wrought 
iron,  in  the  Catalan  forge,  can  be  prosecuted -at  the  mouth  of  the  mine, 
and  without  cost  for  power." 
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From  this  experimeDt  it  ftppears  that  the  raising  nfthe  ore  and  the  ma- 
nnfaetare  of  the  iron,  with  all  the  accompanying  operations,  can  be  car- 
ried on  in  all  their  parts,  by  the  convicts,  within  the  limits  ofthe  prison 
yard;  and  that  a  heay^  expense  for  the  transportation  of  charcoal  and  ore 
can,  at  the  Clinton  Prison,  be  wholly  avoided.  The  cost  of  this  experi- 
ment, including  all  charges  for  apparatus,  labor,  and  materials,  was  $4,- 
238.58 — a  small  sam  for  the  successful  solution  ofso  important  a  question. 

Several  trials  were  also  made  bj  the  Agent,  for  the  production  of  steel, 
in  the  same  ft  rge.  **  While  manufacturing  iron,"  says  the  report,  "  in  the 
Catalan  forge,  a  loupe  of  common  steel  is  occasionally  produced  by  acci- 
dent. It  was  thought  advisable  to  ascertain  whether  this  kind  of 'steel 
could  be  produced  at  pleasure.  With  this  view,  four  trials  were  made, 
each  of  which  proved  successful.  The  steel  thus  obtained  is  not  of  a  re. 
liable  quality  for  edffe  tools ^  but  it  u  well  adapted  to  many  uses  which 
subject  it  to  friction  merely,  as  in  macbinery,  sleigh-shoes,  &c.,and  beini: 
mode  directly  from  the  ore,  its  cost  is  but  a  fraction  more  than  that  of 
iron.''  Several  other  experiments,  differently  conducted  and  with  differ- 
ent means,  to  test  the  practicability  of  producing  steel  of  a  much  superior 
quality,  resulted  variously;  but  this  is  not  the  appropriate  place  for  their 
details.  In  one  case,  however,  steel  was  obtained  from  which  some  knife 
blades  were  made,  which  took  an  edge  decidedly  superior  to  any  from  im- 
ported steel. 

Such  is  a  brief  sketch  of  the  preliminary  proceedings  for  determining 
the  proper  locality  of  the  new  prison,  and  whether  the  purposes  of  its 
construction  would  be  likely  to  be  accomplished.  The  results  of  those 
proceedings  having  proved  eminently  satisfactory  to  the  commissioners 
designated  by  the  act  to  decide,  viz:  the  Governor  of  the  State,  (then  Gov. 
Bouck,)  the  Comptroller.  (Mr.  Flagg,)  and  the  Attomey-C^eneral,  (Mr. 
Barker,)  the  purchase  of  the  land  was  made,  and  a  plan  for  the  prison 
adopted.  The  plan  contemplates  a  main  edifice  600  feet^ong,  by  55  feet 
wide,  with  three  stories  of  cells,  whtch  are  to  number  504  in  all;  and  two 
other  edifices,  each  155  feet  by  45  feet,  placed  transversely  to  the  main 
edifice  at  each  end  of  it.  but125  feet  distant  and  connected  with  it  by  cov- 
ered halls.  One  of  the  latter  buildings  is  to  be  used  for  the  Agent  s  and 
Clerk's  dwellings,  for  offices  for  the  Clerk,  and  for  the  Inspectors  and 
Agent,  for  the  gnard-room,  keeper's  hall,  Sec;  and  the  other  for  the  kitch- 
en, dining  room,  wash-room,  bath-room,  hospital,  chapel,  offices  for  the 
physician  and  chaplain,  and  rooms  for  the  insane. 

The  cost  of  these  buildings  is  estimated  at  $80,000.  The  necessary 
erections  for  machine-shop,  Ibrges,  eoal- houses,  &c.  &c.>  are  estimated  at 
about  $60,000  more.  ^ 

The  Agent,  however,  deems  an  appropriation  of  $100,000  sufficient  for 
the  whole  work  mentioned,  with  all  such  fixtures  as  may  be  required  for 
preparing  the  ore,  and  a  forge  with  8  fires.  With  the  apparatus  thus  fur- 
nished, the  earnings  ofthe  convicts  would  supply  snrplus  enough  for  the 
future  extension  ofthe  establishn^^nt,  if  needed.

In  explanation  of4he  preceding  statement  it  shou]^  he  obserired  that  the 
sum  of  $122,694  87,  stated  as  the  principal  of  the  Indian  annuities,  has  no 
.  actnal  existence:  -It  is  a  mere  nominal  priitcipal,  found  by  computiDg 
what  would  be  the  sum  necessary  to  produce,  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  per 
annom,  an^nroimt  of  interest  equal  to  the  sum  of  $7,361  •69  paid  as  annui- 
ty. These  annual  payments,  called  annuities,  are  the  only  sums  for 
Which  the  fitlite  is,  or  ever  will  be,  liable  under  this  head,  unless,  at  the 
Kqa€st  of  the  anauitaiitt,  the  state  should  content  to  conrert  the  annual 
paymtAts,  or  may  portion  of  thea,  into  a  snm  e^nal  t»  their  prteent  worth, 
and,  by  paying  that  amount,  extinguieh  the  annuity,  and  all  further  de- 
mand on  the  state  to  the  extent  of  the  yearly  payment  thus  converted. 
The  nominal  principal,  therefore,  is  no  part  of  any  actoal  debt  of  thestato. 
and  finds  place  in  these  fiscal  exhibits  only  as  appertaining  to  the/orm  of 
presenting  the  account. 

So,  also,  in  reference  to  the  sum  stated  as  "  due  to  specific  funds,"  much 
of  it  constitutes  no  real  debt  to  any  actually  existing  creditor,  but  only  re- 
presents the  condition  of  accounts  between  different  funds  created  by  stat- 
ute, but  each  alike  the  property  of  the  state.  Indeed,  a  very  considerable 
portion  of  what  appears  as  public  debt,  in  the  above  exhibit,  is  in  reality 
exactly  the  reverse,  being  ptirt  of  the  meant  of  the  state  for  paying  its  debts. 
This  remark  applies  particularly  to  the  sum  of  $617,385.06,  which  is  in- 
eluded  in  the  total  amount  "  due  to  specific  funds,"  but  is  in  fact,  as  ap- 
pears  by  the  Comptroller's  Report  already  cited,  so  much  money  derived 
fVom  the  revenues  of  the  Canal  Fund,  and  denominated  a  loan.  As  be- 
tween the  ttoo  funds,  namely  the  General  Fund  and  the  Canal  Fund,  and 
as  appertaining  to  the /brm  of  keeping  the  accounts,  the  exhibit  is  right; 
but  It  is  obvious  that  the  sum  referred  to,  is  part  of  the  resources  of  the 
State,  not  of  its  debts.

Besides  the  above  loans  of  stock,  the  Legislature,  in  the  years  1835, 
1838,  and  1840,  passed  Acts  authorizing  the  loan  of  Sute  stocks  to  the 
Canajobarie  and  CatskitI  Rail-road  Company  to  the  amount  of  $200,000; 
to  the  Itbaea  and  Owego  Rail-road  Company  to  the  amount  of  $315,700| 
and  to  the  New- York  and  Erie  Rail  road  Company  to  the  amount  of  $3,- 
000,000— in  all,  $3,515,700,  redeemable  at  different  times  from  1858  to 
1865.  The  two  first  named  of  these  companies  failed  so  entirely  t>  fulfil 
their  loan  contracts,  that  the  Comptroller  sold  their  roads,  with  all  their 
appurtenances,  ia  1842,  at  public  vendue;  and  the  stock  loaned  to  them 
has  become  part  of  the  actual  debt  of  the  Sute.  The  New-York  and 
Erie  RaiUroad  Company,  however,  though  it  proved  unable  to  pay  the 
annual  interest  on  its  borrowed  stock,  yet,  from  the^reat  importaaee  of 
tho  work,  the  Legislature  was  induced  to  interpose,  at  an  early  day,  and 
nave  the  work  from  sale«

This  table  shows  tliat  from  1835  onward,  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxes 
steadily  increased,  till,  in  1844,  it  lacked  but  about  $20,000  of  being  dou- 
bled; while  the  aggregate  valuations  of  both  real  aad  personal  estates, 
shows  an  increase  of  only  $58,199,726. 

The  sudden  and  enormous  increase  of  the  assessed  jralues  of  real  estates 
especially,  from  1835  to  1836,  is  well  worthy  of  notice,  inasmuch  as  it  co* 
incided  exactly  with  the  very  climax  of  that  epidemic  phrenzy,  which  pos- 
sessed nearly  the  entire  population  of  the  country,  for  speculating  in  wild 
lands,  town  lots^  and  cities  yet  to  come.  These  assessed  values,  after  a 
lapse  of  nine  years,  have  not  reached  so  high  an  amount  as  that  of  1836.

Aksenals,  Aems,  and  Mttnitions  or  Was. 

The  Commissary- General  is  appointed  by  the  Senate  and  Assembly,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  other  chief  officers  of  the 
ciril  Ezeeutive  Department,  and  in  like  manner  holds  his  office  for  three 
years,  unless  sooner  remored  by  a  concarrent  resolntion  of  thoS*  two  bo* 
dies.  His  salary  is  $700  a  year,  payable,  as  in  all  other  cases,  qnartedy; 
and'liis  necessary  disbursements  in  the  discharge  oi  his  official  duties,  are 
also  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  but  he  receires  no  fees. 

He  has  the  general  charge  and  orersight  of  the  arsenals  and  magasines 
of  the  State,  which  he  is  required  to  keep  in  good  repair:  and  he  must  at- 
tend to  the  preservation  and  safe  keeping,  cleaning,  and  repairing  of  the 
ordnance,  arms,  and  all  the  munitions  of  war  belonging  to  the  State,  for 
which  purpose  he  has  at  all  times  the  control  and  disposal  of  them.  He 
must  sell'out  of  the  arsenals  to  privates  in  the  militia,  on  their  producing 
the  certificates  of  their  commandants,  muskets,  rifles,  and  other  arms  and 
accoutrements,  proper  to  the  branch  of  service  with  which  they  are  re- 
spectively eoanected,  at  the  prices  paid  for  them  by  the  State;  he  must  dis- 
pose, on  the  best  terms  in  his  power,  of  all  such  arms,  ammunition,  and 
other  military  implements  and  property,  as  are  deemed  unfit  for  use,  make 
report  thereof  to  the  Governor,  and  pay  the  proceeds  into  the  Treasury  f- 
he  must,  with  the  approbation  of  the  G^ovcmor,  and  on  the  certificate  of 
the  comiyianders  of  brigades,  issue  colors  and  instruments  of  music  to  bat- 
talions, provided  the  expense  thereof  does  not  exceed  the  amount  of  fines 
actually  paid  into  the  Treasuqr  by  such  brigades;  he  must  issue  to  the  se- 
veral artillery  companies  such  powder  and  ball  as  are  needed  for  practice; 
and  he  must  make  annual  report  to  the  Governor  of  all  his  doings,  and  of 
the  amount  and  condition  of  the  military  property  of  the  State,  which  re- 
ports are  to  be  transmitted  by  the  Governor  to  the  Legislature. 

The  following  particulars  are  derived  from  the  Commissary-Geaeral's 
annulil  report,  dated  January  20,  1845: 
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The  State  Arsenalt  and  Mamzinet  are  situated  in  thedtr  of  New*Tork; 
at  Albany;  at  Onondaga  Hollow,  in  Onondaga  county;  at  Canandaigoa,  in 
Ontario  county;  at  Batavia,  in  Genesee  county;  at  Bnifalo;  at  Watertown, 
in  Jefferson  county;  at  Russell ,  in  St.  Lawrence  county;  at  Malone,  in 
Franklin  county;  and  at  Elizabethtown,  in  Essex  county;  and  eack  it 
under  the  immediate  care  and  custody^  of  a  local  agent,  called  a  Keeper. 

These  arsenals  are  now  generally  in  pretty  good  repair,  except  the  one 
in  the  ciij  of  New-York,  which  is  so  much  dilapidated  as  to  require  re> 
building  from  the  very  foundation,  and  on  a  more  comprehensiYC  and  ap- 
propriate plan.  A  law  was  passed  by  the  Legislature,  May  4,  1844,  to 
authorize  such  rebuilding,  and  appropriating  whatever  moneys  should  be 
paid  to  the  State  by  the  United  States  for  certain  lands  on  Staten  Island, 
the  sites  of  Forts  Richmond  and  Tompkins.  The  bargain,  however,  not 
having  been  completed,  the  new  State  Arsenal  in  the  city  has  not  been 
becun. 

The  act  of  Congress  of  1808,  appropriate  $200,000  yearly  for  amiag 
the  militia  of  the  several  States;  and  of  that  sum,  the  portion  of  this  State 
is  about  $20,000,  which  has  usually,  in  years  past,  been  receired  in  mus- 
kets and  other  small  arms;  but,  under  the  present  Commissary-General, 
,  prineipallv  in  ordnance.

ONONDAGA  SALT  SPRINGS. 


These  celebrated  salines  are  the  property  of  the  State.  The  traet  In 
which  they  are  found,  called  the  «  Onondaga  Salt  Springs  Reservation,** 
la  in  the  town  of  Salina,  and  embraces  within  its  limits  the  Onondaga 
Lake,  and  the  villages  of  Geddes,  Syracuse,  Lodi,  Salina  and  Liverpool. 
Many  years  ago,  the  greater  part  of  the  reservation  was  laid  out  in 
village  plats,  and  farm  and  pasture  lots,  and  sold  to  private  citizens,  so 
Uiat  the  grounds  now  belonging  to  the  State  constitute  bat  a  small  portion 
of  the  original  tract.  The  maanfactnre  of  salt  is  carried  on  at  all  the 
above  named  villages  except  Lodi.  By  means  of  shafU  of  small  bore, 
Taryiag  ftvm  abo«t  90  to  mor<  than  300  feet  in  depth,  tubed  and  fitted  with 
pnmps,  the  brine  is  raised  and  poured  into  reservoirs,  Oom  which  it  is  dis* 
tribnted  in  pipes  to  the  different  works  for  making  salt  Of  this  brine, 
about  45  gallons  furnish  a  bushel  of  salt;  and  the  revenue  of  the  State  it 
derived  from  a  duty  of  6  cents  on  each  bushel.  This  duty  was  originally 
fixed  by  the  constitntion  at  a  shilling;  but  was  reduced  to  fi  ceat»  by  an 
amendment  of  that  instrument,  adopted  in  November,  1833. 

Two  modes  of  making  salt  are  in  use  at  these  springs,  one  by  arti. 
fieial  heat,  and  the  other  by  evaporation  in  the  sun.  The  former  pro- 
ecM  is  much  the  less  accurate  of  the  two,  and  the  salt  prodnced  by  it  Is 
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of  an  inferior  quality;  while  the  solar  salt  is  purer  than  any  oth«r,  and 
enjoys  a  high  reputation.  By  those  who  are  thoroughly  acquainted  with 
this  subject,  the  duty  paid  to  the  State  is  said  to  constitute  but  Yery  little 
less  than  half  oC  the  whole  cost  of  production.  . 

The  interests  of  the  State  on  the  reservation  are  put  in  charge  of  two 
principal  officers,  designated  respectively  the  Soper  intend  eat  of  Salt 
Springs,  and  Inspector  of  Salt,  in  the  county  of  Onondaga.  The  duties  of 
the  latter  relate  chieflv  to  the  quality  of  salt,  its  measurement,  packing, 
and  the  character  of  the  barrels  in  which  it  is  sent  to  market.  The  Su- 
perintendent has  the  general  oversight  of  the  reservation,  the  sinking  of 
shafts,  the  regulation  of  the  pumps,  the  supply  and  distribution  of  the 
brine  to  the  different  works,  the  care  of  the  State  lands  to  prevent  intru- 
sion and  trespasses,  and  the  leasing  of  lots  for  the  erection  of  works  for 
makliu;  fine  salt.  The  granting  of  the  lands  set  apart  for  the  manufac- 
ture of  the  coarse  or  solar  salt,  is  vested  in  the  Commissioners  of  the  Land 
Office. 

Of  the  total  quantity  of  salt  annually  produeed  at  these  springs,  about 
nine-tenths  are  of  the  kind  made  by  boiling^  which  usually  goes  ^by  the 
name  of  '*  fine  salt,"  on  account  of  the  minuteness  of  its.  crystals;  and  the 
other  one- tenth,  which  forms  in  very  much  larger  crystals,  is  commonly 
designated  **  coarse  salt." 

The  Superintendent  and  Inspector  make  annual  reports  to  the  Legisla- 
ture. From  the  last  of  these  documents,  dated  at  Syraeuse,  Jannary  9, 
1845,  the  following  facts  are  derived: 

For  the  year  1844,  the  quantities  of  the  several  kinds  of  salt,  as  classi- 
fied at  the  springs,  are  stated  in  the  Superintendent's  annual  report,  at 
follows:

The  gross  amount  of  duty  at  6  eents  a  bushel^  on  this  saU,  for  1644,  was 
$240,213.24.  This  sum  was  increased  by  certam  small  items  of  rent,  Slc. 
to  $240,305.10.  From  this  deduct  $92,533.38,  allowed  for  drawback,  or 
boujity,  and  $33,286.58  for  salaries,  engineering,  repair  of  machinery,  fre. 
and  the  amount  oCneti  revenue  left  from  this  source  for  1844,  is  $114,485. 
14.  This  shows  an  increase  over  1843,  of  $2,410.65,  and  over  1842«  of 
$32,675.61. 

The  recent  very  rapid  and  great  increase  in  the  production  of  this  salt, 
is  owing  to  the  policy  introduced  in  1841,  of  allowing  a  drawback  of  the 
State  duty  and  a  large  portion  of  the  canal  tolls,  on  all  salt  deliyered  at 
certain  points  which  it  had  not  been  previously  enabled  to  reach,  in  mny 
important  quantities,  as  a  branch  of  rc|[ular  trade.  This  policy  was  en- 
tered upon;  in  the  first  instance,  in  the  rorm  of  drawhaek,  utdtx  a  regu- 
lation made  by  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  Canal  Fund  in  the 
summer  of  1841,  pursuant  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature  passed  for  the  pur*  ' 
pose  at  the  preceding  session.  During  the  scesion  of  1843,  the  Legisla- 
ture  passed  another  act,  changing  the  /brm  of  the  measure  from  a  draw- 
back to  a  bounty,  and  naming  the  points  at  which  salt,  being  delivered^ 
should  be  entitled  to  such  bounty.  Those  points  are  tide- water  on  the 
Hudson,  or  the  junction  of  the  l^ie  and  Cbamplain  canals,  Oswego,  Bnf^ 
falo,  Lafay«tte,  Ebnira,  Owcfo,  Newark,  Daasville,  Binghamton,  Bea- 
ver, Portsmouth. 
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The  obj«e(  of  thit  poHc^  was  to  ertata  ntw  and  mere  axteaded  aarketa 
lor  our  salt,  by  enablinfr  it  to  raaeh  districts  to  wbich  it  could  aot  be  cac* 
rted,  if  required  to  oay  fall  duty  and  tolls.  The  operation  of  this  policy 
ia  well  exempliflad  by  the  following  brief  statameat  of  tbe  auaber  of 
^luhels  which  reached  tide- water  ia  the  sereral  years  mentioned.

In  view  of  the  growing  trade  in  salt,  inder  the  operation  of  the  policy 
in  question,  the  Superintendent  remarks  that,  should  the  manufiacturers  be 
able  to  deliver  their  salt  at  tide- water,  (the  point  of  principal  increase,)  at 
the  same  prices  at  which  they  have  furnished  it  for  the  last  year,  he  has 
no  doubt  that  the  eastern  demand  alone  would  so  increase  as  to  amount 
in  the  coarse  of  two  or  three  years,  to  two  or  two  and  a  half  millions  of 
bushels. 

Still  farther  to  illastrate  the  operation  of  the  policy  under  considera- 
tion, it  is  shown,  in  the  same  annual  report,  that  vrithftdl  duliu  and  tolU^ 
the  entire  revenue  on  all  the  salt  which  reached  tide- water,  in  1840,  was 
only  $1,115.33;  vrith  no  dutUs.  but  with/u///o//«,  in  1842,  it  was  $4,. 
475.55;  while,  with  no  duties ,  and  only  om-third  tolls,  the  revenue  ad* 
vanced,  in  1844,  to  $9,685.36. 

This  extension  of  the  salt  trade,  moreover,  has  not  only  augmented  the 
revenue,  but  has  also  led  to  a  very  material  improvement  in  the  quality 
of  that  description  of  salt  which  constitutes  tbe  great  bulk  of  the  manu- 
facture, namely,  theyins  salt.  The  opening  of  the  market  east  of  the 
Hudson,  by  bringing  the  Onondaga  salt  into  direct  competition  with  the 
best  imported  varieties,  has  presented  an  efficient  motive  to  tbe  manufae- 
turer  to  improve  his  processes;  and  the  result  already  is  a  very  much  bet* 
ter  article. 

Tbe  Onondaga  cparse  salt,  made  by  solar  evaporation,  has  long  been 
known,  from  chAnical  analysis,  as  the  purest  salt  in  use. 

j:)n  comparing  the  whole  quantity  of  salt  receiving  bounty,  in  1844,  with 
the  whole  quantity  produced  at  tho  Onondaga  springs  daring  the  year,  it 
will  be  seen  that  more  than  half  of  the  entire *pQDduct  reached  a  market  - 
through  the  operation  of  the  bounty,  the  other  portion  having  paid  full 
duty  and  toll,  as  if  no  bonnty  had  ever  been  authorized. 

The  foregoing  statements  refer  solely  to  the  salt  made  at  the  Onondaga  - 
springs.    But  the  manufacture  of  salt,  aAer  a  avspension  of  many  years, 
was  resamed  at  Montezuma  two  or  three  years  ago;  and  the  quantity 
there  prodoeed,  in  1844,  was  23>275  buahels,  yiaUing  a  rtvwne  fron  the 
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dNrty,  of  $l,8iT.66;  mmkiag  lk«  •fgregate  pfodtee  ml  b«tli  tbe  State  t«. 
liMfl,  4,020,828  boilitlt,  and  Ue  aggregate  nett  rerenae  $116,882.70,  for 
1844. 

Tbe  4mtj  levied  on  salt,  as  imposed  by  tbe  State  CoastitntioB,  up  to 
1834,  was  124eeiiU  per  bmshe);  bat  in  that  year  an  amendmeat  af  tbe 
Constitution  took  effect,  reducing  tbe  doty  to  6  cents  per  basheL  Daring 
the  eight  years  ending  vitb  1833,  the  last  year  of  the  shUIiag  daty,  the 
annual  product  of  salt  at  Qnondaga  rose  from  827,508  bushels  in  1826,  to 
1,291,290  bushels  in  1829,  to  1,435,446  bushels  in  1830,  and  to  1,838,646 
aashels  in  1833;  the  arerage  increase  far  eilcb  of  the  eight  years  baring 
been  not  far  from  100.000  bushels.  Under  the  6  cents  duty,  the  aanaal 
product  has  increased  at  a  much  greater  rate,  though  exhibiting  at  the 
same  time  much  less  uniformity.  The  fluctuation  in  this  respect  bas,  in- 
deed, been  not  a  little  remarkable,  as  the  Ibliowing  statement  of  the  yearly 
product  fof  the  eight  years  ending  with  1841,  will  show.

The  following  statistics  are  taken  from  the  aanual  report  of  the  Secretary 
of  State,  dated  March  14,  1845. 

Reports  for  1844  were  made,  in  obedience  to  law,'  fVom  all  tbe  counties 
of  the  State  except  Albany.

NEW-YORK  STATE  COURTS. 

The  Courti  af  Comnum  PUoi,  within  Aeir  several  countiea,  have  a  jurisdic- 
tion concurrent  with  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  civil  ceses. 
They  have  also  an  appellate  jurisdiction  of  causes  arising  in  Justices'  Oourta. 
The  Judfl^  of  the  Common  Pleas,  or  one  Juilge  of  the  Common  Pleas  and 
two  Justices  of  the  Peace,  form  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  of  each  county, 
which  has  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal  cases  of  an  inferior  degree  to  those  the 
punishment  of  which  is  imprisonment  in  the  state  prison  for  a  less  term  than 
ten  years. 

The  Circuit  Courti  are  each  held  by  a  Circuit  Judre.  Their  business  is  the 
trial  of  questions  of  facts  arising  upon  causes  in  litigation  in  the  Supreme 
Court.  They  have  no  original  jurisdiction^  The  Circuit  Judges  are  YicC' 
Ckiancellors  except  in  the  first  and  eighth  Circuits.  Courts  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  are  held  simultaneously  with  the  Circuits.  These  are  courts  of 
criminal  jurisdiction,  and  are  constituted  of  the  Circuit  Judge  and  two  or  more 
of  the  Judges  of  the  County  Courts  for  the  county.  They  have  cognizance 
of  all  crimmal  offences. 

The  Supreme  Court  has  original  jurisdiction  of  all  civil  actions  at  law,  aris- 
ing within  the  state.  Practically,  however,  this  jurisdiction  only  extends  to 
actions  where  the  amount  in  controversy  exceeds  $50.  It  has  also  an  appellate 
jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  brought  before  it  from  courts  having  the  original 
Jurisdiction,  by  certiorari  or  writs  of  error. 

The  Court  cf  Chancery  comprehends  all  the  courts  of  equity  jurisdiction  in 
the  state?  Proceedings  in  it  are  brought  either  before  the  Chancellor  or  one 
of  the  Yice-Chancellors.  All  actions  where  relief  in  equity  is  sought,  may  be 
brought  before  the  Chancellor;  and  any  action  where  such  relief  is  sought 
may  also  be  brought  before  the  Vice-chancellor  of  the  Circuit  in  which  the 
cause  of  action  arose,  or  where  either  of  the  defendants  live.  The  proceed- 
ings in  either  case  are  entitled  in  Chancery,  and  the  particular  court  before 
which  they  ve  brought  is  designated.  In  addition  to  his  original  jurisdiotioQ, 
the  Chancellor  has  an  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  decided  by  a  Yiee- 
Chancellor,  or  by  any  Surrogate. 

SwTOgatee^  Cowrie,  have  now  the  probate  of  all  wills  of  real  as  well  as  per* 
ional  estate,  the  control  of  executors  and  administrators,  and  the  charge  or  in- 
ftmti'  eatataa.  The  Chancellor  also  has  power  to  issue  commissions  to  (Rke 
proof  of  wills  of  both  real  and  personal  estates  bi  cases  where  the  witnesaet 
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reside  out  of  thii  State.    He  also  hat  power  to  appoint  general  and  ipeeial 
gnardiani  of  the  persons  and  estates  of  infants. 

The  C(mrtfor  the  Correction  qf  Errors  is  constituted  of  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  Senators,  Chancellor,  and  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Courts  &c.  It  has 
appellate  jurisdiction  only,  and  has  the  review  of  decrees  made  by  the  Court 
of  Chancery,  which  are  brought  before  it  on  appeal,  and  the  judgments  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  brought  up  upon  writ  of  error.  When  sitting  as  a  court  of 
appeals  from  the  decrees  made  by  the  Court  of  Chancery,  the  Chancellor  has 
BO  rote  in  its  decisions,  and  in  like  manner  when  acting  upon  writs  of  error 
from  the  Supreme  Court,  the  Justices  of  that  Court  have  no  rote.  The  deci- 
sious  of  this  Court  are  final.

7«B  PUBLIC  DOMAIN. 

We  have  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  €^eral  Land  Offlce,  firom 
which  we  collate  the  foUowinr  summary  :— 

Number  acres  sold  dnringdieyear  1844,are  1,747, 158,for  which  the  general 
government  received  12,191,035— being  an  increase  of  $178,610  over  the  year 
1M3,  and  $776,563  over  the  year  1842.  The  sales  hav^s  been  mostly  in  smalt 
lots  of  80,  and  160  acres,  showing  clearly  that  thev  have  been  taken  up  by  ac- 
tual settlers.  As  a  fkir  indication  of  the  pervadlnr  prosperity  of  the  whole 
country,  not  a  single  postponement  of  a  public  lanu  sale,  during  the  year  has 
been  asked  by  the  pre-emptioners  on  the  lands. 

The  location  of  the  land  sold  bv  the  general  government  since  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Constitution  is  as  foUows  ^-74.024|742  acres  have  been  sold  of  the 
domain  originally  ceded  bv  Great  Britain,  in  1783  to  the  United  SUtes. 
16,560,121  acres  within  the  limits  of  the  territory  purchased  of  France  in  1803, 
and  8772381  acres  in  Florida,  purchased  of  Spain— making  the  aggregate  sales 
91,402,244  of  acres. 

The  amount  of  land  surveyed  included  in  the  present  Surveyor-General's  dis- 
tricts, is  about  200,000,000  of  acres.    Th^s  is  rapidly  comhig  into  market 

The  commissioner  says :  "  The  amount  of  public  lands  not  included  in  pre- 
sent diitricts,  lying  in  the  northwestern  territory  east  of  the  Rocky  mom- 
tains,  and  exclusive  of  the  ceded  lands  in  Iowa,  is  nearlv  600,000.000  of  acres.>» 
The  Oregoh  Territory  to  49th  degree  of  north  latitude,  contains  218,536,320 
acres.  To  54th  degree  40  minutes,  ^23^76,320  acres.  The  British  govern- 
ment chiim  to  49th  degree,  while  the  United  States  claim  to  54th  degree  40  mi- 
nntes.  This  statement  shows  that  the  country  in  dispute  on  the  Oregon  boun- 
dary^ embraces  104,640.000  acret-«  territory  about  twice  as  large  as  the  state 
of  New-Tork.

§  I.  EriacU  that  the  Vice-Preaideat  of  the  United  States,  and  tbe  toifccia 
of  bo4b  Honaet  of  Congreas,  may  reeeiva  iettert  weighing  not  orer  2  o«.  free 
of  pottage,  during  the  reoeta  of  Congreit.  The  tame  section  estabUehce  ' 
t>f  1 


foUowtnr  rales  of  pottage,  yis :  for  each  single  letter  carried  fop  anj  dia 
mider  300  miles,  5cen(i;  and  for  anydittance  over  30O  miles,  10  cents. 
cTery  additional  weight  <^half  an  ounce,  an  additional  single  postage  is  thmged. 
All  drop  letters  are  to  pay  two  eents  each. 

§  2.  Enacts  that  all  newspapers  of  a  saperflelee  not  exceeding  1,900  aqnare 
inches,  may  be  carried  in  the  mail  30  milea  from  the  place  of  iasne,  free  of 
postage;  biU  if  carried  more  than  30  miles,  they  shall  pay  the  postage  Hiey 
now  do,  BDuer  section  thirty  of  the  act  of  March  9rd,  1825;  and  all  newspn- 
pers  of  gretler  size  shall  pay  the  same  postage  as  magazinea. 

§  3.  All  printed  or  lithog^raphed  circolars,  tiandbili%  fce.  on  qnarlo-posi,  cm- 
single  cap,  folded  and  directed,  but  not  tsolsd;  shall  pay  2  oenis  posll^ge,  fbr 
any  distance,  for  each  sheet;  and  all  periodicals,  magazines  and  other  fens 
phleti,  shall  pay  24  cents  each*  if  weigiiing  hot  one  onnce«  and  one  eeot  naore 
for  each  additiooal  oonce,  without  distinction  of  distance  m  anr  Oase. 

§  4.  Authorises  the  Post^Master  General,  in  case  the  mails  beoome  on  any 
route  too  bulky  for  the  proper  speed,  to  make  arrangements  for  oarrjdng  the 
letter  mail  by  itself. 

§  5.  Abolishes  the  Cranking  privilege  in  all  cases  except  as  proTided  ior,  hi 
sec.  1,  8  and  23. 

§  6.  ProTides  that  the  goremment  officers,  ^ho  have  bsretolbve  enjoyed  flie 


franking  privilege,  shall  have  an  account  kept  of  postage  on  letters 
c^ial  business,  and  paid  out  of  the  contingent  fond  of  the  departuMnt  to 
which  they  belong.  The  deputy  ];>08t-masters  shall  have  the  postages,  osi  all 
their  letters  relating  to  the  business  of  their  offices,  allowed  on  their  verUying 
their  accounts  thereof  by  oath,  acoompanied  by  tbe  letters  themselres  as 
vouchers.  The  assistant  post-master  general  and  the  deputy  poet-mastert  most 
endorse  their  own  business  letters  sent  by  mail,  "  post-office  businBSS,»  and 
every  such  endorsement  falsely  made  incurs  a  penalty  of  $300. 

§  7.  Preserves  the  act  of  June  30th,  1834,  authorizmg  Governors  of  States  to 
transmit  by  mail  certain  books  and  documents;  and  members  of  Ckmgresa,  Om 
Mcretarv  of  the  Senate,  and  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Repreaentetivcs  are  an- 
uorized  to  transmit  by  mail,  free  of  postage,  all  documents  printed  by  order 
or  Congress. 

§  8.  Allows  to  every  member  of  Congi>ess,  to  the  secretary  of  the  Senate, 
and  to  the  clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  30  days  before  and  after  e«^ 
session  of  Congress,  during  which  tney  may  each  enjoy  the  franking  privilege 
on  any  letter  or  packet,  not  exceeding  2  oz. ;  and  all  charges  of  potftage  on 
such  packets  for  anv  weight  above  2  oz.,  is  to  be  paid  from  the  contingent  fond 
of  tiie  house  to  which  the  person  may  belong. 

§  9.  Prohibits  all  private  expresses  from  carrying  mailable  matter  on  a  asail 
route,  except  newspapers,  pamphlets,  magazines  and  periodicals,  under  a 
penalty  of  $150  for  e«ch  offence. 

§  10.  Extends  the  last  prohibition  to  every  stage-coach,  railroad  ear,  steam- 
boat, picket-boat,  or  other  vehicle  or  v^sel,  performing  regular  trips;  and 
IncUideB  the  same  exceptions,  with  the  addition  thereto  of  idl  letters  relating  to 
the  cargo  or  to  any  p%ii  of  it.  The  penalty  in  this  section  is  $100  against 
owners,  and  $50  a^^Unst  agents,  for  each  offence. 

&  11.  Forbids  the  owneif  and  managers  of  steamers,  railroad  cars  and  other 
piudio  conveyances.  Ihmi  taking  the  agenta  of  express  lines^  knowing  them 
to  be  such,  into  their  conveyances,  under  the  previous  penalties. 
■  §  12.  Extends  the  (bregouig  prohibitions  and  penalties  to  all  persons  who 
shall  transmit  by  private  expresses,  or  other  forbidden  means,  any  letter  or  ottier 
mailable  matter,  except  newspapers,  pamphlets  and  periodicals. 

§  13.  Permits  the  carriage  of  letters  by  steamboats  as  provided  fbr  by  the  set 
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of  March  3,  1825;  and  foibidt  any  depotj  poat-mMtor  ttom  fMeirinf  aay 
package  weighing  more  than  3  pounda,  to  be  conreyed  toy  mail. 

§  14.  Authorizes  the  Pott-Maiter  Omieral  to  make  oontraoti  with  the  owners 
or  mamagers  of  steamboats,  for  carrying  the  mail  for  any  length  of  time  less 
than  the  time  for  which  soch  contracts  are  now  nsoally  made  and  without  pre- 
Tioos  advertisement,  when  he  thinks  the  public  interest  will  be  thos  pn«not« 
ed;  but  the  price  in  no  such  case  shall  exceed  the  a?erage  rate  under  the  last  pre- 
ceding or  then  existing  regular  contract. 

§  15.  Defines  <<  mailable  matter  "  to  mean  all  letterp  and  newspapers,  and 
ail  magazines  and  pamphlets  periodically  published,  or  In  series  or  numbers, 
under  the  same  title  though  at  irregular  interrals,  and  all  other  written  or 

C'  ited  matter,  whereof  each  copy  shall  not  exceed  8  oz.,  in  weight  except 
k  notes  sent  in  packages  or  bundles,  without  letters  accompanying  them. 
But  bound  boolcs  of  any  size  are  not  within  the  meaning  pf  the  term.  Anv 
packets,  of  whatever  size,  made  up  of  <*  mailable  matter,''  shall  anhieet  au 
persons  concerned  in  transporting  them  to  the  several  penalties  of  tbislaw,  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  such  matter  were  not  made  up  into  such  packets. 

Books,  magazines,  pamphlets  or  newspapers,  not  addressed  to  particular 
'  persons,  but  sent  for  sale  as  merchandize,  are  exempted  fh>m  Uie  operation  of 
this  act 

§  16.  Defines  a  newioaper  to  be  any  publication  printed  in  numbers  consist- 
ing of  not  more  than  2  sheets,  and  isened  at  short  intervals  not  exceeding  a 
month,  conveying  intelligence  of  passing  events.  The  act  permits  the  free 
exchange  of  newspapers  between  their  publishers,  as  provided  for  by  the  act 
of  March  3,  1825. 

§  17.  Oives  one-half  of  all  reooveriek  to  the  informer  and  the  other  half  to 
the  Post-OiBee  Department;  and  prosecution  under  the  act  may  be  commenc- 
ed before  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  several  States,  where  those  ma^^ 
trates  have  jurisdiction  to  an  amount  equal  lo  the  sum  prosecuted  for,  under 
thitaet. 

§  18.  Requires  the  Post-Master  General  in  all  fhture  lettfaigs  of  contracts  to 
carry  mails,  to  let  them  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who,  at  the  same  time,  temlers 
snflleient  sureties  for  performance,  and  without  any  reforenoe  to  the  mode  of 
carrying  the  mail,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  due  expedition 
and  eerteinty ;  nor  shall  any  new  contractor  be  required  to.  take,  at  a  valuation, 
or  in  any  way,  the  carriages  and  other  stock  of  any  previous  contractor.  AU 
advertisements  of  letters  remaining  uncalled  for  in  a  post-ofllce,  shall  be  in- 
serted in  the  local  newspapers  having  ttie  greatest  circulation,  and  if  that  pc4nt 
be  disputed,  the  deputy  poet-master  may  decide  it  on  testimony. 

§  19.  To  ensure  equal  and  just  rates  of  compensation,  according  to  service, 
among  the  several  railroad  companies  in  the  United  States  for  carrying  the 
mail,  directs  the  Post-master  General  to  arrange  the  railroad  routes,  (includ- 
ing those  In  which  the  service  is  partly  by  niuoad  and  iwrtly  by  seamboat,) 
into  three  classes,  aocordihg  to  the  size  of  the  mails,  the  speed  of  convey-

EUBOPK— Her  Debts. 

The  debts  of  Europe  is  the  subject  of  an  interesting  article  in  a  late  nusber 
of  Hunt's  BCagazine.  From  this  it  appears  that  erery  nation  in  Eorope,  with- 
out exception,  is  heavily  in  debt.  £ach  of  the  petty  Oerman  States  pays  a 
Urge  amount  of  interest  The  aggregate  of  the  (Mbts  of  the  thirty -nine  sore- 
reigpnties  is  10.498,710,000  German  dollars,each  equal  to  82  cts  of  our  cnrreDcy. 
The  English  debt  swallows  up  in  interest,  more  tnan  one-half  of  the  rer«nes 
out  of  which  it  is  to  be  supported.  Debt  about  £800,000,000— interast  X98,- 
000,000  a  year.  It  would  require  ten  millions  a  year  for  eighty  years  to  pay  the 
principal  of  this  Immense  debt.  We  extract  from  the  table  the  foaowing  es- 
timates of  the  debts  of  the  larger  powers :

NOTICES  OF  VARIOUS  ACTS  PASSED  AT  THE  LEGIS- 
LATIVE SESSION  OF  1845. 

SALT,  COAL,  LBAD. 

Chapter  19  giTet  permanence  to  the  act  of  April  18,  1843,  to  increase 
the  revenues  of  the  State  bj  means  of  bounties  on  Salt,  Coal,  Lead  kc. 

The  rates  of  bonntj  are  stated  in  connection  with  the  rates  of  toll. 
See  p.  380  N.  T.  State  Register. 

STATE  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 

Chapter  8  anthorizes  this  society  to  elect  annually  tvfo  permanent  mem- 
bers from  each  Senate  District. 

PATENT  RIGHTS. 
Chapter  11  gires  to  any  married  woman,  being  a  resident  of  this  State, 
who  shall  obtain  a  patent  nnder  the  laws  of  Congress  for  any  invention  of 
her  own,  the  legal  capacity  to  hold,  enjoy  and  dispose  of  the  same  in  all 
respects  as  if  she  werea /Inne  xo/e,  except  that  she  cannot  make  any  money 
contract  to  be  discharged  at  a  future  thne. 

PERSONS  DISGUISED  AND  ARMED. 

Chapter  3  is  an  act  "to  prevent  persons  from  appearing  disguised  and 
armed." 

Every  person  having  his  face  painted,  or  conceAled,  or  being  in  anyway 
disguised  to  prevent  his  being  identified,  who  shall  appear  in  any  road, 
field,  woods,  or  enclosure,  may  be  arrested  by  any  officer,  or  other  citizen, 
wiihotti  proceu,  in  order  to  be  taken  before  a  magistrate  ;  and  if  he  do  not 
give  a  good  account  of  himself  he  shall  be  deemed  a  vagrant,  and  may  be 
sent  to  jail  for  not  over  six  nH>nths. 

Every  assemblage  of  three  or  more  such  disguised  persons  in  a  publie 
house,  or  other  place,  is  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  imprisonment  not 
over  a  year  ;  and  every  person  so  disguised,  if  convicted,  when  charged 
'  with  being  armed  with  sword,  fire-arms,  or  other  ofifensivfe  weapon,  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  in  jail  not  over  a  year,  or  by  fine  not  over 
$250,  or  by  both  ;  or  may  be  sent  to  State  Pr;son  for  two  years. 

Any  sheriflT,  or  other  peace  officer,  can  call  out  such  a  potse  as  he  may 
deem  requisite,  and  armed  as  he  may  direct,  to  assist  in  executing  this 
act ;  and  every  citizen  thus  called  out,  and  not  obeying,  without  good  ex- 
cuse, is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  subject  to  a  fine  not  over  $250,  or 
imprisonment  not  over  a  vear,  or  both. 

Any  magistrate  may  depute  any  elector  to  arrest  any  such  disguised 
person  to  bring  him  up  for  examination,  and  if  the  name  of  such  disguised 
person  is  not  known,  any  fictitious  name  for  him  may  be  inserted  m  the 
warrant. 
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STATE  LIBRARY. 


Chmpter  85  giv«i  to  the  Heads  of  Executive  Departments,  and  t*  tbe 
Trutteet  of  the  Library,  the  same  right  as  members  of  the  Legislatnre 
hare,  to  tak*  out  bocks.  The  Trustees  may  sell  or  exchange  dapUcatie  «r 
imperfect  books,  and  may  present  copies  of  the  State  Laws  and  pahtie 
documents  to  such  foreign  governments  as  send  books  or  works  of  art  t» 
the  State.  The  act  appropriates  also  ^,000  to  purchase  the  vahiabla  eol- 
lection  of  David  B.  Warden,  of  Paris,  provided  the  collection  be  ddirersi 
for  that  sum  including  all  charges. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Chapter  60  extends  the  acts  of  May  5,  1841,  and  of  May  7.  1844,  far 
two  years  from  May  5, 1846,  when  hj  their  own  limitations  they  wooli 
expire.  Thus  the  aoQual  appropriation  of  $8,000,  in  various  parcels,  tt 
the  several  counties  and  to  the  State  Agricultural  Society  is  continued  ta 
May  5,  1848. 

STATE  CONVEKTION. 

Chapter  252  recommends  a  Convention  to  revise  and  amend  the  Slate 
Constitution. 

The  people  to  decide  by  ballot  at  the  Novtober  election  in  1S45,  whether 
they  will  have  such  convention ;  and  if  a  majoritv  vote  for  it,  the  ekctiea 
of  delegates  shall  take  place  on  the  latt  Xuudaif  in  April,  1846 ;  the  num- 
ber of  delegates  to  be  the  same  as  members  of  Assembly. 

The  Convention  is  to  meet  on  the  firtt  Monday  in  June,  1846.  The  pay 
of  the  delegates,  president,  and  other  officers,  to  be  the  same,  respe^'raTy, 
as  that  of  members  of  the  Assembly  and  its  officers. 

The  proceedings  of  the  Convention  are  all  to  be  filed  in  the  Seereiaiy  eC 
State's  office  :  and  the  proposed  amendments  of  the  Constitution  shaiL,  al 
the  annual  election  in  November,  1846,  be  laid  before  the  people,  to  be 
adopted  or  rejected,  by  their  votes.  The  amendments  are,  for  thu  par- 
pose,  to  be  so  arranged,  by  numbering  or  otherwise,  that  they  may  be 
voted  on  separately,  unless  the  Conveation  shall,  by  resolution,  declare 
such  arrangement  impracticable,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  voted  on  col- 
lectively. Such  of  them  as  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes  for  them  shall 
become  parts  of  the  Constitution,  and  take  effect  on  the  1st  of  Janvary, 
1847,  unless  the  convention  shall  fix  some  other  day.  All  proposed  amcM- 
ments  not  having  a  majority  of  votes  to  be  null  and  void. 

The  act  provides  for  the  various  details  of  the  case,  and  makes  the  geao- 
ral  election  law  applicable  so  far  as  may  be  :  it  must  be  published  in  the 
newspapers  in  all  the  counties  for  twelve  successive  weeks  prier  te  the 
election  in  November,  1845. 

PRESERVATION  OF  PUBLIC  ORDER. 
Chapter  69  is  an  act  **  to  enforce  the  laws  and  preserve  order.'' 
On  the  written  application  of  certain  local  authorities  in  any  of  the 
counties  or  cities  of  the  State,  the  Governor  ma^  make  loans  to  them  of 
arms  &c.,  from  anv  of  the  State  arsenals  or  military  stores  ;  he  may  also 
empower  such  authorities  to  make  contracta  for  organizing  guards  to  pro- 
tect jails  or  other  prisons,  and  for  the  safe  keeping  of  prisoners,  or  to  e» 
force  any  process  or  judgment  of  a  court ;  and  he  may  modify  or  revolts 
any  such  loan  or  authority  to  make  any  such  contract ;  the  Governor,  m 
if  he  omits  acting,  the  sherifi*,  or  his  deputy,  may  designate  the  officer  or 
officers,  to  comniand  any  such  guards,  and  may  prescribe  regulations  for 
their  ooservance. 

The  sherifif,  or  other  officer,  if  he  is  resisted,  or  has  reason  to  expect 
resistance,  may  call  out  such  po»i€  of  armed  citizens,  or  such  military 
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force,  as  he  may  deem  needfal ;  mmd  he  may  arrest  and  secure  resisters  to 
be  dealt  with  according  to  law.  Every  person  making  resistance  to  the 
execution  of  process  is  gailty  of  a  misdemeanor,  punishable  by  fine  not 
exceeding  $1,000,  or  imprisonment  for  not  over  a  year,  or  both. 

If  the  power  of  a  county,  in  any  case,  is  found  insufficient,  the  Got- 
ernor  may,  by  prodsmation,  declare  such  county  in  a  state  of  insurrection, 
and  he  may  call  out  such  portion  of  the  military  force  of  the  state  as  he 
may  deem  necessary,  and  under  such  commanders  as  he  may  designate. 
AAer  such  proclamation,  every  person  who  resists  process,  or  attempts  to 
rescue  a  prisoner,  or  resists  the  force  called  out,  is  guilty  of  felony,  and 
mav  be  sent,  on  conviction,  to  the  State  Prison  for  not  lu$  than  two  years. 

All  expenses  uvder  this  act  in  and  for  any  county  are  to  be  paid  by  such 
eounty .  and  the  more  general  expenses  under  the  prodamatioa  of  the  Gor- 
emor,  by  the  State. 

CLINTON  PRISON. 

Chapter  70  provides  for  the  completion  of  the  new  State  Prison  in  Cfin- 
ton  county. 

AU  waters  on  the  tract  attached  to  the  prison  may  be  taken  for  its  use, 
and  damages  claimed  therefor  are  to  be  assessed  by  any  three  county 
judffes  not  interested,  and  paid  out  of  the  prison  fhnds.  iSill  uncultivated 
lanJs  of  the  State  within  twenty  miles  of  the  prison  shall  be  kept  to  sup- 
ply fuel  for  making  iron  thereat.  A  good  road  is  to  be  made  from  the 
prison  to  the  navigable  waters  of  Lake  Champlsin,  half  the  cost  to  be 
paid  by  the  State  and  half  assessed  on  the  adjacent  lands.  No  license 
shall  be  granted  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  three  miles  of  the  prison: 
and  evenr  person  who  shall  so  sell  such  liquor  is  subjected  to  a  penalty  of 
$50,  half  to  the  informer  and  half  for  the  poor.  The  agent  may  sell,  for 
cash  only,  ore  raised  by  convicts,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  support  of 
the  prison  ,*  he  may  draw  the  necessary  arms,  &c.,  for  the  prisan  f  ttard, 
from  the  State  arsenal  at  Albany ;  and  the  laws  and  public  doeiOftenls 
sent  to  the  other  State  prisons  shall  be  sent  to  this  prison.  To  bsfli  and 
fit  out  this  prison  75,000  dollars  are  granted. 

PROOF  AND  ACKNOWLEDGMENT  OF  DEEDa 

Chapter  109  enacts  that  the  proof,  or  acknowledgment  of  a  deed,  or 
mortgage,  before  the  mayor  of  any  city  in  the  Union,  certified  by  him, 
shall  be  as  valid  as  if  taken  before  a  Supreme  Court  Judge  of  this  State. 

RECORDING  PATENTS  FOR  LANDS. 

Chapter  110  enacts  that  all  I  etters  patent  under  the  great  seal  of  this 
State,  besidee  being  recorded  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  office,  as  now, 
May  be  recorded  like  any  other  deed,  in  the  county  where  the  land  lies,  at 
the  request  of  the  patentee,  or  subsequent  owner. 

DEBTS  OF  INSOLVENT  SAFETY  FUND  BANKS. 

Chapter  114  provides  for  payinc  the  debts  of  the  insolvent  S.  F.  Banks. 

The  receiver  of  every  such  Sank  is  directed  to  make,  within  30  days  firom 
tiM  date  of  the  Act,  (April  3S,  1846,)  a  detailed  and  sworn  statement  to 
the  Comptroller,  of  the  debts  due  by  snch  Bank,  and  the  sum  in  his  opi- 
nion  reqatred  from  the  Safety  Fund,  beyond  the  avails  of  sneh  Bank,  t» 
pay  iu  debts. 

The  whole  amount  thoa  dne  firom  all  sneh  Banks  being  so  liquidated^ 
the  Comptroller  shall  issue  stock  to  the  fame  amount,  declared  on  the  laea 
thereof  to  be  payable  only  from  the  future  contributions  of  the  Safety  Fund 
ns  they  aeeme,  aOer  Hjnf  tharefroa  the  intarait  m  neh  stock. 
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Sach  stocV  may  be  told  or  exehanffed  for  radi  debts,  mt  aot  Ie«i  t&ta 
par^  and  at  toon  at  it  it  atcertained  that  the  proceedt  are  enfficient  to  paj 
oS  iaid  debtt,  the  Comptroller  thai)  give  notice  in  the  State  paper,  and  is 
^  wo  papert  in  each  countjr,  that  the  notet  and  all  other  debt$oC  such  Baslti 
^ill  be  redeemed  at  par.  In  exchanging  ttock  for  Bank  nates,  the  ttock 
thall  be  made  payable  when  tueh  notet  would  be  under  the  Safety  Fnd 
act. 

The  Attorney  General  may  revive  tntpended  tnitt  againtt  tneli  Baakt 
commenced  b^  a  Bank  Commistioner,  if  he  deem  it  necestary  for  the  fatf 
relief  of  creditort.  A  receiver  may,  under  direction  of  the  Cbanceflor. 
exclude  from  the  ttatement  required  by  tection  nine  of  the  Safety  Faw 
act,  demandt  in  litigation,  or  not  to  be  told  without  great  sacriffce,  airf 
may  pay  off  creditort,  leaving  tach  demandt  to  be  paid  to  the  Safety  Fnri 
if  ever  collected. 

No  receiver  may  be  interetled  in  any  way,  In  any  cottt,  or  fees,  arisiBg 
froBi  hit  proceedings  at  receiver,  under  penalty  cf  remaval,  with  Ibcfeitare 
of  all  compentation. 

RESIDENT  ALIENS. 

Chapter  115  enablet  resident  alient  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate. 

Any  resident  alien  who  hoe  taken  or  ehall  take,  by  purchase*  or  devise^ 
real  estate,  before  filing  the  certificate  of  hit  intention  to  become  a  eitizea 
under  tec  15,  title  1,  ch.  2  pt.  2  R.  S.,  may,  on  so  doing,  hold  tuch  estate 
precisely  as  if  a  citizen. 

If  such  alien  died  teized  of  real  estate  before  the  patsage  of  this  ad,  or 
so  die  hereafter,  his  wife,  whether  alien  or  citizen,  thai!  have  doteer  there- 
in, exeept  in  ettate  already  conveyed  prior  to  this  act 

The  alien  wife  of  a  citizen  thall  have  Jower  at  if  the  were  «  citizen. 

All  persont,  whether  alient  or  citizens,  related  to  a  deceased  retideat 
alien  as  heire  at  law,  may  take,  at  such  heirs,  provided  tuch  of  them  at 
are  males  of  full  age  file  the  certificate  above  named.  So  also  devisees, 
or  grantees,  of  tuch  alien,  mav  hold  at  tuch,  if  tuch  of  them  as  mi^  alient 
and  mdlct  of  full  age,  file  said  certificate. 

A  resident  alien  toosian  may  hold  as  a  devises,  and  may  exeeiife  poweis 
relating  to  the  devise,  at  if  the  were  a  citizen.  The  same  legal  cmpadty 
iJB  given  to  her,  in  relation  to  any  beneficial  interest,  or  estate,  created  mj 
marriage  settlement,  or  by  devise,  under  the  statute  of  Uses  and  Trusts. 
All  grants,  devitet,  leases,  mortgaget,  from  an  alien  to  a  retident  afien, 
or  citizen,  and  any  beneficial  interett  created  by  a  resident  alien  capable 
of  holding  the  same  as  a  truttect  and  all  rents,  covenants  and  conditions  are 
declared  valid  as  if  made  by  citizens. 

All  proceedings  to  recover,  for  alienage,  lands  held  by  a  restdmi  alisM, 
shall  be  stayed  on  his  ffliag  the  certificate  above  nuned  and  paying  cmm 
up  to  serving  such  certificate  on  the  Attorney  Gfteem).    8oin  all  pmcui 
iags  as  for  escheat. 

All  aliens  holding  estate  under  this  act  thai!  be  subject  to  an  Qtxes  and 
atsettmenu/as  a  citizen ;  bnt  they  eannnc  hold  often  nor  vote,  nor  scm

Sec  19,  Tit  ]»  Ch.  1,  Pt.  2  R.  S.  cottoerning  taort|ages  to  aliens,  tktir 
liisirs  and  assigns,  lo  secure  ptarehase  ntoney  &s.,  is.  made  nppHeable  tm 
tUs  net ;  and  all  parts  of  Tit.  12,  Ch.  9,  Pt.  1  R.  8.,  repugnant  herclft» 
are  repealed,  as  are  the  acts  of  April  26,  1832,  and  April  29»  188i,  ca»- 
oermng  enclieats.  All  rights  nc«nired  by  purehnse  in  good  faith|  or  1^  dih 
scent  cast,  before  notice  of  this  net,  are  snved« 
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Chapter  140  provides  for  a  Census  of  the  State.  For  this  pai'pose  it  is 
drawn  in  a  permanent  form,  repealing  all  former  aets  on  the  subject,  and 
providing  for  such  census,  in  the  words  of  the  Constitution,  "  at  the  end 
of  everj  tenth  year."  As  the  first  census  under  this  clause  was  taken  in 
1825  and  the  next  in  1835,  so  the  third  must  come  in  1S45.  For  this  the 
act  provides  as  follows  :— The  Common  Council  of  each  city>  and  a  board 
In  each  town  consisting  of  the  Supervisory  Town  Clerk  and  Town  Super- 
intendent of  Common  Schools,  appoint  on  or  befcre  the  1st  Monday  of 
Jvly,  a  Marshal  in  and  for  every  Election  District  therein.  Blank  forms 
of  returns  must  be  prepared  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and  sent  to  the 
Cbanty  Clerks  in  such  numbers  that  said  Clerks  can,  bv  July  15th>  send 
to  every  Town  Clerk  so  many  as  to  supply  each  Marshal  with  duplicates, 
ajid  on  receiving  them,  ever^  Marshal  musi  immediately  proceed  to  take 
tbe  number  of  inhabitants  m  his  District,  by  personal  inquiry  at  each 
dwelling^  or  of  the  head  of  every  family  therein,  and  obtain  all  the  other 
informaUon  demanded  by  the  act.  All  these  particulars  must  be  entered 
under  the  proper  heads  m  the  prescribed  forms. 

These  particulars  include  the  name  of  the  head  of  each  family  and  the 
separate  members  of  the  males  and  females  thereof;  the  number  of  males 
liable  to  militia  duty;  of  voters ;  of  aliens  not  naturalized;  of  paupers  : 
of  colored  persons,  taxed,  not  taxed,  and  entitled  to  vote ;  of  married 
females  under  45  yean  old ;  of  unmarried  females  between  16  and  45 

? rears  old;  of  females  under  16  years;  of  marriages,  and  of  male  and 
emale  births  and  deaths,  during  the  preceding  year  ;  the  members  of  each 
family  bom  in  this  State,  in  aiiy  of  the  New  England  States,  or  in  an^ 
other  State  of  this  Union,  or  in  Mexico,  or  South  America,  in  Great  Bn- 
tain  and  its  colonies,  in  France,  Germany^  or  any  other  part  of  Europe, 
separately  given  in  each  case.  Also,  the  number  of  children  between  5 
and  16  years  old,  attending  common  schools,  or  private  and  select  schools, 
or  academies,  or  other  incorporated  schools,  or  at  college,  or  a  university. 

Also,  the  yards  of  cloth,  of  wool,  or  cotton,  or  other  material,  made  m 
each  family,  during  the  preceding  year ;  and  the  quantity  of  land  improved, 
the  kind  and  quantity  of  each  crop,  so  as  to  show  the  annual  extent  and 
kind  of  tillage  in  every  district ;  and  the  numbers  of  the  several  kinds  of 
animals,  the  pounds  of  wool,  butter  and  cheese,  respectively,  for  eadi 
fhmily. 

Also,  the  number  of  grist  mills,  and  all  other  kinds  of  mills,  woolen 
factories,  cotton  factories,  and  all  other  kinds  of  factories  and  works  for 
making  iron,  glass,  beer,  whiskey,  paper,  leather,  or  any  other  fabric, 
wHh  the  aanual  vauie,  in  each  ease,'  of  the  raw  materials  osed,  and  of  the 
maaofaetured  prednct. 

Also,  the  respective  nombers  and  sex  of  the  Deaf  and  Dnmb,  the  Blind, 
Idiots,  and  Lunatics,  in  each  district,  with  their  eircamstaaces  and  ages  ; 
and  the  namber  of  Indians  of  eaeh  tribe. 

Also,  the  respective  places  of  worship.  With  the  icost  of  each,  the  real 
estate  and  improvements  with  the  value  thereof,  belonging  to  the  several 
religions  sects. 

Also,  the  colleges^  academies,  eonmen  scheols,  aid  all  other  seminaries 
of  iearniag.  with  the  cost  of  their  baildings  and  the  value  of  their  real, 
estate  and  improvesMats ;  and  the  aaotber  of  cemmoa  school  pupils  on 
tsaehers'  lists,  as  well  as  the  average  aamber  actnally  attending  and  the 
namber  i«  all  prirate  and  seleet  echeols. 

Also,  the  respective  nnmbers  of  taverns,  stores  and  groceries,  boch  for 
wholesale  and  retell,  husbandmen,  merchants^  mannfactereffs^  ssechaucs. 
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attonieyi,  physieiaM,  tan^eons,  aad  derf^mea,  with  tke  yearlj  paj  mad 
pmaisitet  of  the  last  and  the  real  estate  in  their  occnpanej  and  use. 

The  place  of  abode  of  everj  person  is  to  be  deemed  that  whicli  ke 
occupied  on  the  1st  of  JoIt  ;  and  if  he  be  casnallj  absent,  he  most  be 
Hambered  as  of  his  usual  place  of  residence. 

The  Secretary  of  State  mast  appoint  some  person  to  take  a  cenaas  of  the 
ladians  on  the  several  Resenrationsi  and  to  obtain  such  other  statistics  as 
he  can,  under  instructions  from  the  Secretarr. 

Each  Marsha',  must  make  his  returns  in  duplicate,  under  oath,  bj  flie 
1st  of  September,  to  the  proper  town  officer,  who  must,  in  ten  dajrs  there> 
from,  famish  the  County  Clerk  with  statements  combining  the  total  re> 
suits  for  the  whole  town ;  and  each  County  Clerk  must,  by  the  2d  Tuesday 
of  October,  furnish  the  Secretary  of  Sute  with  statemento  combining  the 
results  from  all  the  towns  in  his  county.  From  all  these  reinns,  the 
Secretary  of  State  must  make  a  report  for  the  Leg[islature,  givias  aa 
account  of  the  whole  matter  and  exhibiting  the  combined  aggregates  for 
all  the  towns,  cities  and  counties  of  the  State ;  and  he  mun  prociire  200 
lithograph  maps  of  the  State,  showing  each  town,  ward  and  countj,  with 
its  population  marked  thereon,  and  the  ratio  for  apportioning  Senators, 
Assemblymen  and  Congressmen. 

The  expenses,  under  this  act,  of  the  towns,  cities  and  counties,  are  to 
be  paid  by  them  respectively ;  and  the  general  expenses,  from  tae  State 
Treasury. 

NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

Chapter  142  provides  for  supplying  any  deficiency  in  the  grant  of  1S44, 
and  any  sums  needed  for  that  purpose,  are  to  be  charged  on  the  reveaae 
of  the  United  States  Deposit  Fund.  The  grant  of  1844,  was  $9,e00  e€ 
the  proceeds  of  the  Literature  Fund,  previously  granted  to  aid  certua 
academies  in  the  preparation  of  Common  School  teachers,  which  grant 
was  to  be  raised  to  $10,000  annually  after  1844.  The  grant  is  limited  to 
five  years  from  October  1, 1844. 

MAILS  ON  RAILROADS. 

Chapter  149  provides  that  all  Railroad  Companies  in  this  State,  ia  ad- 
dition to  those  already  required  to  carry  the  United  States  mails,  shall,  ea 
application  from  the  Postmaster  General  convey  the  mails  on  their  Rail- 
road ;  and  if  they  cannot  agree  with  the  Postmaster  General  on  terms, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  three  Commissioners,  who,  or  any  two  of 
whom,  shall  fix  the  terms. 

CAPITAL  OF  COMMON  SCHOOL  FUND. 

Chapter  184  enacts  that  the  sum  of  $84,358.15,  being  the  share  of  thb 
State  in  such  proceeds  of  the  United  States  lands  as  were  distribnted 
among  the  States  by  the  act  of  Congress  passed  September  4,  1841,  which 
sum  has  been  lying  in  the  Commercial  Bank  of  Albany  for  several  years, 
be  received  by  this  State  on  deposit,  and  assigned,  with  the  interest  thcro- 


CERTAIN  CORPORATE  STOCKS. 
Chapter  195  provides  that  every  moneyed  corporation,  portions  of  whose 
stock  are  held  by  the  State,  or  by  any  literary,  or  charitable  institntioa, 
'which  portions  are,  therefore,  exempt  from  taxation,)  shall,  to  every 
Jvidend  on  such  portions,  odd  a  snm  equal  to  the  tmx  oa  a  liki  ssmimU  of 
other  stock  of  the  same  corporation  net  exempt  from  taxation ;  the  txtmp' 
tion  of  stocks  so  held,  beiag  inteiuled  for  the  benefit  of  weft  IMUrs,  aot 
of  the  coiyoralioa. 
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DISTURBANCE  OF  EVENING  SCHOOLS. 

Chapter  228  forbids  all  distorbance  of  any  erening  school  kept  ia  a  dts' 
trict  school- house  with  coDseat  of  the  District  Tmstees,  for  teachiag  any 
of  the  common  school  branches,  or  music,  under  a  penalty  of  not  over 
^25 — to  go  to  the  benefit  of  the  District ;  the  offender,  on  conviction,  to 
pay  all  costs  and  charges  forthwith,  or  give  security  to  pay  in  20  days,  or 
else  go  to  jail  till  he  pay,  or  for  not  over  30  days  ,*  but  he  may  demand  a 
trial  by  jury  to  be  summoned  and  to  proceed  as  in  a  court  of  special 
sessions. 

JUSTICES'  JUDGltfENTS. 

Chapter  242  enacts  that  transcripts  of  all  judgments  rendered  by  a  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  may  be  transferred  from  one  county  to  another  and  become 
lient  on  rtal  estate ;  the  transcript  being  first  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  it  was  rendered,  as  already  provided  by  law,  and  a  certi- 
fied office  copy  of  the  docket  thereof  being  then  filed  with  the  Clerk  of 
any  other  county,  in  which  any  real  estate  of  the  judgment  debtor  is  situ« 
ated.  Execution  also  may  issue  as  in  like  cases  alr^dy  provided  for  by 
law. 

CANAL  BOARD  TO  RE-HEAR  CERTAIN  CASES. 

Chapter  257  requires  the  Canal  Board  to  re-hear  cases  decided  hj  said 
Board  since  Jan.  1, 1843,  whenever  the  party  in  interest,  feeling  aggrieved, 
shall  make  written  application  to  the  Board  within  one  year  from  the  date 
of  this  act,  viz :  May  13,  1845  ;  but  no  rehearing  is  allowed  by  this  act, 
in  any  case  which  has  had  one  rehearing.  No  applicant  shall  have  a  re- 
hearing under  this  act,  unless  he  give  bond  with  good  securities  that  if,  on 
such  rehearing,  the  Board  decide  that  he  had  already  been  overpaid,  he 
will  repay  such  overplus  in  60  days  from  notice  of  such  decision.  Oft 
every  rehearing  the  Board  shall  minute  the  grounds  of  their  decision  in  a 
book  kept  for  the  purpose.  No  contractor  shall  be  barred  from  damages 
for  the  reason  that  the  contract  time  for  completing  his  job  expired  before 
completion,  if  it  appear  that  he  performed  his  work  as  fast  as  required  by 
the  Commissioner  or  Engineer  having  charge  thereof. 

I-OANS  FROM  UNITED  STATES  DEPOSIT  FUND. 
Chapter  267  amends  the  act  of  April  4,  1837,  by  enacting  that  whes 
any  portion  of  principal  loaned  on  any  one  mortgage  under  that  act,  is 
paid  back  to  the  Loan  Commissioners,  they  may  reloan  it  precisely  as  if 
the  whole  of  such  principal  with  the  interest  on  it,  had  been  paid  in. 

V  EXCISE. 

Chapter  300  provides  that  on  the  Tuesday  next  before  the  Ut  Monday 
in  May,  1846,  the  voters  of  each  town,  or  city,  in  the  State,  shall  decide 
by  ballot  whether  any  license  shall  be  granted  therein,  for  the  sale  of  any 
intoxicating  drink ;  the  decision  to  be  entered  in  the  books  kept  for  enter- 
ing other  proceedings  of  town  meetings,  or  charter  elections  in  cities ;  and 
if  such  decision  be  against  such  license,  none  shall  be  granted  till  it  be 
reversed  in  like  manner. 

When  a  decision  either  way,  has  been  so  made,  the  question  may  be 
again  brought  up,  on  the  written  request  of  one-fourth  of  the  number  of 
voters  who  voted,  at  the  last  preceding  election,  to  the  Justices  of  a  town, 
©r  to  the  Mayor  of  a  city,  on  receiving  which  request,  such  Mayor,  or 
Justices,  as  the  case  may  be^  shall,  four  weeks  [Wevious  to  the  day  for  again 
presenting  such  question,  give  full  public  notice  thereof,  and  then,  on  the 
day  set,  the  decision  shall  again  be  had  by  ballot  as  before. 
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*  Whoever  shftlli  direcUj  or  indirectly,  retail  any  intoxicating  liquor, 
where  a  decision  against  a  license  exists,  shall  incor  the  penalties  of  Tit. 
9.  ch.  20,  Pt.  1.  R.  S.  But  this  act  applies  not  to  any  prescription  by  a 
licensed  physician. 

If  a  decision  by  ballot  as  aforesaid  be  in  favor  of  license,  then  the  Board 
of  Excise  are  to  proceed  as  usual,  granting  or  refusing  licenses,  in  their 
discretion  ;  but  no  charge  shall  be  made  for  any  license  granted. 

If  an  overseer  of  poor  neglect,  for  ten  days,  to  sue  (or  a  penalty,  amy 
other  person  may  do  so,  on  giving  security  for  costs  if  he  fail  to  recover. 
On  a  recovery,  any  property  of  the  defeadant  is  made  liable  to  execution, 
except  only  what  the  law  exempts  therefrom,  or  from  distress  for  rent. 

This  act  does  not  apply,  in  any  way,  to  the  city  and  county  of  New- 
Tork. 

DOCUMENTARY  EVIDENCE. 
Chapter  303  enacts  that  a  copy  of  any  record,  or  proceedings  in  the 
U.  S.  District  and  Circuit  Courts,  may  be  received  in  evidence  in  all  courts 
of  ihii  State,  when  certified  by  the  officer  having  legal  custody  thereof, 
that  he  has  compared  such  copy  with  the  original  and  that  it  is  a  correct 
transcript  of  the  whole  of  such  original,  and  has  affixed  his  official  seal. 

CROOKED  LAKE  CANAL. 

Cbapter  338  grants  $25,000  to  reconstruct,  or  repair,  the  locks  on  said 
Canal,  so  far  as  necessary  to  maintain  the  uninterrupted  navigation 
thereof. 

TOWN  OFFICERS,  EXPENSES,  &c. 

Chapter  180  provides  for  reducing  the  number  of  Town  Officers,  and 
Town  and  County  expenses. 

At  any  annual  town  meeting  the  voters  iray  decide  by  ballot  whether  they 
will  have  two  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  three  Highway  Commissioners, 
or  but  one,  in  each  case.  The  former,  whether  two,  or  one,  may  grant  relief 
to  the  amount  of  $10 — without  a  Justice's  order.  In  the  latter  case,  if  three, 
as  usual,  be  voted  for,  they  shall  be  elmued,  so  that  one  shall  go  out  and  one 
be  chosen  every  year  to  hold  for  three  years,  and  till  a  successor  be  chosen, 
except  that  in  case  of  a  vacancy  the  person  appointed  to  fill  the  same  (by 
anvtwo  of  three  Justices  and  to  act  till  the  next  town  meeting  J  shall  hold 
only  the  residue  of  the  term.  Each  Commissioner  shall  give  bond  with 
sureties  in  the  penalty  of  $1,000,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties. 
The  Assessors  in  each  town  are  to  be  classed  like  the  Highway  Commis- 
sioners, and  term  of  office,  and  vacancies  arranged  in  same  way.  Various 
new  provisions  are  made  for  assessing  damages  on  opening,  shutting,  or 
altering  roads. 

Town  Auditors  are  not  allowed  to  have  their  individual  accounts  audited 
by  their  own  Boards,  but  by  the  Board  Supervisors.  No  account  of  any 
town  officer  shall  be  audited  at  all.  unless  made  out  in  items  4ind  verified 
bj  affidavit  as  to  services  and  charges ;  and  no  pay  to  be  allowed  not  spe- 
cified by  law. 

All  accounts  presented  to  the  Boards  of  Supervisors  must  be  regularly 
numbered  as  presented,  the  person  by  whom  and  time  when  presented  to 
be  entered  in  the  minutes  of  the  Boards,  and  not  aAerwards  withdrawn 
for  any  reason  except  to  be  used  in  evidence  on  some  trial,  and  to  be  imme- 
diately returned,  when  thus  used. 

Collectors,  on  receiving  a  tax  list  and  warrant,  forthwith  to  post  up  five 
notices  in  Ave  conspicuous  places,  naming  a  place  where  he  will  attend  at 
least  one  day  in  each  week,  for  thirty  days,  to  receive  the  taxes  doe ;  and  of 
every  person  paying  his  taxes  at  snch  plaee,  or  elsewhere,  the  Collector 
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may,  U  addition, collect  one  percent,  on  the  tax,  one  cent  on  each  less  sum 
than  a  dollar,  and  one  per  cent,  on  all  other  sums,  for  his  own  fees.  AMr 
said  thirty  days,  the  Collector  may  proceed  as  usual. 

Every  Justice  is  to  give  bond  with  sureties,  to  pay  over  all  moneys  re- 
ceived by  him  as  a  magistrate,  to  the  party  entitled  to  them. 

City  and  county  of  New- York  excepted  from  this  act,  and  Kings,  Queens 
and  Suffolk,  from  certain  sections.

RAILROADS. 

The  following  is  the  list  of  the  acts  of  session  of  1845,  to  incorporate  new 
Railroad  Companies,  or  to  revive,  or  modify,  charters  previously  granted : 

Oswxoo  AND  Stracctsx  Railroad. — Chapter  320  revives  charter: 
$5,000  to  be  expended  in  2  years  and  road  completed  in  4  years.  Capital 
$350,000  ;  tolls  for  passengers  not  to  exceed  4  cents  per  mile.
